BO exteneire a pkti os heretofote. ITot^ howoverp to leave 
an entire blank between the fburteenth oentmy and the 
termination of armour-bearing (the seventeenth oenhiry)^ 
it has been thought adrifloble to offor, as a Supplement^ a 
fleries of the most prominent esamplas of armour and 
Weapon^ oharaoteridtic of thia rim e. 

It is by no means contended that a eomplete examina¬ 
tion of those later conturiefl would not be double; but^ 
to effect thifl^ our little work would be so much augmented 
in bulk and oofltlmoMj that our chief hope of its uaefulneca, 
a wide oireulation among artists and BtudentSi (to a certain 
number of whom the expensivonoss of a book la a seri^ 
OU9 objection,) would be materially dimimahod* We have 
therofore resolved to adopt the plan already indioatad: in 
Carrying It into effect, we shall endeavour, by giving 
numeroufl roTereticea, to make it an task for the stu¬ 
dent to complete the inveiitigation by Ms own redmehes. 
It may be further remarked that, on quitting the four¬ 
teenth eentniy, tho fashions of armour are much more easy 
to be understood than before. Defences of plate being now 
genemUj adopted, the differenoes of suits are principally 
differences of form; and, as remaina of real amour and 
weapons of this time arc to be found in many ColleetionB, 
there is no longer the same mjstezy regarding their ocm- 
atructiou and materials. In the fourteenth century espe- 
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oially we find the giirme of almost all the jhahione and 
ooDtriranoos observed m the ffaoeeeding agea. And it h 
not to] tho general adoption of Hand-fire-arma eamo to 
change the wholo scheme of warlite operatiotia, that nny- 
thing easentiEdl^ new can be add to have appeared in 
military art The arquebus indeed effected a wonderful 
levolution, and^ after four centimee of eacperienceC} wo ore 
atill inundated with ohongos in ita Gabion and action. 
The hand-gim of Aufiterlitss and Waterloo is aLrirady a 
" oorioaity^^ in the oabinota of virtuodj and in a few years 
we may expect the “Enfield arqacbna of 1869” to be 
labelled up in the arehreologiet^s mneeum m a marvel of 
clumsiness and ineffeetLyeness. But whatever the musquet 
may beoome, the Bayonet can undergo but little change. 
Thai is the Biitkh soldiei^s arm. What the Long-bow 
was in the middle^ages in the hands of the sturdy Saxon 
yeoman, the bayonet is now. But the medieval fighter hod 
one great advantage over his modem Buccessor \ in his day, 
it was muscle that h^an the bottle; m our time it tells 
only on the jftwiA of the finy. The Booner^ tberefoie, the 
Brideh oommonder can bring his men wilhhi bayonet- 
distance of hifl advemries^ the sooner, to otir humble per- 
ceptiDns, will the crown of Victojy be his dwu.

A smnll«r 
fixed shield eometimefl appears towards the close of the 
century, of which a good e^tamplo is offered by the figure 
of St. George in Weetminater Abbey, a cast of which is in 
the Sydenham Collection.

Of the moil trapper we have noted the contrivance in 
preceding oentnriea (see voL i. pp. 109^ 19Tj 335, 341 and 
343, and voL ii. p. 312, and cxaiiipare woodcut. No, 61), 
la the Hi*toir6 de Chark^ F/Jl, Mathieu de Coney tella ns 
that in 1446 a e&mbitt i ouirmce took place between the 
Seigneur do Tomant and Galliot de Balthagin, m which 
the latter was mounted ‘*sur an puissant cheval, lique!.

{p. 566). The silken caparison -wm generally decorated 
heraldically.

8ome- 
timee the couverttire was embroidered in a pattern only:

The trapper 
was occasionally slittered along the edge, as ha Hefner'a 
plate 133. Prom Jean Chartier, Eittcfrioffraphe de Usance 
under Charles YU., we learn that the housings of horses, 
when of a rieh chameter, were sometimes converted into 
vestments for the altar^ In 1451, at his entry into Bay¬

FiQUaE of St, George, from the canopy-Tork of the 
moQumentsl bnus of Sir ^icholfis H&wbeik &t Cobhimi, 
Keat. There ara few churches mote attraotiTe to Hie 
student of anoient armour than that of Cabham. Besides 
its military hmsBes, of which there are acTna, rmiging from 
1354 to 1529, the walla are frimished with examples of 
knightly holms of the fifteenth century of the utmost 
interest and rarity. The memorial of Sir Nicholas Hawberk, 
thfl husband of the Lady Joan Cobham, who was heiress of 
Sir John de Cohhiun, the lord of Cowling Castle and 
founder of the college adjoining the cbnroh, ie one of the 
fioeflt examples of the “ lattemer’s” art that has come down 
to our times. The effigy of the knight, who died in 1407, 
has been engraved in Boutell’s “Brasses and Blabs,” page 
178, and the whole monument is fully described at p. 64 
of the Oxford “Manual of Brasses.” Oni figure of Bt. 
George appears in a body-armonr of complete plate. The 
defences below the walat, formed of overlapping hoops, 
me constantly seen iu the fifteenth oentuiy, and rooeivo 
the moat curious illustration from tho suit of armour in the 
Tower of London, which, covered with Tudor oognimicca 
and Buintly figures, acd having the Collar and Geoigo of 
the Order of the Garter engraved on the goiget, is clearly 
a royal panoply worn in hie younger days by Henry Till. 
Over hin flexible skirt St. Gkjorge wears tho Military Belt. 
Thifl costly decoration of the knights [s etill frequent 
during the fijot quarter of the century, but ofterwaida 
rapidly disappears. Examples may be seen m our engrav¬ 
ings, Nos. 66, 67, 58, 69, 83, 64, G5 and 66; ranging 
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from the beginning of the age to 1421. A Tarioty^ with 
bolk appended, is found in oar JTob. fl2 end T2, and again 
in plate 88 of He&er^a TV-cvcA/^.

The annour of 
thifl figure is chiefly remarkable for the gorget, or etaud- 
ard of maUa defence which, it will bo pereeiTed, diffam 
inateriallj froiu the ordinary chftin catuailj as Been in our 
engraTing Ko. 43, and others. Ita purpose ^ms to be, to 
not aa a enpplementaiy pieoe to tie gorget of plats; aa 
the latter, without its aid, nn^t admit the point of a lanoe 
to psnetmto between the gorget and the breastplate. In 
the next lUiiBtration it will be seen bow the plate ooUar 
waa worn otot it. Other instancea of the sUiudaid of mail 
occur in our woodontSp HTos. B7 and 86, and in He&ier’s 
Costtnues, pL 17&i A very coriaiia exumpio is furuished 
by the sculptured effigy of a Fitzherbsrtp <?, 1486, in Nor^ 
bury Church, Derbyahire. The coat of the fkinily is FaiVy, 
and this bearing ie prodnced in the collar by the employ* 
ment of large and sm a ll rings for the nlteniating figures. 
The battlements of the church are in the same conceit^ 
being notched in voir forms. The standard of mail itself 
became a heraldic bearing. Bee the example cngiaved in 
the £Sic^rpta p. SIS. A teal speoimen of this 

defence, of the fifteenth centuiy, is preserved in the Tower 
Armory. Tho skirt of mail termmatmg in an oscolloped 
edge is a fiiahiou of this time, of which other oxamples are 
supplied by out engmyings, Nos. 63 and 64. The articu¬ 
lated shoulder-plates are constant freren this period till about 
1S40. See our illustratioim, Nos. 57, 58, 69, 60, 64, 05, 
68. 69, 70, 71, 73, 74, 75 and 76; from 1410 to 1436. 
They weru succeoded by e larger plate, as in 77, 86 and

(pl. 113)| and a very inte one—of 14&4 (pU 134). Eich 
awordsj me in fonnor tmaes^ were muob in favour with 
piincea and knighte. Chartier tella u$ that, on the entry 
of Chorlca YII. into Bouen, the Sim do Xaintmlles 
^‘portoit la grande Eep6o de parement du Roy, dout le 
pommeau, la omix, la boude, le mordant, et la bouterole 
de la game eetoient couTortea de veloux azur^ eeme par- 
desauji de fieurs-de'lyfl d*OT on brodeti©,” (ffiitL de Cktrlis 
K//,, p. 181.) Malhieu do Coney informa ua that the 
aword of the Comte de Dunoiii eetoit oatimeo a la 
Toleur de vingt miUe escua d*or, cor il y avoit do riobes 
pierreries par dessua.’’ (Mistj p. 693.) Compare alao the 
aemtmt in Monatrelet of the rieh aword etolen ftom the 
tent of King Henry T. at Agineourt. And ooo the fine 
examples figured by Stothord, pL 139, and Hefner, pL 74. 
The helm, with the Wing crest and buckle in front to 
attach it to the plastron, is a good exampie of this defence.

03, in Stothard^a 
platea 110 and 113 j in the effigy at Lowick (Hyett^s 
“‘Memorialfl ef Northamptonahirep^^ pL 3), and in Cott. 
M8r, JulinEj E, iy., foL 216, The baaaiuct, to be complete 
for WELT, reqniioB the addition of its visor, m explained at 
p. 203 and exemplified hi out illustration, 2fo. 38, The 
gttuntleta are notioeable from their extromitiefi being 
wrought to resemble the noila of the fingers. Other 
oxamplea of this century eooor in our woodcut, No. 71, 
in etothard'e plates 110 and 113, and in the effigy of an 
Ardeme at Elford, Staffordahire, of which a modal ia in 
tho Sydenham CoUeotion. The tassets, with the under^ 
etirt of mail, deserve remiiTk because they ahew us that 
in such figures as the preceding one of Tendering, tho por¬ 
tion of chaia underlying the eurcoat is by no to be 

taken as an eyidanca that the knight has not s body-armour 
of plate. Nor ia it to bo oasumed that, hocause the knight 
haa a body-armour of plate, he does not also wear a gom- 
plete hauberk of ohain-mail. St. Hemj talla ua very clearly 
that tho Prench men-at-arms at Agincourt had hauberks 
undnr their plate harness. “ Pietaieremontj astoLont ames 
de cottee d'adat, longuas, passanfs les genoiix, et moult 
pasautea; et par-dassous harnoiid do Jambe; et par-de$sus 
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blancfl hamois; et de plus, buliimetH de cmnail.*' (Chap, 
62, ed. Buchon.) CompotB the cuiiaaB dgured in (njr plata 
90, where there is a skirt only of chain-niiiil, and the figure 
engraved in Arehreologioal Jounial, vol. iv, p. 326, where 
the mail is in gussets. He nulitory helty whose place was 
Jbnnerly ontside the Bniroat, doscendiag nearly to its edge, 
has in this raotinment changed both its place and propor- 
tioas. It ts, however, not so eommonly worn during thia 
eentuiy as in the preceding. The sword-beltj fixed trana-

The dkh-formed occur in our illustTutions, Noa. 73 and 76. 
It k lemarkfible that these adjuncts are not always in 
pairs, 'That for the sword arm, where they differ, is always 
tho smallmr.

69 aud 74, and in 
Stotbard’a plates llO, 113, 119 and 129. The collar of 
Suns and Boeea is found in Stothard’a Noa. 131 and 134, 
the pendent in the first being the White lion of the house 
of March, in the second the Boor, the badge of Bichatd m. 
In the effigies of knights of the Fiteherbert family in Kor- 
bury Chumh, Derbyshire, are examplea both of the T.ioit 
and Boor pendants. The brass of Lord Berkeley, who died 
in 14X7, ahewa over the eamail a Collar of Mermaids, the 
mermaid being a cogniEonce of his house. (Figured in 
Boutell’e Brasses, p. 57.) livery collars from foreign 
examples may be aeon in Hchier’a plates 112 and 161.

MoNUiCEjfTAL brass of Sir John Fitewaiyii, in Wantogo 
Chutch^ Berkshire; 1414. In this hgnre Tine again find tho 
bassinot with plate gorget; but, for the first tune in our 
seriea, the gorget eppears without any underlying defence 
of chain-moil. The gna^te at tho vif de Vaut^rCj the over¬ 
lapping iftBAob, girt by tho Militaiy belt, and the instepa 
of mail, are already fkcniliai to ue from preceding eEamplea 
In the gussets of pinto placed over the chain-mBil at the 
bond of the arm we see the renewal of on old fashion, of 
which inatancce are found in our ongrariogB, Koe. 2B and 
31. They again occur in Nos. 63 and 70, in Stothaid^s 
plate 112, and in Hefiier^B plate 11. The g&untht with 
articulated cuff is much in fevour in the early years of this 
oentury. Further instancos are ofibred hy onr engraTinga, 
Nos. 69| 70 and 71. He rin^ hanging free along the 
edge of the mail skirt are also dmracteirietio of this tune. 
From the coloured example given in Stothord’a 113th 
plate, it would appear that they formed part of an edge of 
brass or gilded links. The knightly sword, with its pear- 
shaped pommel, is an exceUcnt specimen, and may be 
taken as the type of this weapon during the fifteenth 
oentnry.

BoAdS of Sir John Lyalfij in Thruxton Cburcbj Hjamp- 
atjro. This knight died m 140T, oft wo leani from tho 
Inscription on hij moonmoiitp but from the Jnshion of the 
armoiiTj the e^^igy does not appear to have been laid down 
earlier than about 1420* This Qnatozn, of placing tnetno- 
rials over the tombs of relatiYea at Bome distance of time 
after tbo period of their defith, was not imusnal m tbo 
middle ages. In the Tesfamenta Ve£u*ia may bo found 
mstances of wills directing the construction of such monu¬ 
ments after the lapse of acvoral genenitions. Brasses were 
also laid down in some eases long before the knighf s de* 
cease. Mr. 'VTaller, in a paper contrihuted to the Journal 
of the Arobsological Aasociation ""p has pointed out the 
singiilarity of the effigy before os and that of Sir John 
Cobham differing in their armour by nearly aijcty yearSj 
though both knights died in the i^mc year. The Cobham 
figure was probably executed about 1362, when Sir John 
founded bis college* Bee also the instances of this practice 
given at p. 14 of the Oxford “Manual of Brasses.” 

The harness of Sir John do Lysle is remarkable in its 
being entirely of plate, so far at lea^t as the defences are 
in view. Tho tasaets^ etght in number^ indicate an advance 
in date^ as compared with former examples of this fitment. 
The “wings” of the elbow-pieces, large and tan-shaped, 
are also a novelty of the period, of which further instances 
are found in our woodcuts, Koa* 64, 69, 71 and 73, The 
plates beneath the knce-copa are remarkable for their depth. 
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The ctn^N^nn militare is absent, and bom this time it ia but 
laroly a43eii in the kalgbtlj equipment. Of the ttansTeraG 
aword'belt we have alieadj had PTfarn plp ff The sword 

presents a foatnre duuactedstio of this century'_^the long 

grip. Compare our prints, Nos. fifi and 69, and Hefner's

throughout the period. The pommel bearing a Cross is 
a eoatLamuiDc of a Tory ancient usage. The dagger is 
ckf a pattern of which specimens bare appeared in the 
fourteenth oentnij.

MiNiATDSE from Harleian MS., 4,431, folio 114* This 
Tolume is u copy of the poems of Cbnstitie do Pi^a, 
written and lUanLinsted. about 1120, for Ijsabol, Queen of 
France It afterwards belonged to Jaquette, wife of John, 
Duke of Bedford. The book contains many drawings illustra¬ 
tive of military costume, though they are on a small scale. 

The subject before us, representing s knight arming, is 
especially curious from Its affording an example of the 
plmno worn upon the hoad-picco* Hitherto feathers, when 
they ffurmount the helm, are employed as onlyj in 

the some nmnner as Hohb, dragons, birds or flowers; but 
about this time came in the fashion of fidoming the head- 
defence with real feathers, which were regarded tuorcly as 
ornaments. Examples of the plume crest ore found from 
about ISOO. A good f^cimen occurs on folio 206 of 
Roy, MS,, 20, Dj 1; and compare 31 60**^. and 239*™^ of 
the same volume. In 1349 it b seen in the effigy of 
Gunther von Bchwaizbuig (frontiepieoB)* In the fifteenth 
century we find it in our woodout, No. 70, and again in 
Stotbard^H 113th plate. Ihe feathers^ in aU theeo examples, 
are those of the peacock.

36); in Heftior's TracAifitj 
plates 80,161 and 109, and in IUbdin’s BihUothecit Spm- 
ccrMWia, vol. iv. p, 485. Tho feather eujinounting the 
broad'nmmed eAapel^./er U found in Boy. MSS., 15, D 
iiL, fol, 243, and IS, E, v., fol. 174. Towards the end of 
the century, a single broad feather waa sometimes worn 


at tha aide of the viiored helmet, a very graufiil anange. 
ment, of which a good example is afforded by the figure of 
St, Geoi^ engraved by Hefiier, plate 1. Prom the fore¬ 
going evidences it will be soon that tbero was the greatest 
diversity in the manner of WHuing the plumes, some 
knighta being content with a single feather, others insist- 
ing on a cluster, and perhaps there are fow who gave more 
freedom to their caprice than the knight before us.

Pigures 
in civil oostumo wcuring similar chaplets are engraved in

The plate gnssetd at the BhouiflerSr of differing patterns, 
hare been olreadj noticed under Ko. 5S. Chain-mail 
fjjtnour h itill seen at the ekirt, interposed between tho 
quilted gauibeson and tho tussots of plate.

about 1420. Wo have here several of the features already 
noticed in previous examples:—^tbe gorget of plate, the 
gussets of differing patterns, the fim-shaped eltiow-piecea, 
the deep tossets of overlapping hoops, the escolopped skirt 
of chain-mail, and the richlj ornamented cinffulvm militare. 
The gauntlets are of a fashion ’whioh has not hitherto come 
before ns. While the hiigeie arc himUhed with numerous 
articulatione, tie remaindor of the hand, with the wrist, is 
defended by a singlo piece of plate. Analogous examples 
arc found in Hofiier’s plates 129 and 180.

A similar dofenoe to the one before tiB 
appeara in tho monument ffgured by Kefiier^ pL 92,, a-v, 
1407- In Eoy* MS., 20, C, viu., foL 1, are two e^xamplee 
of the scale skirt, and It la again seen in Earl* MS., 
4,374p foL Ifil, Compare tho gpecimen (of the fonrteontb 
century] engta^ in out plate 0, At the waist is Trom 
the Slilitary bolt, while a eooond helt^ plaeed oyot tho 
scale defence, carries tho swords Beneath the body-annonr 
the knight has a garment of cloth or TeWet, with large 
hanging sleeves, a fashion mneh in favour at this period. 
£j:ampleB may bo Boen in Hoy. MS*, 15, D, iiL, foL £25, 
and in Hefriet^s plates 0£, &S, B2 and 112. The epaulette 
of plate very olotiely tosombles that on the statue of 6t» 
George at Prague, of which a cast is in the Sydenham 
Collection: in the Proguo figure it is attached te the gorget 
by a hingo. The gauntlets are of mixed pkte and scale: 
oompara onr illnstcation, JTo. 61 end Hefner^s pktoa 88 
and IL OcoesionsUy we find at this time ganntleta of 
combined plate and chain. Good examples aro offered by 
Kefrier’e Nob. 106, 9T, 129 and 112. The chauBGon appears 
to represent a defence of leather. The helm ha^ the 
ocularium m a single cleft, a point strongly dharacteriatic 
of this ccatuiy.

SrccnaaiTR centuries ImTe pre^nted to us a great Tuiiety 
of the knightly Surooat, the long and the ehort, the loose 
and the tight, the kced and the buckled, tho aleeved and 
the BlceTolose, the honddie and the plains The fifteenth 
oentory contrilmtea a new kind. The eharaeteriBtiQ of the 
armorial surcoat or ** tabard of arms’^ of this time wna 
that it presented a fotn-fold piotore of the heraldlo cogni- 
aance; in fronts behind, and cm each of the sleeTea, Theso 
flleevee did not alwuye enoirde the anna t in lieu of the 
complete sleoye, a broad flap hung free OYer the uppcx- 
arm, on which the bearinga were figured. This is the 
arrangement of tho Herald^s tabard to the present day. 
Examples of the oomplote sleeve are supplied by Hefiieris 
plates 44 and 1G€; c. 1450. The other mode is 
seen in the figure before us ; and ageJn in the brass of 
Sir Ralph Shelton (Cotman, voh i* pi- 19), in Carteris 
“ Sculpture and Fainting/’ plates 65 and 66, in Stotbard'a 
“ Monumenta,” pL 119, in Soutell's ^‘ Braases,” page 71, 
in narl. MS., 4,205 pai$im, in StrutFa '‘Ilegal Inti- 
qultiea^” pl^ 47, in ShnVe “ Bresses and Becorationa,^’ 
firom the Beaxtdhamp Pageant, in the Great Beal of Henry 
VH.j and in Cotmau’e plate 46; Tanging from 1423 to 
the end of the centuiyp The sido-piecee remaining blank 
in the eflSgy before us may have been so left from the 
artist’s unwilliDgnefifl to encounter the difficultiea of fore* 
shortening. The closely-out hair of this figure is not nu- 
woHhy of remark, because aometimes tho fashion of wear¬ 
ing the hair and beard affords a help in dotermiiting tho 
age of a monument. In tho firat quarter of the century 
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we find the gener^ mode to haTe been doBely- out boir, 
Hmal], forked beard^ and moustache; fiwm alniat 1425 to 
1460, the hair as before, moustache and beard aboliihed;

MoHUHEiiTJiii offigy ui Thoddlethffrpe dnuch, Lincolu- 
ahira1424. 'Fbu fliampLe la curioda, aa being the latest 
knightly brass exhibiting the bassinet with camsU of ebain- 
msil; a defence of which we hare seen so many instancca 
in the fourteanth oentaiy. The mail gorget is, boweTer, 
found much Inter in the present ago, worn by sreherB, 
arboleston, billmcn and others, as in oor illnstrationB, Koe. 
97 and 08, about 1489, Tho baaainct itaelf at this period 
not tiTifr agnently boro in Its front an inscription of a sacrod 
chaiaoter. The sculptured effigy of a knight in Bakewell 
Churoh, Derbyshire, baa on the portion ooTering the 
temples “ ms . wazamh.” And at TidesweU, in the same 
County, is a second sculpture with the same inscription. 
At Elford, Stoffordahira, the writing seems to bo “a vs 
MARIA,” but the first of tho words having been nearly 
expunged, it is difficult to read it with certainty. Tho 
effigy of Lord Bardoif, engraved by Stothard, pi. 110, pro- 
senta mmply the monogram "ms.” The baseinet of the 
Duke of Somerset at Wimborn Minster is inscribed “ itev 
MAact.” {Gough*fl "Monumetits,” vol. ii pt. 2, p. ISI.J 
That of a Wiioote, at ^"o^thleigh, Oxfordshire, bears 
“ IBS . RAZAREK.'’ (EngTaTed in Skelton's "Oxfordsh.”) 
And a » itn{lar example is given by Gough. Not the bas¬ 
sinet alone, hut tho sword and its sheath were oecasioiially 
macribed. Tho sword of Talbot is a well-known instance, 
bearing on its blade, "Sum pro vinoeio mirnicos 

meoa." This weapon, formerly repoaited in the TreaHury 
of St. Deoift, and removal to the BibUoth^ue Nationais 
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in Fuis at the rerohitiaiL of 1790) baa since been lost.

In the bameas, 
we eee an attempt of the armonr-mniib to effect on im¬ 
provement by limiting the tasseta in their lateial and main- 
them in their vertical directioii. The artn-defenoes 
are remarkable for the ooutiniioiifl articulatiOELS from the 
Bhmildet to the elbow. The lower part of tho idfigy doe^ 
not exiet in the original, but the lost portion boa been 
supplied from aTithentio contemporary example. Beneath 
the knight*fl bead lies his helm, surmounted with crest and 
mantlitig. The crests of this century exhibit OTery variety 
of fencifiil doBign. Among many volumes that might be 
consnltod for specimens of their fantastic shapes, the Tour- 
ncy-book of King Bene d’Anjou is perhaps the best. The 
Beauchamp Pageants have some good examples (Cotton 
MS,, Julius, E, iv.; engraved ui Btrutt^s Sorda). Com* 
pare our iUustratiotiiSp Koe. 70, Tl, 73, 70 and 94. Among 
the whole there is not a more singnlar fancy than that of 
the Seigneur de Hailbourding, who, joining the fercea of 
the Dauphin in 1444, “ portoit sur son armet la queue de 
renurd.” (Mathien de Coucy, Histoire dir Cktrkg VILj 
p, 536.) The maimer of constructing the crest at this time, 
we learn very distinctly from King Ben^^s Tourney-book, 
where we have both drawings and dcscHption of the whole 
prooc«€< “ Lb timbre' doibt eatre but une pkoe do cuir 
bouUy, laqnelle doiht estre bien faultr^ d^ung doy d^eapesE, 
ou plnSp par le dedens; et doiht contanir la dite piece de

Tte drawingii throw further light on the anl^ect 
We have flrat the iron headpiece, perforated all round 
for attachment of the timbre. The Umbrv or akallEap of 
caiir bouilli is in form of a bowl iwerBed; iti apex 
riflea an ima rod, fixed to the leather hy four claws i the 
mantling ia next added, quite conoculiiig the Icathor cap: 
the ^est IS then made fast hy meaui^ of the iron rod * end 
lastly, the wreath is wound round the helm at the joining 
of the Great and mantling.

Mo?ro«i»TAL braMOR, 1426, The first of these is in 
Merevale Cbnrcli, Warwichahire, and fkas been assigned 
to Bobert Lord Femm of Giartley. The Beoond is that 
of Sir John de Brewya^ in Wiston Church, Sussex. Both 
exhibit the arrangement of the tasseta natioed in the pre¬ 
ceding eixaidple, haye the tianareiae sword-belt seen in 
Nos. 67, 60 and 69, and the gatmtlets marked in imitation 
of the nails of the fingers, as in No. 67, The first has the 
four round gussets of plate, as in the arm-defenceB of 
Pitxwaryn, No. 69. The second showB with peitiQiilat 
oleamess the manner of forming the epauHeret^ each strip 
OTerlapped hy the one above it The chape&n fixed upon 
the helm has already been noticed at page 203, Other 
examples, of the fifteenth century, are ftiniished by the 
Great Seals of Henry V., Edward IV,, Hlchard IIL and 
Henty TII. The effigy of Brewya afiEbrds an early instance 
of the long-nocked spur, a fashion which, as the oentniy 
advanced, ran to a great extravaganoc. See our Ulustratioas, 
Noe, 79, 80, 93 and 94. And compare Hefnor^s Trachtm^ 
plates 176, 80, 14 and 179- A fine example of tho long- 
necked spur, attached to its long-toed, articulated solleret, 
is in the Tower colleodoii, and another real specimen, 
similBrly constructed, is engraved in the eleventh volume 
of the Journal of the Archseological Association, King 
Bene has recorded his disapproval of the long spur:—Les

Knightly txi&timie of about 1430^ from a luiiiiatnre in 
the UixiTOTaity Library at Wurzburg, engrared in Part 3 of 
Hefnm-'A !Prfichtm. The most cunoiis pert of fhii dresa ia tho 
coat of the kmghtp with its aldrt airanged in formal folds and 
ita fileeres cut into a oluater of jagged strips. Its colour in 
the original illumiiiatioa is crimfion, with a bord^ of white 
to the skirt. The bshion of jagged sleeras weis in mneh 
favour during the first half of the oetitury. Good examples 
will bo found in Carter^fl “ Sculpture and P ninting ^” plate 
105, in Eoy. MS., 15, D, iii., foL 243, and in Hefueris 
plates 92 and 129. Occasionally tha skirt of the coat had 
an aperture cut in the left side, through which the swotd 
Was pa.^cd. Hefiier^s plates 21 and 32 afford in^taneos of 
this arrangement. The bolls appended to the knlgbtly 
belt have already been noticed under No. 62. The short 
spear in the hand of oar figure reminds ns of the tanees 
of the fourteenth centmy (described at p. 78). 
The reduced spear was still in vogue at this time: St. 
Eemy iofonns us that the Pretieh kuights employed such 
weapons at the field of Agincourt In the second half of 
the century we find that hollow speara were in use. At 
the battle of Fomoue, Comines tells us: " uous feiames 
descendre les varlets et atuasier das lances par le camp, 
dont il y avoit sssez, par especial de bourdonuasscs, qui nc 
valoient guorca, et estoient ereusea et legctcs, ne pesans 
point uue Javeline, ma i s bien peinetea.’’

feuvage.) This painting of the hollow spear is noticed in 
the Beauchamp Accounts^ 16 Hou. YI., given in Dugdale^s 
"Warwickahire,” p. 327: —“Item, L nother Burden, 
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ywrithyn (wreathed) with my Ijordia oolourfl, reed, white 
and rasMt, 00-02^00,** The maa^t-arniB with hie attend¬ 
ants (or bmce fmtnnd) eirffered a grodual reduction during 
this century, aa already noticed at p. 27, Begmning at 
ten men to each spear, the supiply wa* diminished to four. 
Charlea VXL of France reduced the number from ten to 
aeren; Lenla XL fkim ecTon to bii, *^c*est a Bavoir, la 
lance troia cheTuux, pow Ini, son page, et le constillier; 
et lee deux archers deux chevaux, et im cheval pour le 
varlet” [CArwi. dtt Zobyt A Fofou, amee 1473.) In Italy 
in 1495 the man-at-arms and his retinue comprised four 
hoisemen“ T avoit bien deux milk six cons homines- 
d’armos Imrdea, ayant chaacun im arbalistrier a oheTal, un 
uutre hemme en habiUoment aree eux, foisunt k nombre de 
qnatre chevatilx pour homme-d’am^^* (Cominos, p. 291.)

CliiiJTh, Bedfordshire: 14B0. In this fino brafls we taTe 
the type of the knightly panoply of this period. Boon the 
’rarioo;^ portions of the Buit undergo a conglderahle change: 
the visored hasainet givea place to the salade with men- 
tomcre: the shoulder-pkee of many articulated atrips ia 
superseded by a pauldron formed of larger broad plates : 
these plateSj OTarlapping the d^faut de Im fwiriMWj displace 
the gussets of steel now seen in front of each arm: the 
taasetSp instead of termmatiiig iu a wide hoop, huTe tile- 
like pieces (^tuTib) appended to them, moYing upon hinges 
or straps: the soUerct, here of a natriral form and ingeni- 
ons oonstructioUp gives way to the long-tocd “crafiowe,”

in the example before ua the visor of the bassinet has 
been removed, in order to show the features of the person 
connaemorated, hut it waa uaimlly wotti at the moment of 
encounter. Ifot always, however; for a daring champion 
would occagionnily choose to contend with his fisice exposed 
to the strokes of his adversary* At Arras, in 1435, two 
knights foifght iu presence of the Luke of Burgundy, 
“ pour acquerir honneur J^ One of these, a Spanish knight, 
entered the lists with his fiice entirely unprotected. “ 6i 
commenceient vigouicusemeut et de grand courage a 
marcher Pun oontie Pantre, lenrs laucos palinoyantK Et 
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touqooifl arait iedit Eepoignol^ et ent duwit ceate ’be- 
aongne b Ti&iere teyce. - . . ToateafoiB ledit CteyBlior 
d’E^joIgne fiit la note de plnsle^irfl noblea la oatana, dbvoir 
entzeprins una grand hardieaeo at habilitfi de oombattre 
par ceste moniere, la yisiero leyea, pouiw <jno pardl <iafl 
ti'avoit point este veu.” (Monatroleti yoL ii. (fd 143S| 
ed, 1622.) The Earl of Warwick fnmishoa another exampk 
of tk 'a daring made of encMunteir. In tho “ lawnde oaDod 
the Park Hedge of hia antagoniat being a Prenoh 

knight named Sir Colard Fymea, “ on the last day of the 
joaatea, the erle Eicliard come in bee Ha baanet aa 

the day afore, sare the dhapellet waa rich of perte and pre- 
emm atones, in Guy hla armefl and Beanobampo qnartarlyf 
and the annea of Tony and HaunalBpo ^ in hia trap- 
ptire/^ The “ pageant’* iLLnstmting this event shewn 
the Earl tilting, his feoe quite nneovered; the beeringa 
pietnied on bla tabard and on the trapper of bia steed, 
farther exempliiying the usage mentioned in the logend’— 
that of the knight bringing into ttie field oi Hits any 
eombination of hk family amia that he might think fit to 
adopt In 1467, in the Jeuets at Smithfidd between Lord 
Scalefl and the Comte de U the Engliah champion 

fought with his visem opyn, which was thought jeptrd- 
ona.** (Jhcwyid p. 211.) The crest in onr illufi- 

tratioQ represents a fox. It waa % fayonrite fancy of the 
Teiee-WKiters of this day to derignate the leaders of a host 
by the names of their crests, and indulge in a metaphorical 
play upon tbo attributea of the heraldiG creation. Thus, 
the horn of the Bnll, the task of the Boor, and the cbw of 
the Eagle became fertilo eemte^ of ingenious cornbmalion 
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—on occaaion of a vifitoiy; wMIb, for the Tanqoiahod, the 
flight of the Swallow, the eoUpso of tho Son, nod the 
wreck of tho Ship, were in equal nsftdinosa. A few linoa 
from tho ^‘Totaee on the Battle of Towton," written in 
thia ceatufji maj^ euifli^ to give an tdoa of this apocioe of 
compofiition:—

wide-spreading lioops of the tassets had this faulty that 
they permitted the spear or sword of an advorsmy to find 
its way beneath them to the body of tho wejirer. The 
binged piecea or tuillea now replacing the lowest hoopp 
were to remedy ttiis defect by lying closer to the perecm. 
At first they were snuillp as in the nLonument bofore us, 
but they grednally increased in sise till they nearly reached 
the knee. Instances of the early form nmy be seen in our 
plates 70^ 79 and 81, and in StoUmrd^s plate HO. The 
later and larger kind m found in our Kob. 85, 86 and 91, 
and in Stothard’e "Monuments,” 127,129 and 131. Some^ 
time* the tuilles are two m number only, and fixed in 
fiont; but occaaiDiially smaller pieces are added at the 
sides, as in the Beauchamp statue, No. 83, in Slothard's 
plate 129, and in Hefiier^^ figunefl 180 and 14. nofner^s 
plate 129 affords a very curious variety, in which a con- 
sidorable number of small plates seem to be continued all 
reund the body, and are appended to the lowest hoop of 
the teasels by a portion of ehmn-nmil. The tuillw are 
sometimes worn over a skirt of mail, aa in our iUnairations, 
Nos. 91 and 105, in Valtorius, De rv miUhri% 1472, md 
in the effigy of Sir Giles Baubeny in Westminster Abbey, 
of the end of the oeutuiy. The statue of Sir John Crosby in 
St. Helenas Chnreh, London, piesenta thfa alagularityi that 
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the taillB on tiie rij|bt ride has b staple in the tnidst of it, 
to ^rhioh tho dagger-oord is fiisteiued. The reniBitiiiig por¬ 
tion of tiiB amour of the figrao before ns has already bean 
examined in previona epeounena. The dagger-aheath at 
this time is not unfroqnently found to cwry a knife in 
to the miserioorde. Examples occur in tbo effigies 
of lugribeim, 1431, and Heinrich tarn Jimgen, 1433 
(pistes 129 and 32 of Hefcar's lirachim).

Goub4t of &om Harloiaa MS,, 4,605, a 

trauscd.pt of the Fayt tPamet de tMeiralerte of Cfaiia- 
tine de Piasa, written in London in 1434. The date ap¬ 
pears in the colophon :—“ Explicit Di^lx* nn pater 
nostar et im ave maria per moesan pey* delafica, (jui a 
esemit aqncgt present liyre en Ian de arc Boahr mil 
coecxxxiiii*, et fat feit a londres a XY. de may.” The 
baaainet with globose vifior is ooiupieuoua here; a faahion 
often Been in the fifte^th century. Other examples occur 
in Eoy. MS., 16, D, iii., fol. 243, in Horl. MS., 4,431 
paatim, la Cotton MSS., Ifcrio, E, it, ff, 130 and 286, and 
Jnliufl, E, IT., ff. 207 and 211, and in Caiteda “ Sculpture 
and Painting,” plate 36. The wide-rmuned hdmet has 
been often seen in previous ages'. Other instances, in the 
present century* are found in Boy. MB., 15, D, iii., foL 
243, and in Eeftier’a 3>acA<l«, plates 82 and 83. Ooca- 
rionally the broad run of the helmet has a horiiontal cleft 
in ftent, for the porposes of vision when the casq^uo was 
dmwn down over tiie feco in combat. See Cott MB., Nero, 
E, it, Tol. ii. fol. 428, and Heftier’s plate 161. It is 
sometimes encircled by a kemhiaf, as in Eoy. MS., 18, E, v. 
fol. 174, and surmounted by a feather, aa in that ex¬ 
ample and in 16, D, iii foL 245. The armour of reot- 
angniar scales, secQ in aevcral of the gorgets in thin group, 
has already been noticed under He. 62, It is difficult t» 
determine whether the outer garment of semo of thoiT A 
figures is merely a light surcoat or a “ jacqne of defence.”

Bcdington Church, Surrey: about 1435, Wa hai^'e hara 
a further exaiuple of the iuilies attached by strcpa to tUa 
lowest hoop of the tassotB' a iSashion of which we haTC 
olrcody noticed the existepca under No. 74* The gauntlots 
in this effigy are of a construction not yet aeon in our 
aeries* Tbey differ from the older fashion m substituting 
for the ardoulations which covered each separate 

fingerj u few broad pUtea enclosing the whole hancL This 
mode continued m &vour till tha close of the ccntuiy: 
examples, differing nothing in principle and little in detail 
from the one before ufl, are offered by our plated 77, T9, 
81, 82, 84j 85, 93 and 105. The head of our warrior 
rests upon hk helm, sumountod by his crest and decked 
with wraatb and mantling. Though a particular crest was 
no doubt generally worn hy each knight, it was by no 
moans unusual (eapacially In tmmiomcnts) for a champion 
to appear with the crest of some remote ancestor, or oYOn 
with no more than a plume of feathers in lieu of any defi¬ 
nite cognkanDo, Thus, in the Beauchamp Pageant, pL 
20, Earl Eicbard encounters Sir Pandolf, with hk family 
Beat and Bagged Staff at the top of his holmct^ but in 
scone 35 he “comea to the felde, a buash of Eetrieh 
fethora on hia hede, his horse trapped with the armea of 
oone of his annoostreSj the lorde Tonywhile at scene 
40 of the same jousts, he again appears wearing his crest 
of the Bear and Bagged Staff. The remainder of the suit 
of Elmbrygge presents no feature that has not nlreiMly 
been noticed. The large gusscti^ of plate hare appeared 
in the prcTious monument of Bmimflet, No. 73. 
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PLATES 77 & 78. 

The brass hero eagravod is that of b knight of the 
Cuttas family, in Arkesdon Chuiich, Eeaex' about 1440. 
In this hnraess wo find the great aliDulder-platea and 
oTbow-platea, which, bpcoming larger and more fantaatio 
as the (lentury adroncee, asaiimc at length a form closely 
prcsEnTig upon the bounds of credibility. See the example 
in OBJ plate 85. In thoir first form they appear to be no 
more than a modification of the gussata of plate, whose 
ample dimctisiona baye been noticed under Nob. 73 and 76. 
They are additional pieces fixed to the under'armonr by 
bolte and staples, or by nuts and bctowb. But at length 
they change their fiMhion, and each shoulder is found to 
be covered with a single large plate, as in our Ulustrationa, 
Nob. 86, 91, 92 and 106. There is, however, much divw- 
aity in the arrangement of these plates, in the aucceasive 
monumentB of the period; ond if the general oonree of the 
fashion is aa we have indicated, the particular estomples 
exhibit a good deal of minute variety. Our figures 79, 81, 
82, 83, 85, 86, 91, 92, 93 and 105 fiimish a series of 
specimens of the great shoulder-gnard, and ethers may be 
seen in He&er, Nos. 136, 131, 161 and 167. The four 
views of the Beauchamp statue at W^arwick, in Stothard a 
“Monuments,” should bo carefully examined. The ala¬ 
baster effigy of Nicholas Fiteherbcrt, in Korbury Church, 
Derbyshire, very clearly shews the manner of attaching 
the ovar-plate by nut and screw. In the statue of Saint 
George in Henry the Seventh’s Chapel at Westminster (a 
cast of which is in the Sydenbaui Collection), this over- 
plate has the form of a little shield. The great shmildor-

Tbia kind of ouirassj called by the French 
emboitement,^* is found constantly from thia time till the 
end of the century; but the number of pieces employed in 
the articulationfl is various, aft will bo seen from the exam¬ 
ples furnished by our plates 92, 04, 104 and IDS. Other 
specimems occur in Stotbard^s ** Monuments,” plates 121 
and 124; in Hollia^s Effigiea,” parts 3 and 6; and in 
Hefacr’s JVflcAim, plates 136, 131, 157, 82 and IIS* 
He&eris No. 83 shews ns the back-plate articulated os 
well as the breast, and in the Tower enit^ No^ i, this 
arrangement is again exemplified. In both mBtanoCfl, it 
will be remarked, the plates of tbe back-piece overlap from 
above, which is just the reverse of the overlap in the 
breastplate^ 

The long-neckcd spur seen in the effigy 
before us, and again in this example from 
tbe bmas of Bir John Cherowin (or Curwen) 
at Bmding, Isle of Wight, 1441, has already 
been noticed under No. 71. From many 
documents of this century we Icam that the knightly 
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Bpnr WEB h«ld in mncli honour- Whon naed for inYoi- 
titnrej it wits gilt. In 1416, Juvonol dos Uiainfl tallfl hBj 
“ remperBur tira une Hen hollo o&pca qn’il demanda, et 
fit chevalier maietre Guillamne Bignet, et luy fit ebausser 
see esperona dores.” {Hist CAstrks tX, p. 630: Pan- 
thi&n Uitiraire,) Again, in the directions “How kayghtis 
of the Bathe ahnlde bo made,’^ printed by Mr« Way in 
the Archaeological Joumnl, &om a MS. of this period, 
we read:—“Then the Bervanntb and chambirleynee that 
bene oBynid to awuto upon them (the BqnyeiiB) eohalle 
take their awerdia and a payre of gQto opom Imngynge 
upon the hUtis of Ihe some Bwordo, and the eeyde eer- 
TOuntlfi and chsTOhirleynoa schallo bene the seyde sworde 
with the sporie before them/* (VoU t. p. 2fil.) By 
the statute of S Hen, V., eap» 3, it was forbidden to 
gild any sheaths, or any metal bat silYer and the oma- 
menta for ehnrehos, or to any metal bat knights^ 

spuL'^ and all the apparel pertoioing to a boron and above 
that estate. In tho ceremonial of a knjght'a degiodation, 
the offender bad his epura backed off his heels by the 
khig*fl maater-cook* Boa in Lingurd^s Hist, of Englondj 
tho account of tho proceedings against Sir Ealph Grey in 
14§4 (toI. ¥. p, 180), And eompore Arohe^oL JcniTLp

Bbasfi of John Daimdelycm, Gentilmaiij” Miugate, 
Kont: aboiat 1445. In this effigy we have the left elbow- 
piece of an immoderate size, a already noticed 

iindor Ifo. 77. Thu Bhoidder-plntoe and tuilles are famitiBr 
to UB. The gaundetB are curious from their piked cii^ a 
form not unfrequently fomui in monaments from this period 
to the end of ^ oentuiy. See onr UJiistrations, Nob. 77, 
84, S5 and 87, and Hofberis plates 131, 157, 83 and 115. 
From BeTortd evidences of this date^ we obtain the form 
and material of the knightly Mantle. The efligiea given by 
Stothard, of the Earl of ShreTwbuiy and the Duke of 
Suffolk (plates 127 and 138), exhibit very exactly the 
Mantle of the Order of the Garter as it was fashioned at 
thja time. In the document printed in the fifth volume of 
the Archieologioal Jonittel, from Cotton MS., Tibemia, 
E, viii., “ Le ordre pur feire ]« Chivaleia do la Bathe^ 
aulonqne lo oustome dengleterre,’’ we read J—** nn auter 
(chiyaler) luy veatiera ove un kyrtclle de range tartaryn { 
un auter luy donem lo ManteUo, del auyte del kyrtelle, do 
rouge tartaryn tayebes (attache) ove un looo de soy blanc, 
ovo un par de blano gante pendantz a boute de la lace,** 
&0. (p. 269.) In Hefooris TracJiien, plate 25, we have the 
fignre of the Elector, Albrecht von Brandenburg, about 
1472' in which the electoral mantle, worn over the 
armour, is very distinctly shewn. It is eatiiely open at

The elbow-pieoes, m order better to protect the bend of 
the fl ufrt , are made to overlap at that part ; an improve* 
ment of which other e3tamples may be seen in our plfltea 
83 and 85. The jddrt of nnio hoops is euriaus firom the 
abscnco of the tuiUea usually found at thU time. A tnimlai 
instanoe is that of the brass of Bir John Harpodon in 
Wefftminater Abbey^ 1457. It seems hkely that on armotir 
of this plan was intended for a cjonteat on foot. The suit 
of Henry YTTT. in the Tower Collectioi, No. which has 
tflssets only, as in the example befono us, is traditionally 
called “ tho foot armour of King Henry Vlll.” Purther 
oQiTobonitioa is obtained fern the well-known harness in 
the Atubrafl Collection (otir No* 109), where the deep skirt 
of plate is so contrived that, when complete, it for a 

foot combat, but when employed on horseback, a portion of 
the skirt has to he removed, ia order to afford the kmght 
a proper seat in his saddle* A singular use is sometimes 
made of the steel tassets. In the lowest hix^p an aperture 
is formed, through which are thrust the sword and its 
sheath. Plato 90 of Hefccsr's Trachicn furnishes wi example. 
The plates beneath tho knee-pioooa in the brass before us 
toko a peaked form, a fksluon of which further inetanocfi 
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occur in our Noa. 86, 92 and 93; and again in Hcfiior’a 
figures 44^ 180 and 25 j extending from the middle to the 
eloae of the ocntury. In lieu of the knighUy holm^ our 
warrior haa for pillow the viflored bassinet^ an unusual 
arrangemontf of which another example is found in the 
famas at HayeSi noticed above. The bafl^inetj it will be 
seen, has the gorget fixed; exactly in the rnumicr of the 
real helmet figured in oar plate 38. The head being with¬ 
out armour, auppliee a good example of the ** roundwi^^ 
hair of this period.

Statue In gilt of Eithard Beanclmmpj Earl of 

Warwick, from ids tomb in St, MaryChurclij Warwiek. 
The Earl died in 1439, but the effigy appears to have been 
rnudo about 1454, the fashion of tliat period being adopted 
for the armour. The oontract for the ruoomuent i& still 
preserved among the artshivfes. of Iho oorporaticin of Wqj> 
vrickj and haa been printed in Dugdole^a bistory of tha 
county*, and again m Gough^a “Beauchapip Chapel 
Prom this cimoua document wo learn that the statue was 
cast by one person and gilt hj nnother. In the 28th 
IIonTy VI* (1451), under the diicctipu uf the Enrra execu¬ 
tors, ** William Austen, Citizen and Founder of Loudon, 
doth covenant to cast and make an Image of u maa 
amicd, of fine Latten, garnished with certain omamenU, 
viz., with Sword and Litgger; with a Garter; with a 
Eelmo and Crest under hifl head, and at hia feet a Bear 
muflled and a GriJfon, perfectly inado of the finest Latten, 
according to pattern; the Baid Exeentors pAying for the 
Image, perfectly made and lEud," &e. total xliiV* 

** Bartholomew Lambespring, Dutchman, and goldsmyth 
of London, yxiir Mail, 27 Hen. VI., eovenantoth to ro- 
paire, whone, and pulli^ih, and to make perfect to the 
gilding, an Image of bitteu, of a man armed that is in 
making, and all the appareU that belongcth thereunto, as 
Helmc, Great, Sword, &c., and Beasts; the said Executors 
paying therefor xiiiA?* 

The said Bartholomew, iu. Martii, 32 Hen, VI. (1454), 
doth covenant to make clean^ to gild, to bnmisb and 
puUish the great Image of latten, w'lth the Hclme and 
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Crest, the Benr and the Griffon,** ] the said Bartholo- 
mew to finde all maimer of stnffe for the doing thereof, 
saving gold; the said Executors providing gold ^*’ the cost 
to be xcvh*. iiff. Tiiirf. Of the effigy itself, Stothoid ssys, in 
a letter to Mr. Xenich, ‘‘I never saw armour bo well made 
opt on any moniuneatal figure; every hackle, strap and 
hinge is attended to. The best idea I can give you of it is 
to say that it appears to bo a suit of biuss armour, having 
tho Load, hands and straps added in the same metal'.*' The 
drawings made at the period of this visit to the Beauchamp 
Chapel form the subjects of four plah^s in the " Monu¬ 
ments,** all deserving of a careftii study. Tho cast of the 
statue at Sydenham very exactly ropiDduoea the original har¬ 
ness. The reinforced ahoulder-guarda ore well exemplified. 
In addition, we see the commencement of those upright 
plates, or neak-guards, so fiequcntly found in suits of the six¬ 
teenth century. Thn great elhow-pieoe is very preminent in 
this side view: it overlaps at the bend of the arm. Tho back 
and breast plates are each in two porta, the lower ottnehed 
to tho upper by n strap. Tho tuilies, four in utunber, are 
fixed in front and nt the sides. The cuissaids do not en¬ 
tirely enolose tho leg (see Btothord’s plate 124), Tho 
wings of the knco-cops overlap at the bond of the log. 
Tho rowel spur has horn broken. On tho sword pommol 
is the Earl's “beast” a "musled Beare,” The Garter 
of the Order of the Garter is on bis leg. For pillow tho 
Earl has a helm with a Swan crest. At his feet arc two 
figures, a “ musled Bear and a Griffon.”

defctioBj the Salade^ to which belongs a chin-pleoe 
iont^A) or buff| the latter not found in the Illustration^ 
because it was ufiual to omit this piece in monumental 
flgureB, for the same reason that the visor was omitted 
from the bassinet; namely^ to permit the features of the 
person comiaemorated to be seeu^. The sakde with men- 
toniore, which oomoa into use at this time^ and contmues 
in favour to the ond of the century^ seems to have mat a 
irequiroment which was not fuMUod by the visos^ bassinet^ 
that of permitting a free anpply of air. The chin-pieoe was 
dxed : tiie upper part followed the movements of the head^ 
BO that the champion could preserve hla fees unoovered till 
the moment of the shock^^ when, by a slight change of 
posture, the upper portion closed upon the lower and the 
face of the combatant was wheUy concealed. There wore 
several varieties of the SaUde or Ballet. The Bimplcst 
was little more than a skull-cap^ with a prolongation over 
the ncjck. This was the common headpiece of the archers, 
bilbnen, &e. Sec plate 95. The next kind was brought 
tower over the &co, and had a cleft for aight^ Plate lOl. 
A third variety had the visor tnoveablfl^ as in pktes 97, 
98 and 105« A fourth sort hod the addition of a men- 
toniere. This piece ia seen in plate 86, but of somewhat 
reduced dimensions, in order not to conceal the features of

and ,V) The fifth hind is tho so-calledTonetian Salade, con¬ 
trived on the model of the Ancient-Greek behnot, in which 
the sides are advanced over the cheeks, and oval apertures 
are made for sight. Sec the Toumoy-book of Rene d’Anjou, 
and real examples in the Tower. The solade is sometimes 
surmounted by a crest, as in Hefner’s plate 44, a.d. 1449, 
and the Great Seals of Richard III. and Henry VH. It 
has sometimes a wreath, oa in Hefner’s plate 169 ■ often a 
plume, ns in Hoy. MS., 15, E, vi., fol.222, DibdmV^iMo- 
/Aeea Speweriana, iv. 430 and 485, from woodcuts of this 
century, and in Hefber’s plates 89, 1 , IGI and 109. Prom

In the armour of tho figure, the feahiou of the gimt 
ell>Dv-pie<>e« is carried to the utmost excess: that oti the 
left aido in particular has nearly the proportiens of the 
hnightlj shield of olden time. Compare plates 55 and T2 
of our first Yolume. It is oontriTed, by a ffucce^sJon of 
chatinelflj to turn off the point of a lance. On both aidee 
the elbow-defences are mode to oYerlap at the bend of the 
ann. The left shoulder-piece has similar channels to the 
cQudih-e. The reiioforoing piece on the right side 19 smaller 
than that on the left, permitting us to see tho articniatione 
of the shonlder-armour beneath. The standard of mail” 
hiie been already noUoed (with 3fo. 66), The gauntlets 
exhibit the peaked enflfe previously seen in 77, 81 and 
84. The tuilles are of large size and channelled: beneath 
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them ifl worn a okirt of nmU^ as m Nofl. S3 and 84. Tho 
knee-pieces are formed to overlap. Tho soIlBrcts are 
wrought exactly as tho haud-defencea. The awcrd is sna« 
pended in front, a foahion of which examples dcotit in onr 
Kosu 86 and 93, and again in Cotman’s plates 30, 32, 34 
and 44, ranging from thiB date to the end of the century. 
Though the sword worn in fr^nt- la often aeen during the 
period named, this is by no means a universal mode: caprice 
seems to have been the only arhitei in the mattor. How¬ 
ever unpioturesque European armour may now appear, it 
seems to have been ooroted by some of the prinoea of Ama. 
One of the chotgea sgaiust Jacques Cceur (in 1463) was

The 
bmsa at Sheroboum, Norfolk, figured hy Cotnmn, plate 
24f furnishes a similar example; hut these two memorials 
arc in &ot so closely rimilar throughout in the armoufj, that 
it seems impossible to beheye that one was not oopied from 
the other. The statue of Conrad voa Bchaumhcig, how* 
ever (Hefiieris plate 167 )| shews us very clearly the double 
Dock-guard, the figure being armed throughout in defences 
very much resembling those of the effigy before us. The 
clbow-pieoes ovorlap at the bend of the arm.

Fiauu of a fcniglit from the of Chwlea the 

Boldj which was captiwed by the Swim in thcb memorable 
sack of the duke’a camp m 1473, and Ib now proacrvod in 
the Cathedral of Bcme. The tapestry ia kept with great 
care in the iamety, and en high feativak is produced 
and hung in the choir. Its date appears to be about 
1470*76: the whole enit compriaea six pieces; they are 
eograved (under the name of The Tape§try of Bcme^') in 
Jubiual's Tapisa&^ Mitorihs. To this flue work, of the 
highest interest to the atudent of medieval military cos¬ 
tume, we are mdebtod for the subject bofere us. In addi^ 
tion to the numeroua kahious of aui'coat that have already 
come under our notice, we have here a ftirthcr variety* 
It ifl characterised by the ^ort, plaited fifcirt, ac much in 
favour throughout the sbetcenth century; but more eepe^ 
cially by the sleeve, which is so oontriTod that, by means 
of an aperture in the middle, the wearer can either have 
his fore-arm free, or encase the whole arm in the cloth. 
This kabion of the knightly aurcoat was borrowed frtnm 
the eivil garment of similar form; for, in all agea, it is 
found that the modes of civil costame were readily accepted 
into the mihtary dress; sometiinee, indeed, to a ludicrous 
extent, as is well known to those familiar with the panoply 
of Tudor timea. The sleeve here eecu appears to be a 
fashion origmated in Italy, whore! it occum as early as the 
first half of the fifteenth century. The picture represents 
ing the Offering of tho three Kings, by Antonio Vivarini, 
who flourifihed at this period, and who is named as late 
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SB 1461 has a etrikmg example of the oostriTancs in 
^uestioUt The picttm is in the Sojal GaUezy at Beilin^ 
an engraving &om it fonns the iSdth plate of He&er^a 
TVsehten, Plates 128) 13 and 107 of the same y nrlr con.> 
tribute other eixamplea, the last-named being from a female 
ccwtiune.

At folio 13 is a record of tba purobaae 
of the rolume in 1476: it wag then acquired by ‘‘ pbolippo 
do Clnye ohlf do loidre saint jehan de jheniBalem, oaman- 
dour du bliBon et do la iraude, achote par lui en Ian mil 
c<iccbciv.^* The treuseript appears to ha^e been mado 
about 1470-74+ Tho TOlnme contains many mmiaturea 
interesting to the student of militaiy antiquities, Kuighta 
mounted and on footj archere, Greek-firo, cannon, hand- 
gunnere, combats and jouste are among tho subjects repro- 
sontod. The figure here given fTtmishes an early examplo 
of the hand-gun, and frotn tho colouring of the mmiature 
we learn that the materiid of the arm was iron* The 
Hand-gun of thia time differed in nothing but ite size from 
the BmaU cannon of the day: it consisted of a metal tube 
fired in a straight stock of wood; the vent was at the top 
of tho barrel; there was no look of any kind.

Tlie fignro 
liefore uft exhibits a fashion ftcqnently seen at this time, 
in which the upper part ef the body^annour differa irom 
the lower. This upper portion is often of a brilliant hue^ 
and has been considejfcil to represent a covering of silk or 
velTet laid over a pectoral of fiteel. In the ejtampk now 
under notice it appears to bo of brigandme-work^ siiuilar 
to the defences ahown in plates 97, 98 Bnd 106, The 
lower part of tbo body-nrnioiir is festoDcd to tbo gorget Ity 
a strap and bnckle} a mode already seen in the Beatichamp 
figure, No. 83, and again found in plate 106, Compare 
Hewer’s platee 1S6,138 and 14. In lien of the rtnip and 
hucldn, allowiiig a certain degree of ploy between them 
parts, tbo two pieces Ore Bometimea firmly united by bolt 
ami staple, aa in tbo illustrationB given by Heftier, Nos.

also an indication of the same period. This departure from 
the rigid position to which, in monumental portraiture, we 
have so long been accustomed, appears to haTO arisen from 
the neoesaity of representing tho female effigies of the timo 
in profile, in order to show the so-called “ butterfly facade 
dress;” which, projecting at tho back of the head, could 
only he depicted in s side ¥iow. Lady Plajters, in tho 
brass of which tbiA ffgurs forms part, b&ia the head-drase in 
question “: tho lady being thus of necessity portrayed in 
profile, it became requimto to picturo the husband in a 
siniilar positioa; and the feshion onoe begun, tho armDge- 
ment soon become established, oTsn though the suooocding 
modes of head-dress did not require its oontinuanco. The 
armour in this example offers no striking noralty* Tho 
shonlder-dofcmcos, however, differ from anything we haTO 
yot seen; oimh confiisting of two plates, tho upper plates 
with recurred edges, and tho pieces being of equal dimen- 
Bjou on both sides. Bimilor pauldmns arc found in tho 
eflSgy of Bir Anthony de Gi^y, 1480 (BouielPH “ Brasses*," 
fwge TdJ; and m the figure on folio 1 of Horl. MB., 4,205, 
IB a defECkOo differing only from these in haTiug throe 
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plates instead of two. The great elbow-pieeee hare a olose 
rosemblaace to thoeo already seen in onr plate 86: they 
are mode to OTsrbp at the inner bend of the ann. 'Phe 
broaotplato ia articulated; at the throat is worn tho collar 
of maiL Tho tasacta with tufllee, and the long-neched 
spun have already been ofton noticed.

The amiB of FhfHppo de Comincs 
are fricqueiitly delineated in the borders, and there mu 
be no doubt that the book belonged to this irell'known 
ohronicler. There are nino large and rnghty-one suiiiU 
illominstions in the two Toltunee, very biilliimt exoniples 
of the art of the penod; among them several good illtia- 
trations of knightly and military exploits. At folio I7l of 
the second volume {So. 4,375) is an excellent picture of 
a pole-sxe fight in hats. The javelin-man is but rarely 
found in piotorial reprosentationa of thin timei The ono 
here given is by far the best ever observed by the writer. 
A somewhat sunilor example is fiimished by Cotton MS., 
Sero, D, ix. foL lOff. The prcdilisction of the Spaniards 
for the javelin has already been observed (p, 68). In a lottor 
reniisaoiy of 1480 its Spanish homo is still preminentiy 
noticed, being there named a “javelino on genotairoi

named Anyosa, as in the earlier ages; and, like the routiem 
of the fourteenth century, they occasionally banded together 
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in times of publio calamity to nuike war on any party fttnn 
whieii they might hope to obtain a good booty. Ihinng the 
long siege of Eoaen in 1418, which gare an opportunity fin 
successful depredation, '^legnoit but lea Marches do Pan* 
thoiae, I’lslo Adam, Oisora, et ausd sur lee Marches de 
l^otmandie^ nn capitaine de brigaiis, nomml Tabaiy, qoi 
tenoit la partie de Bomgongiie, ct eetoit do petite estatore, 
boiteux, leqnel sonToat assemblott qnoiante on oinqnaato 
paysans, turn fois plus, I’antro meins, aimes et h&hiUee de 
rieils haubergeon*, jaquee, tmiUb# hachea, demiee lanees 
oh it y avoit nxuauea an bout, et antres habillemens do 
peturre estat: a tout leeqnels s^en alloient lea uns sor 
meschane cherrunx et jumens, et les autrea a pied, em- 
buscher & bois, vers oh ae tenoient lea Anglois.

nation we have a pictnro of the author preflaatbg hia book 
to tho king. Ho voliuns abounds in military subjects, 
and is especially valuable for the early reprosontations of 
cannon which it contains. The arbalesters here portrayed 
shew ns, what a thousand other evidences confirm, that at 
this time there was no ptetenuion to clothe troopa in a 
uniform coattune. Tho foremost figure wears a ahort- 
sleoTed ooat of mail, over which Is placed a short snreoat, a 
visored salado forma the bead^efence, and the leg» are 
without armoni of any kind. Tho left-hand figure haa the 
oU camailed bassinet, the body is defended bya brigandino, 
reinfoncod with plate, The short sleoTca of mail seem to 
imply that a further arming may exist under the brigan- 
dine. The manner of expressing the chain*ma0 in this 
miniaturo, and elsewhere in tho manuscript, is worthy of 
remark. In the badge figured on the bolt-caso wUl be 
rMognised tho Burgundian device of the fire-sted. Other 
pictorial representations of the croBsbaw-man of this century 
will be found in Boy. MBS., 20, C, vii., 20, C, viii. and 18, 
E, V., and Add. MS., 10,043 \ in the piotures in the National 
Gallery, the Martyrdom of St. Sebastian and the Battle of 
Bant’Egidio (Noe.

Hc&er’a iVccAfea, pi. Ifil; Strutt’s ‘‘ Dress and HabiV’ 
ToI.iL pL 133; M. VioUet-lc-Due’s Ar^Mteiture Mdiiairg 
and our iUuatration, No. 101. JuTcnal des Unsiaa tells 
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□ndcr 1411, that in Ho nnitctd amy of tha ITiitg of Eng¬ 
land and the Dnko of Burgundy there vara four thousand 
Gtessbow-man, “ chacun gamy de donx arbalcatxos et fia nx 
gros Tolflta, dont Pun tonoit im grand pantutrt et I’antro 
tendoit I’arbalestre, tenement qua tonsjouis y on avoit nnn 
tenduo/' (p. 462.) The Pranca-archera instituted by 
Cfharloa YU, of Franoo in 1448, were armed partly with 
the long-bow and partly with the crosB-bow, In the 
onlmanoe for miauig thin uorpe, the CommiBaionen are 
direotod to seek ont ** le plus hsbitle et pnopre pour ae 
aider d’aro ou do orbeleatro.*' If approvii, “ acra reoeu 
ledit Arnhi er de aoy entretenir en point de hueque de 
brigundinea ou die jaquca, de Ballade, d^espee, de dague, 
d’aic et do trousae, ou d’orbalestre gamie^ einei qae 
Pon ordonnera.” Their pay is to be ^'quatre francs pour 
honinte par chnenn moys qu’ilz Nous Borrmmt,’' And 
they ore to bo fiieo of taxes: hence their tianifl of Frnnes- 
archera. 8oo toL liy. p, 1 »eq. of the (hSecHai de> Ordoit- 
nancegf for the whole of this instnimect. The Jq 

thia, aa in the preeeding age, had but little esteem for the 
cross-bow m the field. Among the 10,606 iwep led out 
of England by Henry V. in 1416, there were only ninety- 
eight arbelcsteia, of wbiob eighteen were horsemen *. For 
the meunted crosabow-men of thia tinie, oomporo Oomines, 
pp, 20 and 291 (ed. 1580)^ and Bymer, toL x. p. liO. 
Figures of crosabow-men are frequent in manuscripln of tfaia 
age. See also Jubiiiol’a Tapaaerte de Pl^Uie de ta Chmse 
plate 2, and De Yigne's Vdde-mecianj ToL iL platea 
80, 81 and 84, Some further notea on this subject will 
ho found under our Ho. 101. 
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Obouf of Ajr^hcTB from tli& eame nmntisctipt as the pre^ 
oediti^ illmtitttioiL Tho niini&tui^ occors oe foHo 262, 
shawiBg “ Cammeut les anglois entrerent eu la Tille ds 
bayoime.” A siiuilar divereity of armaur ia here seen to 
that of the croflabow^men. The central figure is anrioua 
from shewing the hood thrown baek, to give place to the 
hehnet dtiring aotion^ The 8ire de St.-Sjomj, who was 
present at the field of Agiafsomt, gtYes a particula]' account 
of the Dosttimo of the English archem at that fight:— 
archere eatoient, la plus grant partie, aflTiw ar- 
miixcs a leur ponrpouit; Iduh! ohauBsce avElleefl, ayaot 
hach€^ et cognccs pendants a lettrs eemtnres, on longhos 
les aulfituts tont nudfl pietU, et lea enlaoiie portoient 
hamettes' on oapdmes de coir lomlli, et lee anlounH 
d’oflief, lar lesquels awit nne croieore de f€r^” (Chap. 
62, p. 9, ed. Bnohon.) At the entry of Charles TU. into 
Booen in 1449, forty arnliere of the Oemt of Clermont hud 
“brigandinee et hamois ifo jambes, et foam ealiidefl, poor 
la plus grande portie, gnraies d’argenl^ et Ed portoietit des 
anctons rougee hub mix." 'fho « Qnmde garde du Boy, 
archcw et orrarneqniaierfl, do cent d six vingt,” had, on the 
Bame oooaaioii, “auetoM tons ehargea d’orfeverie, et letim 
espees et haraois de jombea garoiee riohement d’argent.” 
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(HatMon de Couojj Bi^L & CAarlax VIL^ p* 593*) The 
Taluo of the Eogli^ Ardiens^ eo prominently ootiBpicuoon in 
the fourteenth oeutuiy ", had not dimininhad in the pre- 
flcnt ■ their sturdy thevs and mnews Btill deared tho battle¬ 
field or the city wnll with a rapidity and a complete- 
ueas wbiob^ -wero it not for the ocKncurrcxit tcatiinony of a 
crowd of witocsaes, would seem incredible aa an Albion 
tale or a Bomanoe of the Bound Table* The bnttlo of 
Aginconrt ia a atriMng example of their power agdnst a 
body of men-at-arms^ that is, men clothed in complete ar- 
monr. Monatrdet toBs uaPiemierementj lonra aidders 
(EngliahX dont il j en aroit hien treiae mUlej conunenoe- 
reut a tirer k la volee oontra iceux Francxiie d^aufisi loing 
qn^ilg pOYoient tirer de toute leur puiaaonoe. . . ^ Lbuh 
chevanx (French) eatoient tellement uaTrez du traict dea 
archiera Angloia qn^ila ne lea povoient tenir ne goUYomer: 
et ainsi par loeux fht Isdictc adYuntgarde deeordonn^ 
ct commencerent k cheoh honuncB d^armefl sane nombrej ct 
les deasusdita do ohoval pour [mnur de mert, ae meiient i 
fnjT arriecre de knre ennemia : a Pexetnple deaquols se 
departirent et meirent en fuyte grand partie dea do^snadita 
Franfoia. Et tantoat apres, Yoyana les deeauadita Angloia 
ccote diviaioa en Payantgarde, tone ensemble entrorent an 
eux ot jettorent juB lenra area et sejettes^ et prindnmt letira

des Aicbiera du monde.*’ (Page 11, cd. 1680,) Tba Eng¬ 
lish archeia at Agincourt and elaewbere, in order to com¬ 
bine a defeneiTe vith an offensiTe equipment, carried stakes 
six feet in lengUi, to plant before them, Thnw, flain^ 
EoniyCbaonn archer angloia avoit un penehon, nigaisc 
a doux bouts, fa’ile joettoieut devnnt eux, et dont ils ae 
fottifioient.” (Page 7.) The aooDimt giyen in the docu¬ 
ment printed by Bir H. Ifioolaa (Battle of Aginctnirt, page 
160) baaTberefore the king gare orders thwingli the 
whole army that each archer ehonld provide and equip 
bitnself with a square or round pole or staff, six feet in 
length, and of a sufficient thidenosa, and aharp at each 
end; directing that whenever the Erifnoh army should 
approach to battle, and begin breaking through their ranka 
with troope of hoiec, each one should fix hia polo before 
him in 6ont, and thoee who were behind, other poles inter¬ 
mediately; one end being fixed in the ground towaids 
them and the other sloping towards the enemy, higher 
than a man’s waist from the ground; so that when the 
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hcMTBemcB Bhonld Dome to the dmrge, they would either 
retreat a^ghted at the aight of the stakes^ or, regurdlesa 
of their own aafety, both hoiaea and horf^men bo in danger 
of being thrown on the atakea,*^ In 14^3, at Montrheiy^ 
wntea Fhilippe do Comines^ ** Nous trouvaginc* tons leu 
arctuera deahonaes?^ chaacun ttti pal plontc derant eux^ efe y 
aToit pliioieure pipea de via doSbaeees pour lea faiie hoire.” 
(Page 10.) Wo have already aeeti that a portion of the 
Franea-archen established by Charles VIL were armed 
with the long-boWi The body-guard mstitnted by Louis 
XI, in 1474 oonaisted of a hundred lancra (men^t-arma) 
and two hundred archers. (Daniel^ Afi7- iL 100*) 
But in 1476^ the Mug sppaiatod these troopa and gavo to 
the archers an esWblishinent of their own—‘Ma petite 
Garde de eon corpe.” (Daniel,ii. 102.) The ^'Yeomen 
of the Guard” in England, inatituted by Homy VIL 
at his coronation in 1486, consisted of fifty Archera 
undiir the oomiuand of a Captain^. In the fortifiod towrua 
of the oontinetit there were “ Companies” of archers, whcee 
functiona, as ofascrred by their historian % worn thiuofold: 
the defence of the oily to which they belonged, the Borrice 
of the kitig beyond their walls, should oDcasion require it, 
and the TDointeiiance of their skill by Sequent exerdae and 
public displays of their prowess, in the gomes and shootiDg^ 
matches which were always eo attractiTo to their neighbours 
and fellov-mtiiena. In tboir decadence, remarks their 
“ hifltoriographer,” it is m discharge of the tast-nnmod 
fbnction that they oro chiefly found to appear, (p, 01.) 
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Tlie Cm/r^a d’Are/ure de la ville de Paris obtaiDed a 
cliarter and privileges frcmi CWlra VI* in 1411: ttoy 
voM to bo oIumou from tbo beat orehere of the oi^, and 
their speoiol duties weiti to be the defence of the kia^e 
poreon and that of the eity of Paris, (p. 67.) Tlio brother* 
hood of the Archers of liovera in 1488 obtain a oharter of 
confirmation and oxtcnaioD of privilegeSi among the clsuaea 
of which wo find them aathoriscd to assemble “line foiz 
parcteim an, et tirer au papegay, etd’ioeUuy qni Fabattm, 
en feire knr maistre et principal atcber, et Tappeler Aoy ; 
auqnel, touchant le fiut de tinsr do Parc, ils obciront pour 
la dite aimee. Et voulons qne dit maietre roi archer, 
qui abattm, et soa auocesseura qni ahsttront, le dit papogay, 
eoient duraat leni dite annoe, doros en avant ot perpetn- 
oUement tenus frimcs et gnittea de toutea taillcs, aides, 
^bopes,” &o. (p. 69.) In war loviea the juxtaporition of 
%htiiiR men with the learned mcmbets of the sairico is 
eometiines very odd: in the list of the retinue of Henry V. 
in 1416 wo find immod “Master John do Bordin, Clerk, 
Doctor in luiws, with one dork and two Arobors.*' Again: 
“ Mr. Kicholaa Colnat, Phisitian, 'vrith throe Archera '* 
(Wieolns, pp. 97 and 100.) The price of bows in England 
is regulated by Shitute of 23 Edw. IV., 1482; whore it Is 
etoted fcap. it.) that the deamese of liows has driven fho 
people to leave shooting and pnmtiw unlawful gomes, though 
“the King’s Buhjoota ore perfectly disposed to shoot;” 
ordered therefore that “no bowjtr nor other aJiall sell or 
put to sale any Long Bow or Bows of Tew above the price 
of three shillings, four petioe a bow.» Yew bows inu/fl* 
that value are to be eold as the purchaser and vendor mny 
agree. (Statutes, ed. of EisMid Comm., vol. iL p. 472 
And compare Statute of 3 Mon. ni., 1487, p. 621 )

“Necnon ad maorcmium vo- 
catmn SotMiaveij pro arcnbug prtediotia ot ad omnia alia 
pro eadom miatcxa neceBsoria et oportima, in oiD^nlifl locis, 
feodi) Ecclcsim eineptOp do tempore in tompiuSp pro denarii 
nostria in hac parte rationabilltor ^Ivcndis, necnon Caria- 
gicun pro maereinlo et omnibuE oUls Buprodititia, amuliter 
csapienJum ot providenduiiip” ic. (Kyiner, ix. 22L) By 
Btatate of 1472j bows haring hecome ecarce and dear, all 
^^Merohunt Btmngere” and others sending to England ‘*any 
merohandiso in carrack, galley or ship^ of tho city or 
country of Venice, or of any other dtyj town or oountiyj 
from whence any atioh BoWi^tnves baro been before this 
time brought,” nre to ^md four bowitaves for erery ton of 
merchandise imported; two pereons being appointed at 
each port, to examine the etaTca so sent, and to mark the 
staTea that be not good and Huffident.” (” Staf. of the 
Ecalm,” 12 Edw. IV^ 432.) The armwmakori had 
protection in reapect of the wood they employed in their 
myfltery. The pattenmaken^ it seenus^ used the aamc ma¬ 
terial j the king, therefore, stepB in between the patten-' 
era and the fletohei^, and by Statute enaote ^^That the 
patonmukcre in the Bcolm of England trein henoefor^ 
Ehatl make no patens nor clogs of timbet called Aapo, upon 
pain to pay to tho King a hundred shOllogs at every time 
thi.^ said putenmakere moke any patens or clogs of the said 
timber.” (Statutes, voL ii, p. 196*) In the 4 Edw* IV,, 
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the pnttenefB hAVTni^ complained of the hardship Ihns en* 
tailed upon thern, they obtain license to employ such aape 
aa is not fit for anows ” (VoL ii, p. 410.) Even so 
^olJ a matter as the gooBC'feather for fledging the airow' 
18 made the snbjeot of royal enactments. In 1417 the king 
^nds bis briefs to the vonoiia flhertfik of ecnintieSj tequir* 
ing a speedy supply of this material,

Bett. of Agmcourt, p. 100.) It may at Bist seem pom- 
doxicel to derive the modem Enfield riile from the doth- 
yard ahaft of the old hhigliah bowman.

At the sides alone are two aperture in the defenoo^ 
about the length and hroodth of n man's foo^ to permit the 
tidoT to make nse of his spurs. To tho peytral and flon- 
ohazds are appended bolls fscen in onr sketch), and they 
are farther decorated with heraldio devices. The armour^ 
mester himself weara a mentoniere of EiDgiilar oonstmetioa, 
which flocma to form one piece with the breastplate. The 
whole picture is engraved as the frontispieoe to Ton Leber'a 
IFisnr kwtaiiehet Zeughattt, The Archdnke Maximilian 
fbnns the snbjoct of tho companion picture, of the HAme 
date, but the horse here has no armour on tho legs, Tliis 
portrait is also engraved by Herr Von Leber, in the second 
volume of the work named above. In the fifteenth ccntniy 
there was much diveroily of Horse armour. We find it of 
plato, of man with plate, of quilting, of ouir^bouilli, and in 
the tourmnoeut, eveo of straw. tJnder 1411, Juvenal des 
■Drams tells us« pource que le oomto do Soinct-Paul avoit 
dfis archers bien tiram, du peyg do Ficardie, et auaai do Paris, 
et d’ailleura y avolt orbaleatriera ot atchera, les Gasooiui 
avmrait but leurs ohevaux ooultepomtcs, pour doute dn 
tiaict.” (p. 46S.)

At the entry of Charles Vm. into Borne in 1494, a large

80^ The defence bolstemd with strair is both pietored and 
described in King Beue*^ Touniey’*boot It bos the form 
of a creseent and is dxcd on tho hoiae^s hreast i ahore it is 
worn a mantling hemldiGally decorated. *‘Ce honrt eet 
&it de poiUe longue irntre toillea fort porpoinct^ de oordeii 
dfi fouetj et dedans ledit hart y a nng sao plain de paQlOi 
en fu^n de ung croiesant *, , On eonm Ic dit honrt d^ uno 
couverture annoyee des annea du seigneur qui le pcrto,” &c. 
See plato 7 of the Tonmey-book for the flguree of the 
variouB parts. In ancth^ kind of caparisoii for the tilt, 
tho ooiirser was entirely bliudfolded, the housing for tho 
head being without any aperture for rioion.

Conmdorable diver* 
iity of borae-armoar will be foimd among the Beaucbamp 
Fageante, engraved in voL ii. of Btrutt's Morda. Bells 
appended to the oouraerie trappinga are ofron seen in this 
century. We have them here affixed to the peytreL They 
were also worn roand the nsokj ae in Hefneris 13g 
and 109; in a row from the head to the tail, a^ in onr 
illnstmtion, No, 94; or singly behind the Baddle, as in Hef-

The bill, hoveyer, with its kindred weapon, the balbaid.

BmaAiroiifE Jacket, of the eecoad hdf of the fifteenth 
oBiitmy, from tho original preserved in the museam of tho 
Grand Duke at Darmstadt ■. TMs “ Panaetjacke” is of 
red velvet lined with steel scales overlapping each other; 
these are festened with brass rivets, of whieh the gilt heads 
form an orcaincnt on the outside of the velvet The scales 
are angular at the sidea of the garment, reunded at tho 
back and breast. They are made of pure steel, whieh haa 
been tinned to preserve it jfrotn rust. The whole ooat is 
perfectly flexible. Underneath the jacket is engraved a 
scale from the back, of the natural eiie. Most of the scales 
are stamped, as this is, with the fiourHie-iis, and hence the 
garment has been considered to be of French mana/iwture. 
The holes down the front show that the jacket has been 
isatened by lacing, Beal apecimens of this kind of annour 
be found in the Tower collection. The example 
nuuked i and i closely resemble the one before ns, though 
are portions only of brigandme jackets Nos, i and 
tare of the same constrootion, but faced with silk instead 
of velvet. These rich facings of velvet and silk of coarse 
imply a wearer of distinction; flie humbler areher and bill- 
m^ would be content with the less costly cloth or canvas. 
Wo have already, in plates 92, 90 , 97 , 98, 101 and 102 
s^n examples of various kinds of »ldiery wearing defence^ 
of bngandine; and the tonrney-book of Hen^ d'Anjou has 
acquainted us that this defence was even used in the 
toumameitt“et aussi ponltun bien touinoyercn brigan-

« tuilitoiy unploment which at a later thtie come into 
goacial employmeat: of the Dragoon, or horae-eoldier 
aotltig with s Lre^Bim | and of the Heat, which, allied with 
the arquebus and muequet', was in oommcnt n&e dtiiing 
the aiiteenth oeottuy. Not that the aameB “ dragoon” 
and "rest” are to be found in the writiiiga of the period 
now under eiambiation, but the objects themsdvee are 
dearly' before us.

The &abion soon spread: in 1610, the Bwiaa acting in 
Italy h^d five hundred horsemen^ of which half earned 
firfi-arms- fSee Guicciardini, lik ix,) It was not, how-p 
ever, till the second half of the sixteenth centmy that 
hand fire-arms made any scricna progress aa an armament 
for the field of battle. In the caparison of the hciae, as it 
is here represented to us, it is not easy to diacoTer if any 
defence of metal is home by the animal. And this is a diffl- 
colty which, it seems, is not confined to the modem student, 
but was sometimes felt by those who Bhared in the leencs 
which wfi are considering. Thus, when Lord Beales had 
overthrown his antagonist in the joasts at Smithfleld in 
146T, it was affirmed tiiat hit tiuMieai was owin^ to eamo 
‘^tklBoaeas in the fhrnitnie of hie hoiee.” The gallant 
WydoriUe therefore hastened to shew that his steed not 
onlf bad no prorisioD of “ adrantage or malingjue,” but 
that it was not even demanded b^ ebanfrein or peTtrd of 
steel. **Tben the Lords Soales rode streig^t and light 
before the Kjoig, and made take of his trapper, shewpig 
that his hors had no obam&on nor poser of Steele.’’ fJEt- 
(«rpia fiitirtmiBa, p. 204.)

This C^npi ’which has already illuatrated siany points 
in tha thahlon of armaiu daring the aacond half of the 
fifteenth Gentniy, and in whlob 'we have the tfpe of the 
dcfensiTe equipment of a inaii'at'aiiui at that period, ia 
tahen firom cue of tha waJJ-paiutiiigs dlaooTcred a few jeam 
ago on the restcistion of the chapel of Eton College. The 
vifloncd snlado, the articulated cniraae, the hoop>like taaeets 
with their appended tallies, the great Bhoalder>pieoe6 of 
plate, the gauntlets with broad stripe aciosa the llngera, 
&e Bollerets with their pointed toes, will at once be lecog- 
niaed aa the oidinary oomponeDt parts of the knightly 
harness at this time. The skirt of mad ocoompanying 
the tuiilea ia not so frequently found as the plate alone. 
InstanoBB in which bo th oooor may be seen in onr STo. 91, 
i.». 1476; again in the hrassos figured by Cotman, vol. i. 
plates 37 and 46, of the years 1490 and 1499; and in the 
sculptured effigy of Sir Gilee Daubency, IfiOTj in West- 
minater Abbey.

In the first half of the sixteenth centuryi three powerful 
and ohiTalric monarchs gave to the period n strong nulitoiy 
impresfl. The Teutcnio prtnoe^ following a modiuvul hedt, 
delighted in jox^ta and toumanieiLtSi and emplojed the 
best artistfl of his nation to reproduce their stirring aoenes 
and rnddents in a series of costly rolumoa. The French 
Idng^ mfiuenoed hy a olassio torn of nund, delighted in 
fostering the higher art of the Italian school, and, when 
reconstmcting his armies, took for his model the Legions 
of Ancient Borne, Henry, oombining something of both 
feelings, rivalled Maxim ilian in his love for the <^iitesU 
of list and barrier, and emulated Fmnds in the display 
of military power and the patronage of foreign art 
Among the works which die Emperor caused to be pro¬ 
duced, there are four of espemal interest to- the student 
of military and knightly lore, the Triumphs of the 
Emperor Maximilian,^* the the IFdAf 

and the poom of TwrdanndA^ In the nuinerans wood- 
onta illastiatmg these, every scene of the soldier^a life 
is ptwentod to ns, and with a rough vividneas which 
gives to every page and to every picture the impress of the 
most eempnlons truth The subject before ua represents 
the meeting of the Emperor mid Homy the Eighth. 
Uaximilian wcaiu the impedal crown, the English king 
hag tm open mown of trefoUg, The gronp forms part of 
the 22nd print of the or Triumphal Arch of 

the Emperor MaximDian,’^ a work for which the designs 
are said to have been furnished by Albert Durer. The 
Emperor dying in 1519, had not the satisfiictlon of seeing 
its ocmpletiom The pnblicatioii did not take place tfil 
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1659. In the print finm wiiioh tbesd two fignrefl sati 
copied, the monarchs are aocompatilod bj their 1cn]|;ht8 
and guarda. The Emperor vcara orer hia armour a rich 
Borooat with alaabed aleerea and plaited skirt. The King 
hEts hifl breastplate imoovered, but beneath wears the 
pUuted skirt called, in the language of the day, iaaa. 
The breastplate has the globose form ohamcteristio of 
this time. To the shouldor-pioces are ftxod the upright 
Deck-guards already aeon in our plates S3, 86 and 91. 
The sollereta have the broad toss so striking in all the 
monumenta of this period, and which required that the 
etuTupe should be of a proportionate extent of npan 
Many of thesG stimipfi ore in the Tower iwH eetion^ and 
nothing can be imagined more unshapely. In the hel¬ 
mets worn hy both princes we recegniss a new type_ 

the clcfw helmet It coneists of three prin cipal porta; 
the aknil-pieoe, which closely follows the shape of the 
head, the visor, and the hoaTer, Sefore^ howoTer, the 
dose helmet was attained, there was a transitioiud IHuH , 
forming a link between it and the older salade. Tliiff oon- 
sisted of a sknll-piece witharticnlatioas at the neck behind, 
and a visor; which latter did not, howeTer, ondoae the 
cliin. This Tisor, whioh moved upon pivots at the sides, 
wns either single or in two pads. Bee, for examples, 
He&eris TracAto*, pi. 40, and red hfilmots in the Tower. 
This transiticnial shape belongs to the earlieat yean of the 
oentniy.

It ia 
to tbk kind of rivet that tbe term, “Abnayiifl rivet, 
BO often found in kventoriea and other documents of 
this time, i* generally considered to refer. The Ko. 5 in 
the Tower aflforik a real e3:ainplo of this desmption of 
armour. The ineoniplete defenoo of mail beneath the 
taaaets would be compensated by the atroag stool front of 
the saddle^ The soUereta have the naual broad toca of 
tbe period. Tbo pauldrona have the neck-guards already 
noticed, whkili^ from actual suite of thia date, we find 
were not made m a contmuons pioca with the ahonlder- 
plate, but affixed to it by bcmwb or rivota. In fed 
armouTE it la not unusual to find one shoulder only pro¬ 
vided -with the upright guard; but, on esaminkg aoch 
suits, it will be seen, by tbo holedj drilled k the atcel, that 
a aeooiid has origkally existed. The arm-defeuoe U of 
mall, reinforocd with plate on the outaidoi because, aa

helmet is of the kiad steady deeeribed^ in whieh the 
face-defence is fortncd in a single piece. The elahomte 
dccoTation of plumes is chaiuctexistio of this tima. Similar 
examples are supplied by the figures in the THtmiph|” 
and again in the bas-reliefk of the Hotel do Bourgtho- 
Miilde at Souen, reproduced in the Eenateonce Court at 
Sydenham. The knightly sword etiU maintains its old 
form, the blade double-edged, the pommel roundj the 
guard a plain cross-picoe. At the feet of the Emperor 
aro examples of the variaus headpieces of the time; the 
salade^ the cloee war-holmet, the helm for id ting with the 
lance, and the barred helm for toameyiug with rebated 
sword and mace. In the war-heLmet wiU be remarked a 
cluster of holes, to {acilitate hearing. The tilting helm has 
the aperture on the left side gnardod by a prelongatioti of 
the cheek-plate, for it was on the left side that the knights 
passed each other in their career, Eoai aimour shows na 
that the pardoulnr thus recorded was neither a fancy of 
the artist nor a slip of his pencil.

Stttt of Attnour in the Amhma Colloction of the early 
part of the eUtoentfa century. It -waa fortnctly eshibit^ 
aa the hameas of Albert^ Elector of Brandeubiirg, who died 
in I486, and tmdor this name appear^ {piato 19) in tho 
fyqfai und fZwr/un^en of Schrcnck von Wotzing. Hefhor, 
who has also engraved the dguro, assigns it to its piopor 
period, and has these very sensible remarks on the subject 
of its misappropriation! “Wo would observe generally 
that the suits preservod in coUoctions of ancient annour, 
and which are referred to the fourteenth and fifteenth 
oenturieo, belong usually to the siitccuth century j for 
but little exists of the fifteenth ago, and almost nothing of 
tbo fourtoenth. These mistakea, which originated at a 
tjinfi when specimens wero not cxsmmed very minutely, 
have even found their way into works treating specially 
on tbo subject, and have thus been continued to our day.” 
{Pt. iiL ph 41.) Our niuBtration is copied ftom Hefoeris 
print, TTio suit is principally curious &om the Tcmat Tisor 
of the helmet and the skirte of steal wrought in folds 
imitating the eloth 6<uet of the civil dress. Mask helmets 
were not nnoommon at this time: their employment was

no doiiljt oonfined to the fenciftil pogeante of the day. The 
maaka are found In the form of human ihces^ of animaUi 
and of grotesques. Of the first kind, several examples are 
in the Ambraa coUectioii t in one caso, the crown of the 
casque ia made to repreaent a curly head of hair. (See 
Sohrenck, platea 23^ 20, 40 and 107.) In the Madrid 
Armory ia another helmet, of which the viflor and crown 
have form of a humas and hair. It is engmyed 
in the Armerta JZtfuf ds Madrid. In the Mmh de VAr- 
at Paris nro two hehneta with fece visors; one of 
which ia figured hy M, AUou in the elaventh volume of 
the -Sfpm. dtt la Soriete de^ Antiqmire$ de France^ and the 
other deoeribed under Ko. 311 of the Paris catalogue. 
Plate 30 of Carrera Faruipite gives ns the armour of the 
“ Chevalier aux laonfl,” preserved at Chantilly j of which 
“le timhro dn heaume, la mentomutiTB, les ventail ot 
nazal, eat forme dn mufio d’un monatrueux hon, dent les 
crine flotten^ on place de croto ot tembent snr le der- 
riero\" For the pieces at the sides of the helmet com¬ 
pare our plate 8S* Tho plaited ateel akirt is of very 
rare appeamuce: it occurs in the rich ault of Henry Vtll. 
in the Tower (our plate 124). In the figure before m will 
he remarked a proviaioD for affixing a continuous piece in 
fiout of tho skirt: the odditioii of thie piece would adapt the 
harness for a foot conflict, as tho absence of it permits the 
wearer to act on horseback. The arfuouror hoa not been 
content to imitate the cloth skirts of the civil ccstunic, he 
has reproduced in steel tho silken pufiings and sloahiDgs of

The flguroB engraved upon it are those 
of Saint Sarbara and Baint Catherine. The hack-plate is 
also engraved J the subject therCj a lady and geatleman 
joming bauds, is given by Ecflscx (pL 48) as a strikiz^ 
illiiBtration of the civil costume of the time.

MoNTFMEiriAx braaws in We«tminj9ter Abbey and 
Saint Helen’s ChTirch, London^ of Sir Huizipliry StanlGy} 
1606, and John Lementhorp, Esquire, 1610. In the first 
of the943, the ahoulderKlefence for Che eword-ann ia of a 
lighter constnictiozi than that on the opposite side, an 
arrangement of whieh examples have beon seen in the pre¬ 
ceding centTuy. In the Inter figure, they are of equal 
fliije, a fashion generally found as the centniy adTanoas. 
Occasionally the peuldron with npnght neck-guard appeate 
oa the left side otdy, while the right has a guaset of plate; 
as in the figaro gi ven on plate 114 of Hefner’s “ Costamea.” 
The morion-shaped elbow-pieces of the Stanley effigy bear 
much resemblance to those of the armour in our plate 93^ 
The ridged globose breastplate hero seen, ie frequent in 
the early yeara of tho century \ the scnlpture of Sir Giles 
Haubcay in ‘Weatminster Abbey and the statuette of Saint 
Geotgo on the tomb of Henry VII* offer good examples* 
The chain skirt with tuilles overlying, is often worn at this 
date* Among many mBianocs that might be given, we 
may name the atatuetto noticed above, the toumoyeurs A 
pied" of Maximilian^fl “Triumph” (plate 42), the besutifol 
figure of Saint George in painted glass in Cologne Cathe¬ 
dral, copied in the Kerrioh CoUoctions, Add. MS* 6,728, 
and several of the braases engraved by Cctnum. The mail 
skirt of No, 110 is divided in front, for eonvenieuco of 
riding: the shorter one of No. Ill has no such division. 
In both figures, the large, pointed plates above and Wow 
tho knees have given way to pieces of much smaller di- 
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menaioiL The old fflahien^ hcnreTeTj seen ui plates 92, 93 
and 96, ifl atill often fbnnd at the begituiiii^ of tha isentuiy.

The “ 
monumental statue of Sir John Peche, at LuUingetono, 
Kent, fumiahes a good example. The crest of the Stanleys 
is a very singnlar deviee, an infant in the claws of an 
eagle. A tradition of the tainily reeorda that an ancostoT 
of their house, having in infancy been oarried off by an 
eagle, and afterwards safely reoevered, the event was con¬ 
sidered of good augury and its ramembianco perpetuated 
in the family oreat. Of whatever weight or antiquity the 
tradition may be, it ia certain that the crest of the « Eagle 
and Cliild” is seen on the holm of a knight of the Btanley 
family, habited in armour of the fourteenth oontmy, in the 
church of Elfmd, StaffonlsbiTC. The devioe ia engiived in 
Newton’s ** Heraldry” The brass of Lementhnrp well kl- 
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emplifies on cutanglament of compoaitiaiL into whioh the 
l&ttenors of thifl and the preceding century had fallan^ in 
Uioir endeayouTB to eatiefy all npou their art. 'Fhe 

reoumbent of warriora bad uatially for pillow the 

knightly helmj while, omuehed at the fact, was the etn- 
blem of strength, the Lion, or of fidelity! Honad* The 
IftttcneTB guTe to their knighta an erect positLon, by placing 
beneath their feet a mound covered with herbage and 
Bpruikled with flowetn. Stanley thna appears, a gmcehil 
portraiture and in perfect keeping thronghoui But who 
ahaU explain the prooeaa by which Lementborp! standing 
upon his mound, retomii his hdm pillow, bedecked with ita 
OTcat and umntling t And, if we are thus perplexed in 
dealing with the helm, to what atraita are we rednoed in 
dijpofling of the emblem of fidelity! the Hound I

Titb first of these salqocts biss teen ehoeeii, to aliew the 
iTianTift r of a oharge of Lances or mcn^at'anns. It is tnkpTi 
from the T^us Kuni^ or Life of the Emperor MaximiiisD, 
the designs for trhioh were hy Hans Burgmair. The men- 
ot-flnnfl themselircs differ in nothing from the hand of 
medieval knights, ezoept in tho email chaDge in the f/uhion 
of their aoetome, Th^ are still armed from head to foot, 
thoir Tveapon is still the Lmoe, and their *' destriers^* yet 
exhibit the armorial trapper and the etsel ehanfroin. It is 
the last oeatnry in which this ancient hand maintains the 
prominence it has so long enjoyed: in the neat age, fire- 
arms and the pike rednoe it to a state of nullity, and after 
a faint struggle ns an “oM-faHhlonod’' soldiery, the body 
of men>nt-anns, or lancers armed oap^h>pie, disappears 
altogether from the military stage. Tho cavalry troops !n 
the first half of the sixteenth oentuiy were the lance or 
man-at-arms, the demi-lance or tsfndiol, the light-horse¬ 
man, the harquebuaior, the pistoUer or the archer, 

the costjiel, and the Hungarian light-homoman. The hnet 
/our«> of the French Cmtpagnie, cTOrdomana in I6S0 
comprised six homes: four for the man-at-arms, hia page 
and varlet, and two for his arehem. In the “ retinewe of 
Bperea-' instituted by Henry TlH. as a body-goard, every 
man-at-amiB was to be aecompaniod by a page, 
and two omhera, sU on homeback^ The costume of this 
body is preserred in the monument of their Captain, Sir 
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John, Pecihej^ at Lullmgi^toii^ £ent. Over hla bam«i ba 
wcara a tabard of arma. Tka ataiua ia farther ectrimia trom 
the foocdful deaiga of U» wreath oo the hdtii^ In lieu of 
the usual circlet of twiated eolouns, it ia formed of twiited 
bninehea of the peach tree; in aUuaiou to the name of the 
knight. The effigy is figured in Btothaid^a but ihe 

peach wieaLh of the helm ii not in Tiev in that eograiring. 
In the Biteiplau JtfUiimrij written about 1540 and attri- 
butod to Ouiilaume du BeUaj^ Seigneur de Langoy, wo 
hare a particmlar deBoription of the anuiiig of the Innoe^ 
the Ught-horoeMau^ the ostrudiot and the harquebuaier.

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I'arquehaz de troia picds de long a I'ai^on do la eclle, 
montox aur bona oourtaujc, chacim solan sn puisBancD.” 
(IdT. 2.) The Gfannjui Beitcir« or pmtoliecre^ oamo into 
prommeot notioe in tho seoand quarter of the cjentury. 
Their oharactcmtic arm, the nrheel-loch pistolia eon- 
Eddered by Hefher to Lave been oommcm in Germany in 
1512. (Pt. iii. pL T1-) The fieitera were called also 
“IToira baniaie,” from the colour of their armour:-—‘^ainiii 
appelez pour co qua los haruatz qu^ik portent aont noire, 
aveo imnchoe do maille et certains morionB conyerta; ils 
out doe pistolctfi d^ecviron denx palmea de long, at dod 
cepieux dont ilz ae ac^rent ayder en pluaieurs $ortee.^^ 
(Loya d^Avflap liy* 1.) Bnmtmne says: — 

" I haye heard (he lata Moauieur de Ferraro declare that 
those Beitera fear nothing so much aa the Tnrka, bo that 
2pOOO TiirHflh horse make no account of beating lOpOOO 
Reiter horse; which 1 told him seemed yery strange to 
me, the Reiters being armed to the teeth and so well pro¬ 
vided both for ojfeuce and defenoe with their piatols, while 
the Turks came into the field without body^iriuoiir, oarry- 
ing only lance, shield and ecytnetar. It is all one for that, 
said he; adding that ho knew it from his own porsenai 
experience when Barring with the army of Mb btother'in- 
law, the Emperor Maximiliaii.^’ (ToL ri* p* 212, cd» 1787 ; 
and oompare pp^ 204 and 21B seq.) The mounted areherti 
are found constantly throughout the first half of the cen¬ 
tury. Tho Ordinance for the body-guard of “ eperea and 
archers” of Homy VIII,, already noticed, toquirca that

The horse archer of this date is Heen in the 
piotnrefl at Hampton Court, of the Battle of the Spurs, the 
meeting of Maximilian and Henry VIII., and the Field of 
Cloth of Gold; and again in the bas-reliefB of the laat- 
named scene in the Hntd de Bom-gtheroulde at Bonem'. 
In 1644, Henry proceeding to the siege of Boulogne, «the 
King's majeatie was in the myda of his pikemen, then 
followed the men of armwi, also alooff off there were ftftie 
arohera on horwbaehe on the right aide, and on the left 
side as many gunners on horaebacke.” (Rymer, xv, 53, 
and Pa^’a Oarialw, Pt iff* p. 23.) The equipment of 
the Cnatial is named in the Ordinanoe for the “spores” of 
Henry Via, " Evry of the said gentlemen shall have .,, 
his ooustiell, with a javelyn or deml-launoo, well armed 
and horsed aa it apperteyneth,” The Hungarian lightr 
horeo are very exactly described by Louis d’Avila in bis

solade. Borne have feathers in their casques, others have 
no tnieh ornament; some wear eurcoats which nearly oorer 
the whole hameaa^ oUxen have a deep skirt only eyer their 
armour ; and others again no more than a fthort, slashed 
flleeve. Some baTO daggers buckled to their waiata^ others 
are without this weapon. It was tunal, in ordering the 
troops for aetiotif to place the hest-Kimod in fronL The 
standard is charged with the well known device of the 
hoose of Burgundy^ the Flint and Fire-ateel^ The third 
figure in the nearest file fumkhee a good example of the 
knightly lance of this periods The subject is taken from 
the TTrift of Btugmalr^ 
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The foot'tPQOps of tlia first half of the siNteeiitb oentuiy 
were arehore, biU-mfla, halbaidiets, paHixan-ineii, awordfl- 
nieiD, piho'ine]), aroasbow^meu nad hurqnehusiera. The 
Gormaa Zfiauitknivhie^ who were frequently employed aa 
me^muicB, usually carried thoBo bog-handlcd weapons 
which in England ware colled “ atavefl," and by the 
French WancAa, such as bills, halberds, and the like. 
The ancient Scijeant-at-anns is still fbond, accompaaied by 
his chanictemtifl nmoe. The Yeoman of the Guaid, of 
whom we haTo recorded the institutioii at a previous 
page- still continued to surround tho English monareh. 
Throughout the century there WM an obstinate struggle 
between the urraw and the buUet, and the advocates of the 
first had a dear advantage on the side of eloquence and 
ingenuity; but in the field the “shot- made a steady 
adTOnoa, and at length the Bow, that weapon which bed 
decided victones from the beginning of the world, and 
of late had constantly won them almost aingle-handed 
waa driven from the hutae-fiold and its place auppHed by 
the mnsqnet and the caliver. ^ 

In the hist half of tbo ugc, however, 
the archer mtuntained hia position. 

His appeomioa at this time, wearing 
his steel sallet, and distinguished as an 
English soldier by the Crosa of 8L 
George (which was figured both upon 
his breast and back), is seen in the 
miniature here given, from the print 
of the Departure of Ilcnry VIII, from 
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Calais^ 1644, pubiiahed by tte Bojal Society of Anti- 
quanes. Etututes for the encouragemeiit of archery iirere 
from time to time enacteii in England, as in the 3rd Henry 
TlII* *j and in the 33rd of the ^me reign. By the atatuta 
of 4 and 6 Phil, and Mar,, iLp all tcmpoml pen^one 
having ealatca of a thouaand ponnda or upwarEla, are re¬ 
quired to fiimiBh, among other mimiliona of war, thirty 
long-boWB, thirty aheavea of arrowa, and thirty “atooia 
cappec or sciillea.^* Tho English archera did good aervice 
at f^oddeIl, and it mil be rememborod that the body of 
the Scottish king was found among the akin^ pierced with 
an arrow®* in 1618 the aid agreed to bo fumUhed from 
England to the Emperor whs six thousand nrehera "* 

Eall^H Chrordolo makes frequent mention of the prowess 
of the English archers: see, among many other instances, 
those recorded at pages 624, 628, 640, 666 and 669 (ed. 
1809^ In 1614, “Prior Jhon, a great capitayne of the 
Fretxche navy^ with his Qaleys and Foystes charged with 
great baaylyakcs and other greate artkleiy, came on the 
border of Suissox and came a land in the night at a poora 
village called bright Hdmitoa, and or the watch couldo 
him eserye, he sett ^er on the towne; then the watche 
^red the bekynja and people began to gather; whiche 
prior Jhon sowned his trompett to call his men 
aborde, and by that tymo it was day* Then vi. archera 
whiche kept the wateho, folowed prior Jhon to the sea, and

We thua aee that the motley Gostnmts of the soldiery 
at this time were not always mere caprice; that whiloj for 
instance, the general colouia of the dr^^ might be the 
homldio tinto of a powerfh! leader, tho particular codtin- 
gentfl might be distmguifihed one ftem another by the 
colour or trim m ing of a sloeve. The proriaion of arrowa 
for each bowman, as noticed above, is twenty-four. In 
the cimoue munuecript belonging to Grose, and printed m 
his Andeut Armour,” p* 272, it is reooinnicnded that, of 
the “fower and. twentie arrowee, to be kept In a case of 
leather defensible against the rayne, eight should be Hghtor 
than the residue, to gall or astonye tho enemye with the 
haOehot of light arrows, before they HtmU come within the 
danger of their horquebnas shot ■*” Every archer to have 
“ a hrigundine, or a little cote of pinto, a skull or hnskyn, 
a mawle of leode of ftvo foot in kngthc, and a pike \ and 
the same hanging by his girdle with a hook, and a dogger/’ 
A good figure of n German archer of this period, from an 
altar-pictom of the Martyrdom of Saint; Sebastian, will he 
found in He&ier’B work on Costumes (PL 117, A*n. 1514). 

* NocMk ArchMitk^, nd. L BT. ■ ThvM, lb« wi^P^tn to tmeh. Lfac 
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That example ahews bUo the bracer, or guard fixed on the 
left wrist, to preveot the chafing of the bowatring. A 
dngolai Bocident haa preaerrod to ne a few examples of 
the Engliah long-bow of this tune. In 1645, the ship of 
war, the Marif Ro^e^ “ being before the lale of Wight with 
the neet of the fiojall Kavy, to encounter the French Fleet, 
with a suddain puff of wind stooped her aide, and toohe is 
water at her Portii in such abundunce, as that aho inatantly 
Kunck dowueright and many gallant men in hot*.” In 
1841, diTUig opeiations were imdcrtakea upon tho wrack, 
and among many other stores recovered, several of the 
bows belonging to the arcboiiB of her onrw were rasouod in 
a Very perfect atato Two of tbetn are deposited in the 
Tower Armory, They are made each in a single piece, in 
length 6 ft. 4^inchea>. The stnng-noteh is out in Uie wood 
itselt The prices of bows and arrows in 1669 were as 
follows A We of yewgh, 2a. gd.; bowe-atring«s a 
doi 6d.; liverie arrows, the aheyf, 22d^” As late as 
the Civil War* an attempt was made to raise a body of 
Arahera. In 1643 the Earl of ^ex issues a Commission, 
desiring “all weU-offectod persona in and about the City of 
London to bring in Bows and Arrows, if thsy have any, 
or what Sum of Money they please,'* not doubting but 
Buooess “wm still attend the um of that Honourable and 
Ancient Weapon, heretofore found of good use in this 
Kingdom." (Eushworth’s CoUeotions, pL m. voL iL 
pr S70.) 

The BiU-mao, armed with his bill, sword, shield, saUet 
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aod ballecret’^ la seen m our lUufitratioii^ No. 114. We 
liave fllreadj found inoludad m the Norwich leriefl of 
1642 and 1543 quoted above i—“able men^ wall hamaased, 
with good biUOf awordo and dagar/' By the Statute of 
4 & 6 Phil, aad Maty, eatates of £1000 or upwards are 
rated to supplji among other ftimitiiJe of war^ “twenty 
black baia or haibcrte/* and oo on with tba lass wealthy 
Glasses. The Tillages, as well os the towns, werr rated to 
a supply of men and anna of this hind: thus, in 1669^ tba 
parish of Yoxhall in dtaffordahiro is called upion to fumiBh 
“ PikoTnen 3^ Eilmen 6, Harquehar 0^” A Surrey of 
stores m the Tower in 1669^ noting as well those in hand 
as othera to be bought for the next year’s requirementaf 
reporla the number of Blaoh billg to bo bonght at 16iL the 
piece” at 7,900, In the Brief Diaeourse of Warre,” written 
by Sir Eogcr WilliainB and publiahed in 1690^ we hare flome 
eurious particuiims of the old English bilL After epeakirtg 
of mnsquetieisi, he says;—Theta ought to bee, amongst 
1900 pikes, 200 short weapons, as HorbeHa or BQls; bat 
tho bills must be of good stuffb, not like our eoaimon 
browne biUa, which are for the most part all yrou, with a 
little Steele, or none at all; hut they ought to be made of 
good yron and steele with strong pikes at the least of 
12 inches long, armed with yron to the midds of the staSe, 
like the hetherts , « ^ Both BlUb and Holl>GrdB ought to 
hare coroleta with light Millaiii murrians, the fore parta 
ought to bo of the proole of the caliror.” The length of 
the bill, aocordiug to Silver in his “ Faiadoxes of Defence,” 
1599, should not exoaed six feet. ” The battlo-axe, halberd 
and hlack-bill ought to he five or six fbet long, and may 
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not well bo WAod. mnob longofi becanfle of tbeLr wGipht; 
and boing joynod olose together} may thmst^ and strike 
fiound blower, both etrong and quiokfl,*^ There was a 
yariety of the weapon which had a dlagotial spike at the 
back: examploa of it are engraved by Gnrae, “Anoiout 
Artnour,*^ pkte 28, flg&* 6 and 8- The bill at thia time 
fortned eIbo part of a chip’s armainent^ The Quoen^a ahipi 
the 000 men, is artood with 200 barquebnsaS} 

60 bows, 280 pikes, and 170 bills^ Gre^ telle us (hat 
with the Sheriff’fl bill-mon it was no imuaoa] tiling to 
** chalk the edges of the bills, to give them (he appearance 
of having been newly gronnd V” Beal examples of the old 
English brown bill aro very rare, far more eo than its 
tiadred weapon, the halberd; and the reoeon ia not diffi¬ 
cult to find! the form of the implemont made it nseftil fox 
many domoctic and agneultnral pnrpofli^ so that, when no 
longer required for war, it finished its career at tho hedge¬ 
row or the wood-stack. 

The Halberd has already been found in several of the 
enactments cited above, as a weapon to be employed oon- 
joiotly with the bill. But it was a mach more costly 
arm; for, while tho bill eonld bo had for 16 ponoo, the 
price of the halberd was fie. 8d‘*. To the halberdier was 
therefore confided the defence of the colours, with other 
special duties. Thus, in a mauascripi cited by Greso *, wo 
read that “Guptainefl of halbarts or bbok billea, ohieflye 
those ballmitea bcanngo ooreeletts gardingc the Ensignes, 
woaringe swordea and daggers, morytoth more wagoe then 
othera hearinge bkckn hme, uaoallye called the slaughter or 
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exception of the battaile,^^ ic. Tirro w a fearful rigni- 
fiennee in this last phrase—the ffhn^hier <w ^^datiioa of th& 
battli? —aad which exactly desoiibeB the duties of the troopa 
carrying the bill and similar mefiues arm^ / whoso proYmee 
it was^ w'hen the adverse ranks had been broken by the 
effortfl of the arehera or the “ahet,” or by a charge of 
caralry or of pikemeo, to adTimco among tho disordered 
mass and slay all who came within TOBch of thoir terrible 
weaponfl* This was a duty that could not ba performed by 
tho pihes^ the arm being too long. Langey, Distipltn^ 
miUtairffj has a piiasage exactly in point l—^^L cb piques 
servont pour orreter ies ohevanx, mais olles sent inutiles 
quand Ies sc joignent. Done lea Saissc^, pour eviter 
cet inconvanient, mellent, do troia on troiB mogB do Piqnea^ 
un rang do HaliebELrdea,^’ (Liv. i. ohap. 16^) The 
halbenJs with long, slender spikes were, it appears, the 
French fiishion, while the Italian halberd had a broad head 
for tho thrust Sir Eoger Williams^ in the work already 
cited, writes:—^“Beaniso the FrenchmcD nmke their hah 
bordfl with long-nedtt. pikes, and of nanghtie like 

OUT own common browne hiUs, diverB of our nation con¬ 
demn HRlberdes ‘ but let tho hnlhcrdB be of goode stuffo, 
and fltronglie made^ after the Millaine fashion^ with large 
heads to ent^ and broad Btrang pikes, both to cut and thrmd, 
then no doubt tho Ilalberd is nothing behinde tho Bill for 
all manner of service, and ames a souldier Jmrer lliEm the 
bilh” We hero see that in tho sixteenth century there was 
not only a strong coutentiou tnnintained between the advo- 
<5ntes of the bow Eind the musquet, but a similar rivaliy be¬ 
tween the frienda of the halberd and the bilL For r^preaen- 
tations of the Halbardter of this time, see our plates 114 and 
117| Ilordfij vol, iiL plate 2 (from the very curiuus 
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voltimo ID. Cotton oall&ctioiip Angustiis^ 3^ said to iavo 
belonged to Kiiig Banry Y TTT .J^ Maxitiiilifiii*® ^*Tfiumpli^** 
the piotnrea at Hampton Court of the Meeting of Henry 
YTIT. Bud MaximiliEuiy nnd the Hattie of the Spurs (Hob. 
520 nod 617X HdiicHa plates 83j 84j 106 uid 111, and 
the 7¥atiat& di S&i&ifia tPjrtn^ of Camillo Agiippa, where, 
on foL 60, nre two balbardierg engaged in a duel with their 
halbardfl* 

Tho PfiftiMo Iperiiiitatte^ is of gveAt vnriety of form ] tho 
blado being long or short, broiid or narroTr, with wings or 
without, of plain steel or riohly decorated with obasiug, 
painting nnd gilding. We have already found it n&mod in 
the passage from Suteliffa's “ Practice of Anns,’' and it 
constantly appears in the military Inventonea of this age. 
It is figured in Cotton MS., Augustus, 3 (fforda^ toI. iiL 
pL 3J, where one of the partizan-uien carries a shield, and 
both hare swords; in the EoU of the Entry of Charka V. 
into Bologna in 1630; and a variety of it m the woodcut 
at the foot of thie paper. Many real examples are in the 
Tower collection, of which soma are early in Uie century 
and cnrioiisly decorated with engiaved figures of Bcinta or 
mythological beings, cents of arms, or arabesques. No. 
322 haa the Tudor royal anna, Fiance and England quar¬ 
terly, supported by the Lion and Bed Dragon. Many have 
the device of the Bose alone; and they have been formerly 
gilt Those appear to bo the anus muntioned by Heubmor 
as being in the Tower in his time, 1698:—“ hast® multm 
et splendidm, quaa rartisan vulgij appellant, et quibus od 
defensionem regii corporis in bcUo satellites utuntur.” 
fp. 193.^ The saints most ur &vour for the decoration of 
those and similar weapons are Saint George, St Sebostinn, 
6t Alban, St. Chriatopher, 8t Barbara and St, Catherine. 
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The Boar-i^oar nnd Spetum may be ae Tiirietiea of 

the portlzas: arms for tbe throat oxdy^ not for storiMng, 
Aj3 ita name indicates; the tx^ar-apear a brood head, 
leaf-ahnpcd and double-edged, like the hunting implement 
iroux which it waa derived ^ Mjany real c;K4Unp1ca of thia 
time will bo found in the Tower. The namej Sjictum^ ia 
from the Italian, spedo^ a eplt;: hence the choraoteriatio of 
tho weapon: hut u variety had the blade of a broader 
fashion. It had nsually winga: aee Grose, ** Ancient 
Armour,” pi. 33* The Tower example. No. ia an early 
apecimeu, and engraved with a crowned spread-eagle. 
No. 881, from Malta, has the winga sharp on both edges. 

Besides the arms here named, there were several othero 
in use by tho infantry at this period. The coufmit^^rech^ 
was in ita aimptest form a eword-bladc at the end of 
a staff, and in this fashion it ia etill employed among the 
Chinoae. Generally the class may be i^oiBideFcd to include 
all the “staves” whoso blades have a single edge and 
blunt baek. Sw Goodrich Court Armory (Skelton)p vol. ii. 
pi. 85. A variety haa a dLagoiml spike at the back, as in 
the apecimens in the Tower, Noa, £ ; from the ancient 

Armory of the Knights of Malta, The Fole-axa continued 
in use* The (Survey in the poesesaion of tho Eoyal Sooiely 
of Antiquaries, taken in tho L Edw. YI., has, among the 
Tower etoroa, “Short poleaxes plain, 100: two-hand pole¬ 
axes, 4: poleaxes with gunner ta th^endos, 27; without 
gouncs, 2: poleaxes giltc, tho staves covered with enemy- 
ayue velvet, fringed with fiUko of gold, 4.” Some of these 
ere probably still in tho Tower: eec No. h And eom* 
pare Grofie, “ Ancient Armour,” pL 34* The Lochaber axe 
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bad a bn>ad blade, and frequently at tbe back « book ibr 
pulling down faacineo, &o., or a “ bridle-cottar,” that is, a 
small beak with a concave edge for dividing die Feins of a 
mounted antagonist. Honoo the hoiaomcn sometiines pro¬ 
vided themselves with reins of iron. Sea Grose, plate 28. 
The PDro-fork is of several vanetics; two-pronged, three- 
pronged, and with or without books for pulling down fas¬ 
cines. Examples of all ore in the Tower; some of them 
from the Annery of the Knlghta of Malta. The weapon is 
mentioned in the old poem on the Battle of Flodden:—

The Morning-star or Holy-water Sprinkle” was n 
weapon of the mace kind, but the head was furnished with a 
number of radiating spikes, afrer the manner of a curted-up 
hedgehog. There wero two principal hinds: one fixed 
at the end of a staff \ the other fastened to a chain, which 
itself was attnidied to a staff. The first sort is frgurod in 
E.uchlflr’s Pageant on the tnamage of Duke Prederie of 
Wiirtemberg in 1(509, plate IS*. The second is seen in 
Do Tigno’s FiH^r-tneriini tiu pemire, voL iL pL 100, on 
example of the sixteenth, century. They are nmru.! in the 
Tower Survey of 1647, cited above“Great holly water 
spnncles, 118 1 Holly water spnnclea with gonnee in 
th’coido, 71 Little heUy water sprindes, 392: Holly water 
sprinele with three gonnes in the topp, 1.” This bat is, 
no doubt, the arm afterwards called Eng Henry the Eighth's 
Walking Staff, and still preserved in tie Tower. Bee also

heavy heads of wood, and nails driven into tho squares of 
theiiL^^ {page 170*) Evcrn Slings woro omployed in this 
age. Grose, who has omitted wonderfully little that tandi 
to throw light cm ancient military usages, has leeorded in 
a note to Lis “ TroatLse on Ancient Armour,” that “ olinga 
wore nsed in 1672 at the siege of Bancerre, by the Hugue¬ 
nots, in order to save their powder : D^Aubigne, who 
reports this feet, says they wore thenoo called Sanceno 
hatquchnBses,” (p* 2T4-) 

The Fikemen soen in our illustration^ No. 114, do not 
appear to wear any hody-armoar, but nsuolly they have 
corslet similfir to the soldier canying a bill, and for hood- 
defence a oallot or morion. Other representations of pike- 
men oconr in the “ Triumph” of Mftrimnion (among the Camp 
foUowors); in the vol. ui. ph 4; in tho picture at 

Hampton Court, the Meeting of Masimilmn and Henry 
Tm*; in the print of the Encampment at Marqnbon, 
publbhcd by the Eoyal Society of Antiquaries ; and in 
plato 110 of Hcfber'e Compare also the later 

ejuunplo in onr plate 131. In the Statute of 16&T, all 
temporal persons having estates of £1000 or upwards, one to 
provide, among other mimitions, forty corslets furnished, 
forty almoine rivetts, or instead of the olmaine rivette, 
forty coats of plate, corseletts or brigondines furnished] 
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forty pikoft,” &c. The length of tho pike wbb not ntiiforro. 
Paolo Giovio Teporta those of the Swiss at the entry of 
Charles TUI. into Home as being ten feet in length. 
Prom ZnrlaalHin, cited by Miillcrj iT. eh. 6, it appears that, 
at the combat of Arbebo^ tbo Swiss pikes measiired eighteen 
feeL SntcliSb^ in hia Pmetico of Arma — M The pike I 
would have^ if it might bej of Spanish «Jtb^ and betwixt 
twenty and twenty-two feet long,” &o. The manner of 
using this arm also Taried; it was either held near the 
middle,, the Swiss mode, or at the end, the custom of the 
German LandsknechtOi Thiu, in the Gommmimre^ of 
Montlnc, we read t—“ Si nous (lea Pran^aia) preaons la 
picque au bont du dorriere ct nous combattojm dn long 
de la picqno, none sommes defaits, car PAlletitand est pins 
dexteo qne nous cn oetto nmniero, maia il :&nt prendro 
les picqnes a iksmy, comme fiut lo Sniaae, et bsiaser la 
teste pour enfertar et pousser en aTaatn” (liv. iL) JJavies, 
in his ■^^Eugland^a Traiuiuga*,” says:—^^Tho pikeman ought 
to haTe his piko at the point and mlddest, t rim m ad with 
handBome tassols, and a handJeij not $o much for omament., 
as to defend the soldier^s body from water, which in mine 
doth mime downe alougst the wood*” Tbeso toaseb for 
shelter of the arm are eoen in Huta, plate 28, and in lost 
Aman, pL 366| ed 1699. 

The Bwordan^ai]i of this centiuy ia found in onr plate 118 
and described under that numbei-. 

The CroBshow was still used for the defetiGe of towns 
and cattles, and of ships. It does not appear in any of the 
pictures of the battles of Hunry Tin., nor is it named in 
the Statute of 166T. The Companies of Ajhalcsters were 
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etill kept up In th« cotiticental eitiefl, and not only 
continned thoir pme oontcsta^ but discovered the ingenious 
device of awarding the victory to on absent oompetitoT^ 
Lord Monn^oy at Toumny in l&ld writea to Henry TUI. 
in London —“ Abowto tko second day of Mardie^ there is 
a gt^t abating at the popyngay^ by a broderhod of Saynt 
George, And furst thay ahootitho oon for yo*' gracOj and 
eitorwords all other (of tho) felowahip- The last yere I 
appoynted the provost of tho towno to shoote for yo' gtaco: 
he stroke the popyngayj and floo yo^ grace was Kyng of 
the Popyngay for that yore. This yera I appoynted sir 
John Tremaylo to Bbooto for your gnice^ (who had) before 
approved bymself a (flMlfiil) shooter in tbe crosbowe. Ho 
stroke bit downe in Kkewise^ And eoo is yo* gmoo King of 
the Popyngay for this yBre* And yf soo be, hit be stryken 
by any man for yo' graoe the next ycre, yo^ gtaco ehallbe 
Emperor, whezunto ther longgithe tnany grot roialties*” 
{Useerpta Sisi&rkaf 286.) Pictorial examples of the 
crcksabow-man will be found in TmrdanncM^ woodcut ST^ 
in the Tapestry of Dijon (Jubinol, pL 1), and in HefoaFa 
Trachten^ plate llT, The feBihcrcd quarrel or bolt for the 
crosabow is very dearly shown m tho frontiEpiece to 
Holbein^a Suiises. 

For the lIoriquehiiBier of this century see our plateCj 
Noe. 119^ 12€ and 132, and the particulars there given. 

The German Z^nihknprhte did not w’ear amouTf though 
a corslet and casque are scjnetimefl seen on the petoons of 
their captains. Good cicaicaplefl of these troops are ftumishod 
by Ho&er^a plates 83, 94, 108, 109, 110 and 111. They 
are variously armed with the halberd, the pike md tho 
award, Plate 110 gives na the figure of a chief of foot- 
soldiers, wearing casque find ooralet. 
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The Boije&nt^at-amis of this century la seen in one 
of tlio figures of Cotton MS., Augustus, 3; engraved in 
Strutt’s Hord^^ vol- liL pinto 3 j and Ji gAiTi in the brass for¬ 
merly at Broxbume, Hoita., dated IfiSl, of which a focK 
wiTnile is in the Blitiah Museum.

and when reaching the bead at the top, would be auried 
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off in a lateral direotion without bmn to tbe iroarer^ 
Many real annoura in the Tower ooUeetion oxempUfy this 
oontrivance. The sword worn hy our halburdior faniishes 
aa early instanoe of the finger-guard uavtuig the cs^oss- 
pieoB and pommoL The oofours are aa follows 
orw, light orange oTer Grimson i Isjt amUj green orer criizi- 
BOn^ r^At leffj m left arm: Uji be right artn:

easily traoaabic withont tlio aid of many engravings. They 
may, however, be geneHOly olasaed mnder the Mowing 
types. The ancient emsa-sword, which is still of very fre¬ 
quent occurrence. See our illuatiutionB, Nos. lOS, 110,111 
and 112. Its form was recognised os psrtakitig of the sacrod 
chaructor of the Christian emblem. Bnmtome tells ua that 
Bayard when struck with his death^wcund, “prit son espee 
par In pngne'e, et on bnisa la croiacc, on signe do la creix 
de Noatre-Scignour, et dit tout hant: Mtseren £Uta» 
(Etoge da jVeanVur de Boj/ard.) Another baud-guaid often

Armory, plate 23, and in our No. 119 (though not a very 
complete specimen). A real example of this guard will ho 
found in the Tower collection, No. i.

The Sword of deflanee sent from the Emperor to the 
Eng of Franee, is a eingolar symbol for these daya, seem¬ 
ing to belong rather to the wild times of Chariemagoe than 
to the age of fWoiSJBBtfs.-—“one eap™, d’un costa forgee 
a flamhes, et do I’autro eamaillee da rouge; qui cstoit sig- 
nlftanco da gucne mortello, a fen et I sang." (d/ifmoiVw de 
OuObame Du ScOojf, ih 437, ajj. 1536.) For some aotioo of 
the Swords of tho second half of the oeutury, see Ho, 128. 
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The harquebtu in the eixteenth oontnry ■wms uf two 
principal kintlB r that dUcharged without a Ecet, nnd that 
flrod from a Best which the gunner carried about with him, 
as oecu in our flluBtratioti, No. 120. The first kind appears 
in our No. lit), taken from the Emperor Maximilian’s 
Iritunph,’* and of this sort of hnnd-gun we hayo already 
had many notiooa. Of the harquebus with nest, the first 
appearance and suhseqaent spread are very clearly trace* 
able. In 1621 the oombined forces of the Pope and the 
Emperor met those of Prance in the Milanese, on the plain 
of Ghiara j a spot, says Martin Du BcUay, who hm ohroni* 
clod the erenta of thia time, which, though inundated in 
wet Bcasona, became on the retnm of dry weather a Icyel 
arena, where might be hold the most delightfol 
both by foot and by horw: « une plaine ncanmee la Ghiaia, 
cn laqueUe Ics mondatieiiB sont ^andes on temps pluyienx, 
mam ra temps sec, n'y a que bean aablon, od se foisoient 
ordinaiiement des plus bdlea cscannouches qa’il eat pCMI- 
riblo, tmt d pied qu’a cbeyal.

The 
nwiesfflty of heaping the match a^Ught was goumally oon- 
aidfir^ disadvantageous, because the movement of troopa 
by night oonld thna be diaoomrad.

At the attack on 
Parma in 1521, a ‘^captain of harqnebusien,** being sore 
pressed by the lUBailants, '‘voyant qn’il estoit temps do 
fair© sa retraitte, usa d’ane grande ruse pour n'estre suivy;

One of these, No. | of the Catalogue, has the 
royal initiab, H. K., and a Ee« crowned, supported by 
Lions, chased on the barrel; where also is the date 1637,

Htoflk, aad it is remiirkable that the moYcable chamber 
which eorrieB the cartridge has exaotij the farm of that in 
Togne at the presatit day. These two examples appear to

The aspect of the Yeoiaaa of the Ghjard in Ihi® and the 
following centuries in preserved to hb in a rory complete 
Boriefl of ootempomy monanaents. ITio figuro before tie is 
from the piotoro of the Field of Cloth of Gold” at Hampton 
Com*t, The mounted yeotnan of the flame date, arinod 
with tho long-bow, m Boon among the flculpturea of the 
Hotel do Bourgthezonlde at Eonen, figured by Fiagonaiidp 
and reproduced in neb'ef in the of the Benakflanoo 

Court at Sydenham. In 1568 we have the very cnrionfl 
bmBs at East Wickham Church, Kent, the MJ-length 
picture of “ Wifliam Payn^ late youman of the Garde.” 
In a plate of the Divmartm gentium Armaiura f^strb of 
Vischor, published in 1617, and re-imgraTed by Gtobc^ 
voL L p. 176, we again obtain a picture of the mounted 
yeoman, now armed with a haiquehufl. In 1030 a second 
tnonumontal broBd BUppheB a further exam ple: this is in 
Winkfield Church, Buckinghamshito, the memorial of 
“ Thomafl Monntaguo, borne in this puriabe, where also he 
died, when he had liyed almost 92 yeares, and had bene a 
good part therof a Yeoman of the Guard and a freinde to 
the pooro,” In thia monument the yeoman k represented 
carrying a halbert in one hand and with the other bestow^ 
ing bread on poor peasants, who are also pictured in the 
brass. And it is further to be noted that, in this ocm- 
poflition, tho ancient custom of giting to the chief per- 
floDUge a pictorial preponderanoc is kept up, the yeoman 
being twice ns large aa the recipients of bis bounty. From 
a eomporibon of tbcBO tarions delincaticaa wo find that the 
Teoman of the Guutd bad no settled costume, but hia dress 
followed the changes of the timosw In the figure before hb 
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he haa die beqaU, low (np^ the slaebed gBimeDta^ nml the 
square-toed shoes of Hciuy the Ei|[hth’s leign: in the 
'VT'iekhaiu bi«s$ the shoes are sharp-pointed and the sJash- 
mga have disappeared: in the pietnre of Yischer the hoise- 
nuui wears e tall hat with plume, a bitnid frill, and groat 
top-boots; white the meanted aoldier in the Rnnen aciilp- 
tuTo has a plain low cap, tight hose with shoes, and a drees 
fitting dose at the neok. The arms^ too, were subject to 
similBr change: we find in anoocBaien the bow, the halbert, 
the parthnn and the harquebus. But there is one parti- 
oular of tho costume which is maintained throoghont: on 
the breast and on the bach of the coat is always seen the 
royal badge of the Bose enaigned with a Crown, nentzner, 
in his travels in 1698^ mentions the Rose on tho hackt of 
tho yeomen aa ho saw them serve the Queen at dinner 
“bare-headed sad dethed in acarlet.’' These badges, and 
probably the whole coat, were ridily deootsted; for a war¬ 
rant of 1653, quoted in Beggo^a OariaUaj part iiL p, 27, 
ooTOinands the delivery “ to Peter Richardson, mnlrap ef 
the spangles for the rich Coats of the Queen's Highness’s 
Guard, the sum of one tbonsand pounds.” A gain : “ to 
Peter Bichardson, goldsmith, for 7,175 ounces of epougles 
gilt, delivered to the Queen's niirv^«rfrf for embroidering 
tho coate of Her Majesty's Gnarf, footmen and messen- 
ge^B^” The embroidery of the coat is very dearly seen 
in the figure before us and in the Winkfield braes, but in 
the latter ecsample the pattern is eomewhat different and 
the Bose is placed between the royal initiaU, C, B. For 
a further account of the Yoomen of the Guard, see the 
collected notices in Pegge’s- Qsrulfo, and compare Hall's 
Cbrooielea, pp. 639, 698, 64S and 707, ed.

enr plate No. 123. It im ajtigiilar that thin band alsOj the 
oppQUonta of the kmg and his follow-challengera, should 
exhibit on their tmppei’S the deviecs of the royal pair^ the 
tosOt *^le, and pomegtanate- A third scene follows:— 
Le son des Tnompisttos- A Ihostel.** This was the 
signal to quit the field. Lyasur du Champ.” A eompany 
of horsemen in oivil dress. Lo boonlme du Boyliis 
is earned on a tmiioheon by a riehly-elad uffioei- on horse- 
hack. The helm is silTored and at the neck has a border 
rtflembling the circle of a crown, elabomtoly nmamented 
with gold, pearls and colcmred stones. It is simnDuntod 
by a royal crown of rich character, but lULuccompimied by 
any mantling or olber dcooiation. **Le Boy desarmey^*^ 
presents us with a picture of tiic king in a civil costume, 
lie wears owr a splendid droa^s a hroad, richly-jewelled 
collar, and oarri^s part of a broken lance in hia hand. Tliia 
figure is given in Dallaway^s ** ITeraldic inquiries.” Near 
the end of the roll again appears the Queen with her eourt, 
in a gadcfy; and the whole coimludes with a copy of 
verses in pimsc of the king, in which the monarch is cited 
as the tenth Worthy of a band composed of Hector, CEBsar, 
Jndas Maccabieus, Joshna, (Charlemagne, King Arthur, 
Alexander, David, Gode&oi de Bouillonp and Hemy YUl. ■ 
The splendid character of the knightly dress and of the 
tmppers of the toureera at this time is witnessed by many 
cotemporary evidenoca. Hall the Chronicler haa a rich 
abundance of such tc^tiioonie^ and appears to have taken

curiouB devisoB, of cutter and of ombrouderiefl, aHweli in 
their coatee djs m tiappera for tbdr horses, some of gold, 
same in sttverp aome in tynnele, and diversa other in gold- 
emithes werke goodly to behold." Other Joufitera had 
pluznea, and other devises on their hedde pecea, 
their bases and tiappera of tiasoWp dotbo of goldcp diver 
and Yelvet^^’ In 1516, at a jui^ks held in honour 

pf the king^s sister^ the appaml of the ohallengera and 
their horses **wafs blaoko velvet*, eoverod all over with 
brannehes of hony anokola of fine flat gold of dumoake, of 
lose worke, every lefe of Iho braunohe movingj the em- 
brondory was very oonning and aumpteons'.^^ In 1617, 
the king jouated, having his bases and baides one halfe 
olothe of Bilver, the other halfe blacke tmsell, on the ailTor 
a cuiioiis lose worke of white velvet embraudered with 
golde: on the blaoke typsell eide was blacke velvet em* 
brauderod with golde and cut, and every ent was epgrayled 
with flat gold of Damaakc. The base and bardc wore 
broodcred with greate letters of massy gold bullion, full of 
pearles and atones, tnerveiloua riche. The kyng had on 
bis bed a ladiefl sieve full of Dkmondea 

Some of the devisca^^ worn on those oocaBioDs are of a 
puerility whioh is scarcely credible. “ In the moneth of 
Marche (1622) came certain noble men fkun the Emperor 
to the E^ing, which the more to anla^ theim enterprised a 
justos. He himself was chief on the one side, Eis 
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ootiraer Tma barded in doth of silTer of DonnLBikep em- 
brodered with L. lu of goldo^ and under the tettera a 
hnrte of a mamue wounded^ and gieate rdlea of golde with 
blacko lottcrSj in whtcho tfbh imtteni mon navera. Put 
togothcr^ it isp dl mQn ff«#r a nai^era^ eha bath woundod mj 
hartfl Thifl oxampla in selected^ not because it h tho most 
absurd^ but becaaea it ia abort. Singularly ridiculous as 
are thoao doTiceap they are not the extent of tho knightly 
folliefl of thin age. Ona reqniroB to ^ad twice or thrioe 
the records of tiie time before one ceiel fed assured that the 
chronjoler has really told m that a peer of the realm of 
England proceeds to a toiimament in the inside of a Eod 
Dragoiij a fellow peer aCKsompanjing him inaide of a 
“ Mountain of green,” on tho smnmit of whlah rides a 
young lady pleasantly beseen. ^‘Eftsoonea the tnunpeta 
blewe up the field in gocMlly manner of watte \ and auoue 
came out GiriUain de la EirerB in his pavilion^ in a goodly 
Shipp^^ bomo up with men, himselfe riding within in the 
midst* The Lord WiUiaiii of DeTonshiro in a Red Dragon 
led by a Gyant and with a great Tree in his hand* 
Thearle of Easex in a gi^t Momt&ine q/ the which 

served for hia paTihon, with many Trees, Bocks, Hearbca, 
Stonea and marveylona Beasts upon the sides: on the 
Height of this Mountuine there was a goodly yoting Ladye 
in her Ilalre pleosmtly bcsccne^” The manner of these 
atmugc vohiolea ia admirably sbowu in the eurious work of 
BaUhflsar Kuchlerp the pictorial record of the festival on 
the marriage of the Duke of Wurtemberg and the Mar- 
gmWne of Brandenburg; where we find exactly repro¬ 
duced the tmvelling mountains and idnoraut dragons of 
Tudor times* 
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PLATE 124 

BodT'A-Emdtjr and hotTsc-nmiaiir of ITin g Ueniy Vlll.^ 
prosorvod in tho Tower of Ipondoa. This is one of several 
suit^ repoaited in the Tower which nndotihledlj belongicd 
to thiB monorch. The hameaa before ns is engraved 
its whole fiurfece with subjects from samtly kgonds^ 
hemldjc devices, mid BcnoIJ-ffork, The Tudor cognisances, 
tlie rose, the portcnliis, and the red dragon appear in 
Tarioufl parts of the suit, bterspeiaod with those of Queen 
Katherine of Arcagon, the sheaf of arrows and the pome- 
gianate; while, on the edge of the skirt are the initials of 
tho king and queen, H. and K., united by a “ tme-loverH- 
knot. The ilgures in the legendary groups afford good 
illustration of tho oiviJ and military costume of the period, 
and in their farntment are atrildnglj charactarUtio of the 
school of Albert Durer and Burgmoir. The suit appears to 
have been made for tho king on occasion of one of the nume- 
Toua pageants held in honoor of his tnartiage with Kathe¬ 
rine of Airagou, It is oWly of Gonnan manufiioturo, 
hnt whether made in Germany or by some of the “ Ahaaine 
Dimourers’' employed by Henry in London, it is not pos* 
eible to ascertoin. Tho ground of tho armour has been 
silvered, the engravings being added subsequently. This 
is the eicact process followedthe steel was first hatched 
throughout in very fine Unes; then the whole surfaeo was 
covered with beaten sUver; and finally, the engraving was 
added. Most of the« engravings have been figured in 
the ArtfAtfofoyfVif, from drawings by the late G. Lovdl, Esq

to wlioin we are indebted for tbo repiodnction of the ori^naJ. 
desigDflj wMoh had for yeara bot^u loat in the rust of the suit. 

'rhe helmet is of Tery erngular und ingenioUB cwnstnic- 
tioii^ it oonsisU of six piecefl, all fitting one into another 
Without hinge or rlret. At the back was one of ttuMe 
eurioiie buttons or discs, seen in the piotorial monuioents 
of the time, but lost from tbo anit before ns. The steel 
skirts of the aroiDur are formed in imitatioti of the folds of 
the cloth basea so much in vogue at this period, and of 
which an analogous example already presented itself 
in otir plate lOO^ Among the heraldic oroamenta of the 
horse armour appear the tobc, portcollis, pomegranate^ 
castle, sheaf of arrows, and the rose imd pomegranato 
impaled. Bound the lower edge is the mottO| many times 
repeated, diet et mok DlOTT. 

The Almaine armourers mentioiied aboTe aro noticed by 
Grose, who cit6s an entry in the Hemembranco Office at 
Westminster, shewing that they worked at Greenwiclu 
(YoL in p. 251.) It was to ihefle wcapomsinithB that the 
king no doubt confided the constnictiou of the Tonous new 
devices m armour that he was pleased to originate. The 
diligent Hall haji preserved a curiotiB account of the “ great 
jeopardy of death” into which the monoroh fell on the 
efisaying of a new harness of hia own contriTauoc in the 
year 1624. The x. day of Marche the kyng bavyug a 
newe hames made of hie own devise and fashion, suobe as 
no armorer before that tyme had seen, thought to ossaye 
the Hamo at the tilto, imd appointed a jurfes to bottc him. 
On fote were appointed the lorde Marques Dor^t and the 
Eric of Surroy. The kyng came to one eude of the tylt 
and the Duke of Buffolko to the other. Then a gentleman 
sayd to the Dnke, sir, the kyng is come to the tyltes cadcv

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I aee him ndt, Rsyd the Duhe, oil ray faytb, for my bead 
piece taketh J^om me my sight. With these wordes^ the 
kyng hftd his epere delivrcd him hy the lorde Marqeea, the 
viecr of his headpeoo beyug up aad not doutie nor feeteued. 
So that hi B &oe olene naked. Thcu the geiitlcinnii anyd 

to the dukcj air, the king eommeUi: then the duke set fot^ 
ward and charged hia spare, and the kyng likewise unad¬ 
visedly set toward y* diikc< The people perceivyng the 
kyngea face bare, oryod hold, bold; the duke neither saw nor 
beard, and whether the kyng remerabred that his viser was 
up or no, few eonld tell. Aloa what sorrow was it to the 
people when they saw the spleters of the dukes spn^! strike 
on the kynges hedpieco: For of a auiotie the duke strake 
the kyng on the brow right under the defonoo of the 
hcdpece on the verje coyffe acull or bossenetpece where- 
nuto the borbet for power and defence ia oharneld, to 
wbicho cojfia or baaseaet never armorer toketh hode, for it 
ia evermorif covered with the viser, borbet and volant peoe, 
and BO that poM ia so defended that it forseth of no chaigo. 
But when y spore on that place lighted, it waa great 
iepordy of death, insomuche that the face was bare, for tho 
dukes spore brake oil to shyvers and bate the kynges visor 
or barbet so Jarre baoke by the countre buffe that oil tho 
kyuges headpece was toll of spleters. Tho duke incon- 
tineDtly unanned him and came to the kyng, shewyng 
him the cli»enea of hia sight, and swaro that he wonld 
never runne agmnst the kyng more. But the kyng aajd 
that aouQ waa to bkmo but kmiEfcilf

OiTK of two fignr&B in the Dfewien Mnsetira- They bear 
tho nmcea of Augnstns I. Duko of Baxon^i ond Albert 
Duke of AuEirm^ and the armour worn by them is eaid 
to be that used at ft joust in 1&6T. The figure before 
us is the one ropnsoutitig the Duko of Baxony, whose 
anna, it will bo socn^ are on the trapper of tho horse^ 
This arming waa employed for tho tilt with sharp speoia 
^Sch£iTjrmnen)j and tho champion hfta a double eet of 
defences ihroughoutp In front of his saiade is the re^ 
infoncmg piece called the ffrande-ffardfj apertures for sight 
oxistiDg on tho right side only^ This piece descends as 
low as the waist. While the left side is thus streiigthoned 
by the grande-garde, the right is additionally protected by 
the great vamplate of the lance of which a 

portion projects in front in the form of a tube, ftud through 
that the lanee is passed. The leg has the defence called 
KnifptaU^^ which on some oof^ione was fixed to the saddle 
by screw or rivet, at other times was atlaehed merely by 
fltraps. Good examples of both modes will he found in the 
Tourney-hook of Duko William TV. of Bavaria, and real 
specimens are in the Tower coUactiou* In the Tower also 
ore examples of the vamplate of this feahion, Nos, i and ^; 
and another, ongniTod and gilt, is in the Boyal Military 
Bepository at Woolwich, Tho butt of the lanoCi it wiU 
be seen, is supported by tho piooe called the ^ueue: this 
was of iron, and fast to the body-armour by screws. 
See the Tower spocimen, No- i* Figures thus armed with 
slmtp lance, great vumplate and knco-^plate, are found like- 
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wise ill the “Triumpb” of tho Enapemr MjraTniliad. Over 
the iirmour below the waiAt the ehampion wojira h&sm of 
emhroiderenl clotli^ The horaej in nddition to hia trapper^ 
hos a coUat of bellE or It nmy be reumrked that 

oocniaionally the horse waa eotiraly blindfolded, the part of 
the housing covering his heed being without apertiiree at 
the oyoB. Examples occur in the Triumph," in Herr 
TewTdimuekh^ plate lOI^ and in the Tourney^book of Dnko 
WiUiiim of BuTaria, pUto 2. The opponent figure in the 
Hre&den Muaouni differs from this in the defence worn 
over the breast. It is formed of a thmh pieeo of wood, 
extending from the head of the rider to the neck of tho 
boree, and is painted black* The purpose of fliTa piece 
^Schuisfwand^^maaigau^d^ Whs that the apear-point 

might hold fii&t upon it; when, either the ehaft of the 
striker must break or iJie stneken knight must be home 
out of his Mddle. And to this end, tho saddlce for each 
encounters were made low behind. This curioua eon- 
trivonce is very well represented in Hefner's 75 th plate. 
The aceompanyitig plate of his work has furnished the 
ori^nal of our drawing. Both the figures ore given also 
in the volwne of Heibisdi illnstmtiiig the armours of the 
Dresden Museum. 
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PLATE 126. 

The two-liani] sword waa never m aoch high fiivonr m 
during the sixtoonth century. It was now niuployed by tho 
high and the low j by the royal oombatant in the liats and 
by the humble mercenary of the monnimna. The Swiss 
were especially celebrated Jbr their adroitness in the nse 
of the weapon^ and the Scotch appear to have held it in 
much esteem. This was s natural result of the confor- 
mation of the arm itsol^ for while the harquebus and cross¬ 
bow^ and even the axe and the halberd^ might bo snecese- 
faily wielded by any soldier of modemto strength^ the 
jgwifofie cxmld only be employed with effect by men of 
superior force and the greatest agility* It soon, however, 
fell into dkuee^ for there b a lhaliion in weapons m in 
most other human iiiTontions^ and os the short oxo of the 
fourteenth ccntniy had given way to the pole-axo of the 
fifteenth age, so the two-hand sword was in its turn super¬ 
seded by the rapier^ and the duello of the rapier eventually 
supplanted by that of the pistol Tho two-hand sword is 
very rarely occa after the close of the sixtceuth isentury, 
Tho combatant in our plate m from a Foacing-book in the 
Royal Ldbrajy of Munich^ and has been eugiaved in Hef- 
uoPs where also is given his Antagonist, similarly 

armed and clod. Other pictures of the two-hand swords^ 
man occur in the Triumph'* of tho Emperor MavimilTaa, 
in Holbein’e Cbaiumet Suis^j in the Trmitato di Seianita 
d*Arme of Camillo Agrippa in 1553^ in Jost Amaii’a 
JCunttbucAlinf platee 114, llfi and 231, and in HefrieFe 
work, plates 10 and 23. Examples of the sword alone are 
figured in Hiefiier's plate 8, in Gxose^s Ancient Armour,” 
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pi. 22, and in Wilson’s “ Annals of Scotland,” p. 684. A 
Tory fine specinien of the fighting two-hund sword will be 
found in the Tower Arraory, No. J of the Catalogue: it 
was form oily in the ooUeciion of the Earl of Shrowsbuiy. 
Of the two-hand Bword of State, there are several very 
good examples in the Tower. The variety of the etiMnion 
which had a wavy blade was railed the fiambcrffti. This 
weapon was not usualiy provided with a scabbard: it 
was cairied over tho shoulder in the DUinner of a bill or 
halbenL, and to tbis end the lower part of the blade was 
covered with leather. King HearyVO I,, to whom oo weapon 
eeema to have oome amiss, amnsed himself oocuaionally with 
the two-hand sword. “ Tho same yore, in the feast of Ponte- 
ooste holdea at Gronewycho,” writes Bail, “hys grace, 
with two other with hym, chalenged all oommere to fighUf 
with theim at the bamers with the target and casting y* 
spero of viij. fiitc long* and that done, hio grace with 
the saydo two aydes to fight every of Ihom xii, strokes 
with twobandod swordca j where tho kyng behaved hym- 
eelfe m wol, and deliverod himselfe so valiauntly by hia 
hardy prowes and greatc strength, that the proyse and 
laudo was goven to his gnioe and his aydee ^ notwith¬ 
standing that divers valyaimt and strong persons hod 
aseaylod hym and his aydea*,» A singular entry ocoiire 
in the “ Inveutory of the Bcgaik of King Jumea I. in the 
seoreto jewd-honso within tho Tower of London,” printed 
in tho ** Knlcndars and Inventories of tlie Eiehotjiier,” vol, 
ii. p. 300:—“Item, ono greate Twm handed Swoido 
garnyshod w“ sylvor and gnylte, presented to King Henry 
tho viii'* by the Pope.” 
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PLATE 127. 

Figvke of a Jieit^ or Piatolioi' of ttua middla of 

the mxtoeath oentury; from a eotemporaiy pattorti-drawiag 
for glosB-pdnteirQ} engraved by He&er, plate 71* * Wo hato 
already^ under No. 112^ taken some notice of thijJ horao- 
ooldier, who^ m we hare there geen^ wna aometiniea pro¬ 
vided with defeneive onuDtir* The figure before ns hoe a 
hat of heavoTi which at thia time waa frequently worn in 
battle in liou of ccuquo or manojn^ Compare plate 140 of 
Joq^t Amon. Tho glovoi are of quilted-work, haying an 
aperture in the pahn through which the fingers might be 
paeaed, for the more convement mauagouient of the weapon. 
Besides his pair of wheoUock pistols^ the soldier carries 
a sword and dagger* The piatoliei^B arming differed in 
varioiifl couatriea, both in his bcMlj-defenoe and weapons. 
In the Instructions of the Privy Council to the citizens of 
Norwich in 1584 for misihg tmopsp their honors think it 
expedyent tliat the light horseman shall nw raiAer bee 
/umiehed hie case of pistoUs, light horsoiEins Btuffe, swoord^ 
and dagger^ a jack of plate or a oote of plate, with a skull 
for hie head with cheekes covered with cloth, or such 
like; or, in place tiueieof, a burgouet with a corslet” Hia 
“sadle to bee light, accordyng to those of the northern 
light horsemen, and yet suehe aa a cose of daggs ^ may bee 
fastened to the pommell thereof^/’ In Buteliffo^e “Prac¬ 
tise of Armce” in I&9S, wc read, “Upon the borders 
betwixt us and tbo Soots, horsemen have idnves^, and for 
their armes jackes of mole. The Dutch ■ reitres, although

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well armed for the mort part, yet aeldotno ua© taticcs or 
staves, or other weapon than pistolea, and mium^ at their 
aaddlo-bowe. ^ The ** Almayno reitara’^* were occasionally 
intemiiiigled with the foot {Landshsechtt) on flio field of 

battle. Thus, Martin dn BcUay, under 1644:_« Pendant 

laditte charge, lea batailles des lansquenets imperiaait, et 
oellcs des Buiaaes et Pran^ia, s'aborderent. Or avoient Ics 
Pranpois mis, entre le premier rang et le second, tin mug 
d’arqueboiwiera, et les AUeraanda un rang de pistoliera, 
lesquela tiroient par entre cenx du premier nrag".” The 
ordinary mode of attack of piatoliers was hy advanoing 
dose to the enemy, when the first rank delivering their 
fire wheeled off to the right tmd left and hastened to form 
again and to rdoad in the rear. As their arms made 
openings in the odverse ranks, tho horeemen dashed in, 
and tho oombat “'came to hand-strokea,'^ as the tern was. 
Thus, Gaspard de Saulrt in bb Memoirs* :_■*Da no char- 
goient jamab a fond, mab, arrives p™ do lenra ennemb, 
le premier rang toume k gauche, doacouvTo le second, qui 
tiio de mesme, et le tiers semblablement, I'un apres I’autre 
faUont K» fjBwpwi et 8*eIo;gnaiit a main gauche pour re- 
charger.’* in the ‘‘Commentories of Bir Francis 

Yere,” spoakiDg of tho “ Action at Tnmhoult” in 1697 
the writer telb us that the pistoliora charged the enemy’s 
pikemen, « not breaking through them at the first push, as 
it was anciently used by the mcn-of-anus with their horded 
horses, but as the long pbtols, deiivfred at hand, had made 
tho tanks tlmme; so thereupon the rest of the homo got 
within Iham,” ^ 

The pistol itself at this time had usually a ciroular 
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pommdf ft* in tbe drawing before iia^ It was ^iootimes 
double-bftTToUei No, i of the Tower ooUftotioa is a good 
exMDploj the barrels beltig placed v^tkail^ : it wns made at 
Niiromberg, whore, we are told^ the invcntian of the wheel- 
look origuiEtod. Beside* the doublc-harroUed ami, we 
dud at this date a pistol from whose single barrel twOj or 
■even three boUfi might tks frrod ia sncceesion- This was 
effected by haying two (or tlmefs) locks and aa many touch- 
holes, the charges being divided in the burol by a wad 
only. Sec Tower coUeotiOD) Nos. y and y. The pistol was 
also oambined with other weapoius—with the axe, the mace^ 
the speor, the Bword, &cr, Exomplea are in the Tower 
mueeum. The price of the ordinary wheel-look pistol in 
1560 was 16s. 8d. nxYii. 47S;—and com¬ 

pare ArcAiBoL^ xxxT. 357p in 1574.) Other dguiea of the 
pistolier of this time will be found in Joet Aman, plates 
140 and 141, and in the Korrich Collections, Add. MS^, 
0,729. See also, for the weapon alone, Archcecloffiaf voL 
xxxi. pinto 21, and our No. 135, both from origioals in the 
Tower of London. 

Towards the oloee of the century the flmHock (Schnfipp- 
begins to appear. The earliest norice of this in- 
Tcntioti ever obserred by the writer is that printed m 
the first yolnme of the “ Norfolk Archieology,” the record 
of a payment by the Chamberiaiti of Norwich in 1538 “ to 
Henry Radoe, smjth, for making one of the old pistolla 
with a enappbanco and a new stock for 10.) 

This German name of SehnappAaAn bontc by the Hint-lock 
in its (^iest daysi, pretty clearly shews that the Luventioa 
was a Gertiiati one.

UinsEB No. 118 aome notioe has l»eeii offered of tho 
Bvords of the first half of the sixteenth oentnry. Those 
of th .0 second half may now be examined. All the varieties 
of ^uard found in the prenons period are oontinuod through 
the present. In addition we Imvc:-^!, Cresa^piece with 
small Bidc-Bhcll: 2. fiide-Bhell and finger-guard: 5. Scroll 
finger-guard: 4, Finger-guard, cros^ fingcr-Ioop and shell 
beyond : 5. Cup guard ^for rapierJ. Other forma exists 
hut it is quite impcffisible without many drawings to giTO 
an exact idea of their eoutrivanco. Some of the more 
striking of these last will be found in Bchrenck von Net- 
ring’s Artaantenfansm, plates 18^ &3, 107, 110 and 119, 
the Amieria Seal of Madrid, vol. L plates 8, IS and 26, 
and Hfi&er’a TracAten, plates 66, 77 and 141.

period for fendng exercise. Bich sworda were now^ as at 
all tiuicSj in fa¥oiir with the gallants of the day. Btubbs^ 
in big “ Anatomy of AbnseSp” tells ns irith raneb mdigna- 
tion that tbe swords^ rapicis and daggers were '^gilt twioe 
or tbriee over the hilts with good angel gold: others at 
tbe least are damasked^ vamiahed, and engraven tnar- 
veUoua goodly: and, lost an)dhing should be wanting to 
set forth their pridOp the eeabbards and sboaths are of 
velvet or tbo liko." Btantome, speaking of the Bpaniards 
in the Low Countries^ bjijs :—" Qaant aux soliiats lilapa- 
gnols, ils devinront si riches et si peennienx, qoe, lom 
qn^ilfl quitterent la ville (d^Anvors) par accord fait par 
Dom Jnan d^Auatriche, et qn-ila Tnideroicnt la Flaodrcs ct 
passeroient vers J^ItabCj ik ne s^avoictit comment porter 
lour or et lenrs riohesses; si quo la plnspart faisoieut 
gamir leura espees toutes d^or^ Gommo Ics gardes et les 
poignuea, leura piques, lenrs fonmimonts, et antres gomi-^ 
tiires,^’ (VoL iv^ p- 184.) But the chief change in the 
fashion of eworda at this time was the introdnetion of the 
Bapier or thrusting sword in liou of the older hack-sword. 
An early treatise on this weapon supplies the most exact 
evidence both of the mode of attack Eind the form of the 
arm- Prom the Tndiaio di Scientia d*Arm^ by “Camillo 
Agrippa, MiknesCj” published with plates at Bomo m 
1563, wa find that the rapier fight had already in the 
south of Europe been invested with a scientific eharactar. 
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We there sec the dud with Bingle rapier; that with the "case 
of lapierB,** where each oombatant holds a nword in each 
hand j with mpicr and dogger; and with ropier and mantle 
the mantlo held in the left hand, to serve as o 
Bhidd- Stow fixes the introduction of the lapior fight into 
England to the ynw 1678 " The mode of fighting with 

the sword and bqdder was frequent with oil men till that 
of the rapier and dagger took plooe, when suddenly the 
general quarrel of fighting abat^ which began about the 
20th. of Elisabeth.^' The "ronddlo a poing" was some- 
timea used with the rapier: it was very small, «ot ne 
eervait qua poor garantlr la main des coupe de diigue ou 
de rapiorc An exoinpto of this aingular unplemont will 
be found in the Tower collcdiou, Ko, 

The Bwordsmiin with buckler figurod in our No. 138 is 
from the work of Caspar Bute, Omne jme /««,- 

jiJKf, pnbliahed in 1657, and repiesents the ^‘plebcij 
adolescentis in Anglia habitus.” A very simUar figure 
of a young Englishman, armed with sword and buckler 
ecoure in the ilaiiH anlichi of Vecellio, puhHsbed at 
Yenioe in 15S9.

Plats 120 jj the figitTo of n knight armed cap-a-pie^ 
from a mannseript Tolome in the Heralds’ College (Vin¬ 
cent, No* 220). The date of the armour about I6ft0. The 
breastplate, in the second half of the sisteenth oeotutyj of* 
fords a index to the date of the whole suit* About 

1650 it is chaiacterised hj haying a projecting point near 
the centre; later, the projeetion is brought lower down; ond 
eventually the profile assumes that singular form which h&a 
oblaiiied for this &ahioQ of cnirasa the appropiiate name 
of the peaacod breastplate ".” Our knight still wears 
the bases found in previous monnments. The soUereU 
have returned to proportiouB more in confonmty with 
nature. Among the inTGutionB of the armourer of this 
century, the locking gauntlet was one of the most singular. 
It is wrought in the form of a closed hand^ the fingers 
being made to fasten by hook and staple. The right band 
of the champion ia thus enclosed in a sort of iron box, in 
which ore two apertures only, to allow the passage of the 
handle of hia weapon. The object of thi.^ eontrivanee 
was to prewnt the weapon being rtmek out of the hand. 
Thus, a sword eoiild not be dislodged, on account of the pro¬ 
jecting crofispiece above and the pommel below* Examplge 
are found in the Tower suits, Kos. f and A, end a third 
speoimen is p^c^erved in the Hall of the Arinorora’ Com¬ 
pany. The taacetfij when the great bomba^jted garments 
came into vogue, were made in two ports; the upper to 
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oToriie the hombast^ tho lower to fit cIcfso to the log and 
join the kneo-piece. Good LLliietration of thia fhehion is 
offered by the figures of the Uertford tomb, ISfiS, of which 
a cast is in the Sydenham coUeetiDu^ And compare the 
Tower suit, No. A- 'fhe tomb-sonlptures named above have 
also similar searfs to that worn by our huighip and^ being 
fully peproducisd, exhibit with mioiite aeaumey the form 
and amingenient of this udjuncL We have a cadoiifl 
ootetapomry aoeQunt of the pnrticulaiB of a suit of armour 
bought abmit this lime for the “Cupitauie des eufaus de

In the figure here given, from a taonumoQtal brass at 
Margate, of the close of the ceutuiy, we have a variety 
of the tassets, in which they arc articulated from the waist 
to the knees. The warrior further exhibits the novel and 
unknightly appendage of a starched frilL The horae- 
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famihire, seen in onr Ko. 129, ia vei7 
churacteriitifl of the period at wluch 
have arrivody the whole sehemo of it shew¬ 
ing a wide depaj-taro from the medieTiil 
models and a atrong impreas of tho art of 
upholatery^ A variety of riinilar eitrava- 
ganciea la seen in the of Jest 

Aman. lu some of tho9e examples the 
trappm have large hosaea in the form of 
liona^ heads^ with great rings in the Uoim^ 
mouths, and immense tasaels appended to tho 
rings, (See No. 328^) In others, the hotses 
have not only feathers on their heads and 
ncckfi, but even thoir tnila are abundantly 
decorated with plumes. Similar instances ocenr in the 
Toumey-boolt of Duke WiUiam of Bavaria. Steel marries 
elaborately wrought io open-workj forming arabesques, 
bcmldie and other devices, are also of this time. Same- 
titnos letters were intermixed with the other open-work 
oraamenfo, as in the example in tha Tower Armory, Xo. n- 
It has figures of the imperinl eagle and flonr-de-lis, the 
date 1572, Eind the letters iwnssjsjtf ODuoo, all in per¬ 
forated steeL The import of the initiais lias not been 
ascortomed. Such initials ore sometimes those of the 
knight*a motto. Thus, dguros designed for regulating the 
costume of the ttjtaiuctts of the Duke of Saxony in 1524 % 
boar on the eleevo the letters v n k i a cornbinatiDn not 
loss perplexing than the ono given above. Eeferring to

The miBsilu arm and tho hand-am which in the middle- 
ages foraed tho “atreogtli of tho hattie” were the bow 
and the spear j bat in tho course of the Etixtoonth century 
these were Bupctsoded by tho harquebus and tho pike. 
At a later time, when the flro-ann had, by tho addition of 
the bayonet, beoomo a de/mtive as woU as an offensiTO 
weapon, the piko fell into diauBo, and the musquot alone 
foimod the armament of the main body—that ia> of the 
inhuitry. As m all tmoes of transition, there was a certain 
degree of rivalry botweon the advocates of the diftirent 
ai^ and, ns usual in such oases, the old captains bokod 
with little favour on the innovating weapon. The euJoginnt 
of the Pike ^ by Sir William Waad, who was Clerk of the 
Cooncil under Queen Elizabeth and afterwards Lieutenant 
of the Tower, places in a clear light the moritB of this 
ana, « Now, to say somewhat by the way touching your 
anned Pikera; tho mdy body, etreagth, and bulwark in 
the field; it is not a little to be lamented to see them so 
gcneially decayed in this land, giving oumlvca so much 
to that French order of sliot, whereby we have so wonder¬ 
fully weakened oiirselvea, os it is high time to look to the 
restoriug of them again. And yet, touching the um of 
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Bhotj ]t LA a dngalar wi^aponj hemg put into the faandA 
of the skilful and excrdscd soldier (being the pilkis and 
upholdmi of tho pikos^ and witbotit which thera la no 
perfect bodj), so no doubt, on the eontmry part, (Mimiiiitted 
to a coward, or an noskilfal man^a bondlingf it la the pre- 
viest thief in the field; for he robboth pay, conamneth 
Tictnalfl, and elayeth hk own felLows m discbarging behind 
tbeir baeka. And one thing eren is os ill as this, be oon- 
tinnaUy wasteth powder, the moat precioua jewel of a 
piinoe- Whereof I would wish captains not only to rejeot 
sueh aa are altogether xumpt, but also greatly to comtnond 
of them that diaebarge but few shot, and bestow tbcin 
well; fin- it b more worthy of proiae to diBchiirgD fiur and 
leiBurcly, than &8t and umd?ij|edly, the one taking ad¬ 
vantage by warinesa and foresight, whereas the other 
looseth all with rashness and hash But to retxira to the 
piko again; myself being in the Low Countries and in the 
camp, when these great armies were last as^mhled, and 
ponising in every BeveroU regiment the sorting and division 
of weapons, as well as their order and discipline, thcrei 
were two nations (the French king^a, one) tliat hod not 
between them both a hundred pikes; whereof I much 
marvelling, and desiring greatly to know the cause that 
had moved thorn to leave the piko, which in my ooaocit 1 
always judged the strength of the field; hupponlng after¬ 
wards in the company of oertain French captains, some of 
them antieut m years, and such as were of the religion, I 
demanded the reason that had moved them to give over 
that defensiblo weapon, tho pike, and to betake them 
altogether to shot? Not to any dkliking, or other oausei 
said they, but for that we have not such personable bodies 
03 you Englishmen have, to bear theta: noithesr have wc

** MoreoTer they affirmed, that in the time of Kowbavcn, 
if wo hod let them have but 0,000 of oui armed pikea, 
they would have marched through all rramce j ao highly 
esteemed they of the pike, who nevcrtheleflQ in our judge¬ 
ment seem to have given over the same, or to make small 
account thereof 

Bi&ntome also speaks highly of the pikemen, and par- 
tioularly commends some of them for resistmg the allure¬ 
ments of higlier rank and pay^ in order to remain among 
their old comrades of tho ooialot and morion, “I have 
known among our Bands " ho writes, « on indnity of such; 
and they wore not the less honoured and esteemed for ^1*'° 
Gtncy of theire, 1 have heard from divem oaptaina and 
soldiora, who had seen him, that there was in the Spanish 
Bands a pibemaa more thou a hundred ycara of ago, who 
had aervod in all the old wars of the Emperor, and in 
other campaigns, who would never accept a plow of wm- 
mand, w pleasant in his ^es was the life of a simple 
soldier. Yet in such esteem was he held, that the Prince 
of Panna constantly called him to be of his Council, and 
Bought his advice oven in tho conduct of his riegee. And 
most frequently his advice was followed, much to the 
advantage of the Prince and the other captains. What a 
fimey of this honest and hmve old soldier, in his simplo 
cordet, which he always wore, and his pike in his hand, 
to offer oounsel to the greatest commandem! Poesibly he 
did this for glory's sake, for in glory doth the Spaniard 
greatly delight A duel with the pike, strange as such 
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a content may appear^ waa not altagotliaT miknowii. At 
the ^ege of Macrae, after a challenge acDt by one of tho 
Imponaliate to a French knight^ Beigneur de Lotges 
(on tho Frenoh ride) pen&ant eetro choao honteuae qu^un

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The ar^ufibusery^'' of ibo second lialf of the centtuy 
differed but little from tbnt of the earlid' period- There were 
still two kindB of tmnd-gmiB used for DuhtEiry purpose^;

argtuiwc dt c^libr^^ hecaiise the bore of the hitherto 
imdeT no geneml regolation, hut left to the caprice of each 
captain of a bond, was of a determinate aizOp so that the 
cKFimnon otock of bnllets might fit evciy piece in a regi¬ 
ment.

It was Philippe fitioEsd^ Colonel^ Oenend of the Premih

X. p. 67* Thoir numbers in the Tower Catalogue are 
H and Comparo tho figures of n mueqnct and caliver 
in our plate 138. Tho caliver appears to have had a fur¬ 
ther reootnmendatiou^ that it could be discharged much 
more rapidly than the njusquct, 8ir Eoger WdliaBiSj in 
his eneominm of the latter arm, does not deny the quicker 
fire of the former. “The oalivera may say they will 
discharge two shot for one^ but cannot denie that one 
musket shot doth more hurt t ha n two calivers* shot'J^ 
Loudon appears to have been the mar t for the supply both 
of cadivers and muaquets to the rest of the kingdom. In 
1588 tho citizens of Norwich purchase a variety of arms 
and aimour for their soldiery.

gun-makera of Elizabeth’s mign. "GuHt harquebuts fin 
store) 397: to bo new bought within the realm, 409; the 
peeoes made within tbo realm are doable os good as any 
other,^ (li oL xKxvii. p, 477.) The smallcT harquebuB or 
caliver la figured in our muatiation, ITo. 132, from the BqU 
of the Funeral Procession of Sir Philip Sydney in 1586; in 
lost Amon, plates 145 and 148; in Hefner’s Tracfitm, 
pL 77; in Add. MS., 18,286, fd. 74; and compare the 
similar anna, though for the chase, in Stradanus, 1578. 

Tile figure from the Sydney toU (132) ia named a 
'■Hargibuzirc.** It will be observed that, while the 
"Muster** in the same prooession wears the Collar of 
Bandiliers, tho Larquobuaior came.s the Flask only. In 
the Horwieh document cited above we afro find tho odivec 
aoeompanied by the flask: "calyrera with flasks and toudte- 
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boxeia,*^ And ogain^ at page 19 of tho same irork^ 
to nonry Bado,^ for a flask and toncliebox for a calyror, 
iij. Tirf.” The mnaqnete, howeveTj lioya f^otnotiiDcs the 
flask and toneh-box” in lieu of the handilicrs. (liid.j 
p, 11.) The mticbK!i]rTed Btoek seen ik out example^

The nmsquet of this time is very di^tinetly represented 
in tho Bidnoy figure, No. 133, with its serpentine over¬ 
hanging tho priming-^piui, and its great trigger, to ba 
pressed by tho whole ban d. In aomc instances, the barrel 
hofi a sight in the form of a short tube, as may be seen in 
the vignette at the end of tbia division (Xo- 135), Other 
piotoiial examples of the musquet will be fotind in dost 
Aman, plate 149, and in the subjeGts illustrating the Duke 
of Alva^a administration in the Low Countiiee, 1563-8

In 1693) Sir Itichard Hawkins, in the account of Ha 
TTOyago to the Bontb Soei, writes:—General MichaeU 
Angell demanded for what purpose Beired the little &hort 
amwes which wc had in our Shippo, and those in so great 
quantitie. I satisfied them that they were for our mus¬ 
kets. They ate not ae yet in use amongst the Sponiaids, 
yet of eiugul^ effect and execution, as our enemies con¬ 
fessed ; for the upper workc of their shippes being musket 
proofe, in all places they passed through both sides with 
famlitie, and wrought extraordinary disasters.” The enemy, 
witnessmg these marvels, sought to imitate the attack of 
their assailants; but herem they failed, ^*for that they 
wanted the tampkins, which are first to bo driten homo, 
before the arrow be put in; and, aa they understood not 
the secret, they rejected them as unoertHue, and therefore 
not to be used. Sut, of all the shot now a-dayca, for the 
annoying of an encmie in fight by sea, few are of greater 
tPoment for many respectSp which t hold not conrenlent to 
treat of in pnblique In 1695 a royal eommissiotL ap¬ 
pointed to ascertain the strength of tho navy, and the 
military stores in baud at divers stations, finds at the 
Tower, “ Musket orrowes, 893 ehefe, 13 arrowie, and one 
oBsc foil for a demi culvering:” at Woolwich, “Muaket 
arrowes, with 33 shefc to be uew fet&ered^ 24 shefe 
18 arrowes!” at Eiooheeter, “ Musket arrowes, 983 ehefe, 
6 ojTowes; musket arrowea with fior woorkes, 109 shefe 
4 airowes.” Those last wore for burning the sails of ships. 
Lord Terulam mentions them also, calling them sprighls/” 
“ It is certain, he says, that we had in use at one time for 
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9ca Sghtj short anows, which they isall sprights, withmit 
any other heads save wood Bharpenod, which wore dis- 
ehargod out of a:^iiBketfl and would pionco through the sides 
of flhips.” %Vhat liOiti Verulnun exproasly nffinriB geems to 
bo implied by ull the extracts wo hoTe givejij namely that 
the muaquet-fliTQw was used for tuiTal sendee oaly# Its 
form is Tery dietinctly aeon in the subjeot troin Talturiiis, 
copied in Dibdin^s BiMhikeca Spenceriam^ iY* 47* The 
mfitrumeiLt from whioh it is propelled, indeed, is not 
in that matance a muHqnet, but a larger description of 
“ gonne hut even this fnnall deriatiDn oonfirms the 
general eTideuce to ho doHyed hfotn the example, for 
wo hBTe floen that part of the arrowa in the Tower store 
were “ for a dcmi-oulvorine.” 

It may bo further noted that in the sixteenth eentory 
the weapoti-Bmitlis had a particular delight in eotnhttimg 
the gnn with Turious other antiB. Thus, we have the 

pole-ax with gotmea/^ tho **alaugh-sword with gonnes at 
t'hendle and crosaeand with the gun was also united the

be printed, with engravinga illustrating the osercifte of the 
Targetiers, as practised by his own body-guard". Mont-

“Practice of Anns** puhllahed 
in 1503, writes:—** Of tho targettiers, those in the ffrst 
tanltoB have targets of proofe, the test light targets. 
These should be made of wood, either huoped or honed 
with jTon, in form ovall, three foote and a halfo in length, 
and two foote and a halfo in breadth. Against archers, 
targets ore a very sure defanoo, and dangwuufl to the 
enemy after that men come to dose. They are now dis¬ 
used, though moat excellent in all aervioea, save against 
boi^men in the plaine field. Targottieiu are very effectual 
against shot, and mortal to piketaon. Ae only the first 
rankea of shot discharge, as the first targets bo of proofe, 
if once they come to reach shot with their swords, they 
put gTHit numbers oat of the fielde,” The “tondeKera’' 
were employed at the siege of Saint-Jean d’Angdi in 1021 * 
on which occasion the French king {Louis XIHJ rigni- 
fied to his Gnmd-Mastcr of the ArtiUerr ^is intention to 
revert to nse of the target, judging it to be of great 
service. It does not appear, however, adds DanieL who 
has recorded this cireumatance, that the project was ever 
J»med into effect'. The Scotch highlands, it is well 
known, mamtnined till a very into period their armament 
of sword and target. They employed these arms in the 
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^xpcditLon of M6; and oTen later: “I re* 
mamlxsr, saju Groaej aiany private man of the old highlaEd 
regiment in Flandara m tho yeaifi 1747 and 1748j aitned 
with targeta, whiali, tho' no part of their nnifom, they 
were permitted to oairy The appeanuaoe of the Scoteh 
soldiery at the close of the sixteenth oentuty may be seen 
in the 200th plate of KuoMcr^s Auf^u^ Sttt9r3pU\ 
Eieh targate, of which examplos are to bo found in all 
ajctenHive mnaoiiTns of armonTp appear to have bean oeca' 
flionally tLScd in aotieti, though probahly, for the most part, 
employed on ceremonial occoflions. At the eiego of Ostoad 
in iBOl, the troopa of Bir hhnnois Yore, after a contest 
with the Spmiiurda, brought in gold ohains, Spanish 
pifitols, buff jorkinsi Bpaaifih cn^soeka, bhdea, swordaj and 
targets; among the rest, one wherein was anammeled in 
gold the seven Wortluea, worth seven or eight hundred 
gilders".'^ In the Tower are preserved specimenB both 
of rich and plain targets of this time, inclnding those of 
the Bcoteh- And it is not unworthy of notiee that, in tha 
omamentation of their ahields, tho highlanders retained 
the old pattema of interwoven bands f hmiliar to us in the 
works of the Anglo^axons. 

The cost of the soldiers’ coate at this period was wry 
variable. In the S^orwiob acconnta of 1687 und 1688 we 
have them at Bs.

^^hia Princely doth observe aa the perfecteat and best 
patterne in the uaing of the Calivers, Muaketa and Plkea.^^ 
The equipment of the Mnaquetter oonaista of muaqnet^ n»t| 
bandohera^ primer (or “ toiich-boi”)^ buUebbag (or ptim), 
mnteh-cord, and aword. The buUet-b^ is not aeen in the 
subject before ns, but appears in the group at page 701^ 
copied from the same work] where also is well shewn 
the oomparatiye ske of the musquet and caiiTer. Prom 
the yolumo of Hexham, Principles of the Art Militarie, 
practised iu the Warrea of the United JTetheriandfl^” pub- 
liahed m 163Ti we !eam that the most $iurd^ men wore 
preferred for the mosquetiers^ In raiamg a company, he 
tella us^ the captain “onght to make choiso of the taller 
and abler men for his pikea, and of the shorter, atmngeri 
and well sot, with good leggoaf for his muikottieTa; yea, 
sneh as may be able to endure both haidahip and labour.” 
And tbo same author jndiciouBly advises ^^tbe good mua- 
kettira^^ to the " avoyding antique and dancing postures, 
which barotofbre havo beeua taught by some officera, but 
uow la growne ridicnloua, not beseeming and becommlng 
the grave comportment and carriage of a souldieVp” (p. 9.)

From another ourioua boolt of this tune, England'^ TraiO' 
ings,’* by Edward Darios, publiahed in 1(319, wo loam 
that Milan still held tho firat place for the manufacture 
of guns. “Miika choice of a Mylian peoce, for they bo 
of tough and perfect temper, light, square, and biggo of 
brooch, and veiy strong where the powder doth lie, and 
where tho violent force of the fire doth conriat, and not- 
wiLhstaoding thinne at tho end. Our Englifth peaces 
Approach very neare unto them in goodnesse and beautie 
{their heavinease only excepted.}, bo that they bo mode of 
purpose, and not one of those ootmnon eale pceeee with 
round barrelB,’* &Ot Of fiaaks and bandoliers this writer 
Bays;—" Those souldiera which in our time have beena for 
the most part levied in the low ccuntries have nsad to bang 
upon their neches, upon a baudricke or border, or at their 
girdles, certaine pipes, which they call chargeH, of copper 
and da, made with covers, which they thinke m skirmish 
to bee the more leadie way. But the Spaniard, dispieing 
that order, doth altogether use his flaake. The Frenchman 
both Charge and flaske. But some of onr English nation 
iAeir pocket; whieh, in respect of the danger of the eparka 
of their match, the unoortaine charge, the eipence and 
epoile of powder, the disoommoditio of wet, I account more 
apt for the show of a triumph than fit for the field in a day 
of flerrioe in the &oe of an enemy." The muequet-rest ia 
to have “a atring, which, tied and wrapped about hia 
wrest, yeelda him oommaditie to tiaine his stuffe after him 
whitest he in skirmish doth charge hia mnaket afieeb." 
" His fiasko and touch box must keep* hia powder, hia 
purse and mouth' his buUuta." “Borne, contrary to the

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Iflwea of the field, use ohaiDe^ahot, and qiiarter-ahoti ttIuoIl 
is good m the defeixea of a breach, to keep a forLtesaap or 
upon Bbip-board; but, being daily used, it mtl ^ule a 
peecc within and put it in hassard to braake,” The inaauer 
of these muskot eham-sbot we learn from Sit Biehard 
Hawkins, who names them in his “ Voyage to the South 
Sea,small ahott, joyned two and two togethor with 
peeces of wyer of five or aixo ymohei long, which, shot out 
of mufiketSp are of good effect, font tearing the sayles or 
cutting the tackling.” (Section liin) Both mnsquet and 
caliver are to be fired, not from the shonIdeTp hut from the 
brea&t. Thus, in the mstruddons of Prince Maurice: In 
flrbg, the muskettier is “to set the muaket hard ageinst 
the breat; for it is so, mote graceftiU; bcsidcB^ he shall 
not lay hie eheeke to the stocke before he hnYo set the 
musket to his brost, because it hath other wayea no ^ce,“ 
4c. Plate 12 of the Mnsqueticra and Plate 11 of the 
Caliver-men lUustrato t-tiiB mode of discharging the piece. 
On the maroh, during rainy wither, the soldier is advised 
to haTO a case for his mnaqnet, and for the match an 
“artificiall pipe of pewter hanging at hts girdle, m the 
coale by wet or water go not ont.” (Davies.) This pipa 
is figured by Word (p. 394), and described by him m “ of 
tinno or iatten, made like on elder pipe, about a foot longi 
with divers holes on eythcr side, like the holes of a fiute, 
to let in the ayra to keepe the match from cjEtinguiahing." 
This instrument, ho says, was invented by the Prince of 
Orange, for a night attack, “ to carry the light matches in, 
so that the sparks of them might not he discovered

Fiem a passage of Davies, it appears that the <'abot” 
wore sometimes olothed in armour, a practice that he cm- 
pbntically oondenms, Ueing loaded, ho say^ *^with a 
heavio shirt of male, and a burganet, by that time they 
hare marehed in the heat of Bommer, or deepe of the 
winter, ton or twelve HngHsh miloa, thoy are more apt to 
rest than ready to fight” The "shirt of nude” he holds 
to be especially dangoroua, "if a number of those emnll 
pecces Bboidd bee driven into a man’s body by a hullot." 
The caliver seems to have gone out of feahion soon after 
1630, for Hexham, in 163T, eays, "Ibraamnch as of late 
feres there ore now noe CaUivera in a foote Companie ” &c. 

The urffw or engine formed of a group of minuet 
hartels fixed in a fimne, so as to be discharged in a volley, 
wBfl still in repute. It is described by Ward, 1639, and 
called by him a "Frame of mimqucts;” its purpose’ "to 
dofend a breach, being fired with a trein.” In a MS. 
Surrey of the Towor in 1679, wc hare;_

in militorie exezdse bringath tittle henedto or proflte/’ 
In tho charge (fig. 14) the pikemaa is to have “ tho right 
arm strotoht oat, haringe the pike well in tbo ri^t hftTid^ 
setting the left elbowe £ut against the hippo.’* On an 
attack by horse, *‘ho aball sot the pike against tho tight 
fbote, and draw bio sword ovnr the left armo.” The man- 
ner of this action is exemplified by plato 26. The re¬ 
mainder of the fignres are of inferior interest MnTlfhriTn , 
in his “ Sonldieis Aooidence," 1625, dirsots the captain to 
be careful that sU hie pikeman have good oombe-caps for 
their heads (see our iiliifitiatiDn), well lined with quilted 
eapa, euraoes for their bodies of nimble and good mould, 
being high pike proo^ large and well compact gordgetts for 
their neckes, fayre and cloao joyned taohas (tassots), to 
arme to the mid-thigh r as far the pouldinn or the vsnt- 
bruoa*, they may bo spared, because they aio but oumber- 
ooroe‘. All this aimour is to bo rather of rusBot, 
or hlacike oolonr, than white or milled^, for it will koepe 
the longer from rust. Tb^ ahall have strong, straight, 
yet nimble pikes of ssh wood, well headed with steel, and 
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armed with plates downwattl from the head, at leaat foure 
and the length of every pike shalbe fifteene foote 
besides the head. Theae pike men shall also have good^ 
^harpe^ aad hroade swonls fof whieh the Turkic and 
Bilboe are hee!), atrong soabbardHp cbflpt with iroDj girdle^ 
hsmgerSj or bautricke of strong leather. And laetly, if to 
the pikeman^s head peenc be fastened a small ring of iron, 
and to the right aide of his hack peece (below his girdle) 
an iron hoohe^ to hang his ateele cap npon^ it wiU be a 
great ease to the souldieri and a nimble carnage in the 
time of long marches.” As we have beforo seen (page 695) 
the taller and abler men” nro to bo chosen for the pikes, 
while the shorter iind more stnrdy are assigned to the 
fire-amia. H^xham^ in IfiSTy gives to the captains two 
various amingSi one for battle and one for the march — 
”for a Captame nmrehlngf a light Armour pistol! proofe^ 
but upon seryiee^ an Armour and a Head pcece of high 
proofcj hilling on with his pike.” 

The price of the piketnan's annonr and weapon, accord¬ 
ing to the Rates of T Car. I., wasfor the whole Corslet, 
or Foatfuan^s armour^ rnssetted; viz. breast, back, tassetS| 
combed head-peeoc lyned, and gorget lyned, 2ar, The 
pike, vijs. etidfCj head, socket, and for colouring, 4 j. 6<ip” 
(Hymer, xix, 314.) 

The ordinary pikeman being assailable by the enemy^s 
shot before his own weapon conld be brought into play, 
it waa sought to give him the advantage of a missile action 
by uniting the long-bow to the pike. William ^fcad, the 
inventor of this arm, pnhiished in 1625 tho postures of the 
exercise and a treatise on the advantage to be derived 
firoin it» A few of the figures are copied by Grose, voL L 
page S54. Ward, in 1639, gives an cugxaving of an 
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amlogous impkment^ adding: “ qnefitionlease^ in the tim^i 
of stonnio wet weather^ tlieae Bowes wonld doo groat 
aeirico, when the Mus^uot cannot be diBohnrged fot wet>^’ 
And in the **^MiIitejy Obaerratiojis” by Captain Tenn, 
in 1672, we reailt—“As the Muaquetteor is aeonrcd hy 
the gallant invention of the Half-Pike; any stnmge eye 
would think it very nnjust that eneh Numbers of the 
Pike-men should be slain by the shot^ and not able to 
reaust and offend agoing 1 eould therefore eay mnoh for 
the Long Bow to be joynod with the Piko, bow tkeir 
ahowers of Arrows will geul and teirifio the Soraef wound 
and hurt the SouldioTf both on Home and Foot, So if 
should be duly pfirformed, all hands would be fightingi 
and all in a readineafl for aeLf-preservalion,^^ (p* 39,) 
Another oomh-ination with the pika recommeniled at thiB 
time wm the “revolver*'^ This ia very clearly deeoribed 
by Word in hia Animadyeraionfl of Warre:” it is to be 
a pike with three petronel barrels and one IcKsk, “the 
tonch-holea of these Barrels to tame to thn looke one 
after another.” Other pikes were “ armed with wild-fiie,” 
and these were “for defence of breach, port, or bridge.” 
(Ward.)

FiGCfiE of fl Pi&tolier, CuTulicr or Cuiitissior, 6om Captain 
Cmso^s '*Militarie Instructioiifl for tba Cavallrle/* 1632. 
The pbtolkr waa tha heavy-armed horseman whOj when 
the lanco fell into diaimej took the place of the audeiit 
nian-at-aniiB. He is the more modem repriesentatite of 
the medieval knightn CmsOj who furnishes this picture 
of the cuirassier, givea ue also a very dear accduot of hia 
origin and arming :■—The Cniraasicr is to be armed at 
all points, and aocouted with a hqffe oeat under his anos^ 
like the Laimce. Hia horse not inferiour m stature and 
strength, though not so swift. [Kot under 15 hondB high 
—m wofe.] He must have 2 coses with good firelock* 
pistols hBUgiug at hia saddle, the barrell of 18 inches long, 
and the boro of 20 bullets iu the pound (or 24 rowling in), 
a good sword stifle and sharp pointed hie the Lancier. 
This sort of Cavallrie is of late inventioiu namely by the 
Genbones: for when the Landers proved hard to be 
gotten^ first, by reason of their horaea, which must be 
very good and exceedingly well exercised : secondlyj by 
reason thdr pay was abated through scarcitie of money t 
thirdly and principally, because of the scarcity of such as 
were pmetiaed and exorcised to me the lance, it being a 
thing of much labour and [ndustty to learn: the Cuira^ier 
wajj invanted, onely by discharging the lanoicr of hie 
lance. He is to have a boy and a mggu, to carry Ma spare 
arms and oat sack, and to get him ferrage. He is to wcaro 
R skarf [of the Princes colour whom he serreth—chap* xx.]. 
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He ifl to hare his bHdle made 'with a cbain, to preratit 
catting, and ho must be voiy oarefiUl to have all his 
fumituTD strong and nsefiill.” (Chap. jtiiiLJ Platea 1 to 17 
cihibit IhD eiemiao of the cuiiaseier with the wheoldwh 
pistol, while in plates IS to 21 we hare tho exercise with 
the “snap-hane pistolL" That the “flrclodt'’ meint the 
wheel-lock in these times, there is ahundnnt evidenea to 
prom. This passage of Ward(‘* AnimadmraioiiB,” eh, eriL 
p. 293^ raaj' suffice:,—-•* The firelocke is suiBst to give fire, 
and not so apt to bo out of kilter; beaides, they wiU iwAwa 
ipand 24 bonres together without Imrtmg them.” Tho 
^t-look pistol or "Btiap-hane" (German ScAnappAaHn) 
is here shewn in its early form, from an example in the 
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Tower. It is of German manoiaeturc and has the Nnrem,, 
horg stamp on the barrel: its date about 1640. It will be 
observed that the Steel does not cover the pan, hut with 
Its fhrrowed face stands ready to throw down its shower 
of sparks into the open pan, when struck by tho flint 
The earliest notice of a flint arm observed by the writer 
is that already <iunted from the first volume of tho 
«Norfolk Arahffiology,” the iBcord of a payment by tho 
Chamberlain of Norwioh in 168fi “ to Henry Hadoe, smyth 
for making one of the old pUtoiJs with a anapphimoe ond 
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R HOW dtHJE foj- it.” (page 16.) It appears agam in the 
Hcngniye InTontory of 1003^ published m Gagers Anti¬ 
quities of Hengrave:” the entry is of smpliamicea 

and two little poohet dagges".” (pRg^ earliest 

real flint arm yet noticed is that lately preaerved in the 
Hoyal Military Eepoaitory at Wwlwich, but now placed 
m the Tower Armory^ No* i#. It is dated 1614^ k richly 
choaed and ofmamented, and from its si^e and the devicee 
upon it of the rose and thistle (inlaid in silver), appears 
to have belonged to f rince Charleaf the aon of James 

The pistol in the hand of out cavaUeTj it wiU be obser?ed| 
is a wheet-lociL In hia nttaoh, (rererting to Hie Ingtruc’^ 
tioaa” of CmEo^) having discharged his pistols^ the Cui- 
Tusfiier is employ hia sword; whereof the best manner 
of using h to place the pumaiell of it upon his right thigh, 
as is shewed in the posture 22 (this is copied by Grose, 
L 3G4). Being past his enemie, he is to mahe a back blow 
at him, aiming to cut the buckle of his pouldron \ whereby 
he dkarmeth one of his bmhn,” %V"ard, 1639, recom¬ 
mends HU onslaaght upon the enemy’s bridle. - The 
principall thing required is to diaabie your adversary by 
hacking a two the Baynos of his bridle, or the Buckles of 
his Ponldrons, whereby ho shall be disabled from making 
any reflistance.” (p. 301*) 

Tho price of the ctiirasBier^s body-Bnnour, Including the 
head-piece—a ** close caske lyncd,^^—according to the 
Bates of 7 Car. I., was £4 10a. The pair of wheel-lock 
pistols with appurtenances is sot down at £3; the pair of 
borseman^a flint pistok, at £2* (Ryuicr, nix, 314.)

For offeiLsiTO arms, he must have the harquo- 
bu9c of two foot and a halflong, (the bore of 17 bullets in 
tho ponnd, rowling in,) banging on a bolt by a swivdl a 
fladt, touch-boi, and pietoU like the cuirassiers (os some 
writers bavo it). His horse aheuld not bo under 15 baud 
high, being swift and well managed.'' (Chap, xxiv.) On 
reference to our plate, it will bo seen that tho ^n, 
a wheel-loek, and by the side of the soldier hongs the 
“key" oc apatmer by which the mechanism was wound up 
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Thi§ epauQeir was coniMiiBd with thei pTiiii€r or touch-' 
box, oa noticed by Sirtoii:—Is def Iny aendm (a 
ratqnobiiBier i chCTal) do petit fla$qiiet pour le pulvciin 
on ailmnette." (p* 17*) Examples will bo found m the 
Tower coUection under the KO 0 . It^ ^ and IJ. Somctimos it 
was allied with a poigimrd (see Willemiii, voL ii* pi 282,) 
and oocasionally the powder-float jrimdAr to the one in our 
print was contrired to Beire as a winder by having a 
squaw aperture made near its brood end. “ The barque- 
buso difiereth nothing trorn the csmbine in lengthy but only 
in the bore/' soys Cniso (chap. xxx). The rdatire size 
and nature of the carbine, harquebus and musquet of this 
tune will, however, bo best shewn in a tubular view ^^

According to the Hates of 7 Car. I., the " pricea of the 
ports of the armour for a Harquehnzier ou horecback 
mssetted^^ were os follows!—Breast of pistoll pitxjfe, ixt. 
Backoj viis. Gorgett, liii^ Hesdpeeco with great chcekii, 
and a barr before the face, “ Jor a horqiiebiize with 


a firelock and belte, swiFcUj fiosko, key, mould, wonae, 
and Bcowrer, £1 16f.” (Bymer, ilk. 314.) 

It may be here remarked that the device of rifling 
barrels began about the commeucomeut of thia century. 
The earliest patent in the Patent Office of London i$ dated 


24 June 1635. The gunfimith undertakes “to rifle, cntt 
eut, and eorewe barrels, as wide or as close, or as deepe or 
as ehallowe, Ofl ahalbo required, and with great ease."

and it will probably soon become a maxim of war, never

The Hmgoai » says Crtiso in 1632, «j, of two kindes • 
Pike and Musket. The pike is to have a thong of leather 
about the middle of the pike, for the more commodious 
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oarrying of it The musketi^r ie to haTe a or belt 
fostned to the atook thercofp ahnoat from the one end to 
the othfiTj hy vhioh (being on hoTwshack) he hangsth it at 
his book, keeping his burning matbb and the bridle, in the 
loft bond, Hih. horse is of the least price, the use thereof 
being bat to expedite his ntaroh, allighting to do hifl 
Borrioc.” (Chap. xx¥-} He howeTer, aceoBianally to 
attack from the saddle;—Tho mueketieT must exeroiao 
himself to giTo fire on horseback, os the Karqnebasior. 
Homg come to gaard a passage or to do any other the tike 
serrioe, they are to aUJght, and to demean themselTes as 
Infrmterie; every of them casting his bridle over the neck 
of his Bido-mano horse, in the eaina order os they toarched: 
keeping them so together, by the help of such as are there- 
njito especially appointed :*^—"ho that, vrhea tonne men 
alight, the eleventh holdeth their horses i so that to eveiy 
troope of 120, there is 132 men allowed.”

On the Authority of the Scffoit ibiVi of Mehw Hamel 
refera the origin of the dragoon to the Marshal He Brissac, 
when commanding the French forces in Piedmonts The 
nsefnlnefla of the arm being soon teoognisedj similar bodies 
were formed by the Spaniards and other nations ^ Wal- 
hausen^ who wrote abont the some titne^ and whose book 
(in German) was translated into French in 1615, Bays;—

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tems.^’ Markluira, in Lia “ Souldicrs Acddence,” 1646, 
fla]rs: ■—** The arnica defetifliTe of the drageona are an 
open head-piece with cheeka, and k good bode coat with 
deepe akirta: for offonaiva iinues they huTo a faiio dragon, 
fitted with an iron worke, to ho caiyed in a belt of 
leather, which is buckled orer the right shotdder, having 
a tumill of iron with a ring, through which the piece 
rmmea up and dnwue. And these dragons are short 
pieces of sixtocu inches the batroU, and full muaquot bore, 
with firelocks or anaphnuncefi^ also a bolt, with a flaske, 
piyming box, key , and hnllot hog, and a good sword> 
These dragoona m their marches are allowed to bo eleven 
m 8 rank or file, because when they serve, it is many times 
on foote, for the maintenance or sujyrmng of stmight 
wayes, bridges, or foords,” &c.

in the form of a dragon's head (whicli it never had). Just 
as a cannon was called a fimpeat or a Falcon, and a large 
harciueboa a Musqnet ffrom a bird of prey of

A manuscript “Treatise of War,” of 1G49 cited bv 
Grose ^ hasEach diagoonier should canlyo at hL 
girdle two swyn feathers or foot pallisados, of 4^11 length, 
headed with sharp forked iron heads of fi inches length. 
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and a shaip mm foot to stick into the ground for their 
defeiaco sgainst horse." 

Tho transition from infantry to cavnliy is oosily trace- 
able, Meizo tells ns that the mnsqueta giren to the 
(Irafioong cm thaLr first institution were soon found to be 
inoanvenient, from the embanassnient caused by the lighted 
mfit^-cord to men on horeebEick. They, thereforej toceived 
in lieu, wheel-look arquebuses. From the Manual for the 
English troops, published by royal conunand in 1682, we 
find that the dragoon of that day bad fusil", bayonet (to 
be put intQ the barrel"), cartridges*, primer, and sword. 
About 1720, Daniel gives us a plate of the dragoon of hia 
time: he is armed with fiisil and bayonet, and eairies at 
his saddle-bow a pistol and a hatohot*. (Vol ii pi. 7,) 
In the “Mflitaiy Dictionary," printed in 1737 at the end 
of the English vertaon of tho Memoirs of the Marquis de 
PouquiOT 0 % the dragoons are still “ Musqueteors mounted, 
who servo Bomotinis on Foot, and Eometimes on Horre- 
back, as Oooarion requireB. In a Battle or npon Attacks, 
they are commonly tho Forlorn Hope, being the first that 
feU on,” In 1786 Qrose contributes an cugraTing of thig 
Eoldiar: he osrries his fusil slung by a broad belt over his 
left ahonlder. (Tol. L p. 112.) In the plates to Colonel 
Koehler’s English tianslation of General Waraery’s “Be- 
marka on Cavalry,” engraved about 1800, wc have several 
representations of the Engliah dragoons of th^t day. The 
light Drugoon oorries sword and fuail and wears a “ helmet” 
with crest of bear-skiu. (Fates 2 and 11.) The Heavy 

Thw dlsI-lDGk tra, qnstkr ntilnt tlw taiwli jltn. 
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Dzagoon has sword and fiiflil, and wears a oookfid liat with 
feather. The “Light Dragoon earkine with bayonet” of 
1808, may be aeon among the arms in the Tower (Ifo. £)• 
Om cavalry regiments sdll cany dio-arms (both carbines 
and pistols), bat the sword is their weapon of stnmgth, 
and the ponderous troopen of to-day probably look with 
little oomplaoency on their spur-tess predecesaors of the 
derenteentb century, mounted on “lee tuojudrea chevaux 
qu’on pent avoir/' snd sent forth to “ demoane themsdvaa 
Bfl infanteiie” m suoh small enteipriBos as “ the surpiiziDg 
of straight wayea, bridges, or foords.”

PoffiTiAiT of Count PappenhoiiHj ttio colobTated imperial 
gsiLDral^ slain at Liitzen in 1632 ^ la tluB oostomo wo see 
the last phaso of the defensive equipment of ateel^ aa eitt- 
ployed by cavalry leaders.

voh iv* pi. 12, toL v^ pL 6, vol, vi. pL 6j and voL vtii- pL 16, 
A bijff-ooat of thia time m figured in detail ?ti Groso'a 

Andont Amour,plate 39. The crusade against body- 
armoiir had, however, begun at a much earlier period. 
In the sixteenth century we find the oniraas set at naught 
hy many of the bolder apirits of Northern Europe j though, 
as usued, there wiis much diversity of opinion aa to the 
propriety of the chungep A passage of the ** Ohservationa 
of Sir Eiohani HawHnfl in hia Yoiage into the South Sea 
anno Domini 1593'' describes quaintly the feeling of the 
old captains in favour of casque and corslet, I had great 
preparation of nrraoura/' he tells ns, well of proofe^ os 
of light coraietta, yet not a mmi would use them; but 
eeteeuied a pott of wine a better defence than an armour 
of prrofe. Which trucly was great madneasep for if the 
Spaniard Burposfieth us in anything, it is in his temperance 
and sufiering j and where he hath hod the better band of 
uBj it hath beenc, for the most part, through our own feUyi 
for that we will fight unarmed with him being armed* 
Besides that the eleighteat armour sccureth the parts of a 
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man’s body from pike, irwiopd, and all hand weapons, it 
likewiae giveth boldticese and courage. Therefore, in time 
of warre, each as follow the profession of armee, by ae* 
or by fowf, ought to covet nothing more to bo well 
armed. Wherein tho Spaniah untioa deiserveth oommend- 
ation above others, every one, from the higbeet to tbo 
lowest, putting their greatest oare in ptoviding fairo 
and good anues. He which cannot eome to the price of 
a Corslet, will have a coat of mayle, a jackett, at least 
a baffe*jerkiii, or a privie ooate. And hardly will they bo 
found without it, albeit they Uvo and serve^ for the most 
part, in extreame hott countries. Whereas I have knowne 
many bred in cold coantries, in a moment complaine of 
the waight of their anuos, that they smoother them, and 
then cast them oif, chusing rather to be shott through 
with a bullet, or lunched through with a pike, or thrust 
through with a sword, then to endure a little travailo 
and suffering*.” 

In our No. 146, the picture of the Portuguese general, 
Halhiiis de Albuquerque, from the Zavto do Etiado do. Jiwfio 
Orienial^ dated in 1646 *, we have an example of the pciti- 
nacious arming of the peninflukr hoioes so muck approved 
by our gallant sea-captain; and from other ovidenocs wo 
learn that both the Itolknfl and the Spaniards ratoined 
their men-at-wma longor than the other nations of Europe. 
The oondet of Albuquerque is of bright steel with gold 
border. From the close helmet at his foot, we may infer 
that this defence was to he donned before going into 
action. Nearly a hundred yeaie later than the philippic 
against the milet nttdta by SirKohard Hawkins, we find 
Ivord Orroiy in his “ Treatise of the Art of Wat"' stiU 
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mamtaining the efficacy of defensive onnonr. He recom- 
Enende that at leant the front and flania of every troop 
should be atmed, “namely^ with badk^ breast, and pott” 
Ifor do 1 mneh value,he odda, what our young (Sallantfl 
muy say, that in their Honhletfl they will eharge as far oa 
any in their Armor; clncc the buciuesfl is^ not who dared 
go to be killed, but who dares venture hifl Life on the beet 
terms to ebtaiu the Viotory.” (p. 33.) In Tlarkhom^s 
Souldieta Aecidence,’* 1645, we have a description of the 
arming of the vorioufi OfEcora of oavtdryj fi^amed in the 
View of a retention of the more fall oquipmout Now for 
the anuiiig of tho superior Offloers, yon Hholl uudotstand 
that a Captmn^ o/ Ouiramer<a may bo armed at all peeoes, 
cap a pe^ m such sort aa I ahowed for the Gentlemen at 
artnes, only he almll have no laonco nor battle aie, but 
only hie pktoU and sword. Eia own head, his horae^fl 
head, and his horse^a buttocks, may be plumed t he may 
load his men with a white tninehcon charged on his right 
thigh. His place is on the head of hU bwpo before the 
trumpet,*^ &c. 

“The Limiemni may he armed to the knee like the 
captame, and hie own head and his horse^e plmned, Hib 
place ifl the reare^ Eind in marches he may cany a trun¬ 
cheon, but of a thicker eize than that of the captaino. 

“ The Com^i ahall be armed and homt in aH points like 
the Lieutenant j onely, instead of the truncheon, bee shall 
carry charged on his right thigh, hie Captaine^a Comet, &c. 

“The Osptmn& of th shall be anned, 

horst, and accoutered, at all points, like the Lieutenant of 
Cuirassieres; and the Lieutmmt of Hargohmskreo like 
the Comet of Cuiraasierefl; and tho Comet of S&rffoim^es 
like a private gentleman of the troopc of Ouiraasiefos. 
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“ Tba Captaine of Dragoiu filial] be armed like the Lieu- 
tooaDt of the Uorgabosaiem; the Limtemvit of Drsgsm 
like the Comet of HargobusBieree, the cornet and pistolfi 
excepted (for be shall cany tbe weapons of hio owtie 
tioope); and the GuyJon of ih« Dragom abaJl bo wtned 
like a priyate gentlemaii of the bargobuaaiers. And hero 
it is to bo noted, that the difference betwixt the cornet 
and the guidon is much; for the guidon is the first eolouiB 
that any Gocunandor of horuo can let flie in the field t this 
geydoa is cf damask hinged, and may he ebniged cither 
with the crest of him that is the owner thereof, or with 
other deviao at Ms pleasure. It fa in proportion three foot 
at the least deepe In the top, next the fitaffo, and npon the 
staSb, and so extendeth downo narrower and narrower to the 
hottome, where the endo is sharpe, but with a slit divided 
into two peaks a foot dcope: the whole guidon is sixo foote 
longe, and ahculdc be carried upon a lanco staffe. If the 
captoino (owner of this guidon) sball doe a good dales ser¬ 
vice, or ptodaoc from his yertue scunothing worthy advance¬ 
ment, BO that ho is called to a bettor command, as to lead 
hargobusaiermi or ouirassierea, then the gancTBl or officer 
in chiefs shall with a knife out away the two peaks, and 
then it ia miide a oomet, which fo ionfftr toay iAan 
if (after that) hee doe anything worthily, whereby 
he ia made by the King or supreme, either hmniuet or 
baron, then ahaU his comet be madc/u/ syaars in fomo 
of a banner, which none may carry in the fieldo on horse¬ 
back, under those degrees. Now if these noble oufitoms 
be neglected, and that men out of ambition, usuipation, 
ignorance, or oonniTance, take to themselvea other Kbor- 
ties; let those great knowlodges which have command of 
armies refonno it; or else vertue wiU mt moumiuge at the 
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lEiddcr footo, because aboo hath tiot onfi true rouiud left lo 
znouut by,” 

The chjiDge that soon took place in thesd reguJatioixs we 
learn from Turoer^a Pallas Armah^ written in 1670 :““In 
former times^” he tells us, a Captain tmtmhed at the head 
of his Company with a Head-pieocj a Cotsletp and a Gorge^ 
all high Pfool^ and no did the Lieutenant in the Beer, 
But you may now travel oyer many pkcea of Christendom 
heforo you see many of those Captains and lieutenfmts. 
The difference of the Armour was none, but that the Cap¬ 
tains Helmet was dccomtod with a Plume of FeatherUp the 
Lieutenants not. The Feathers you may perudTcntnre 
yet find, but the Headpieoo for most part is laid aaidc^” 
(Chap. xL Pp 222.) 

In the annexed sketch of a commonderi we haye the 
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annfliii' and plumfla of th-o old orduiance ijj all tiiflir iq- 
tegrjty. It m from the engraved title-page of Ward*a 
» AnimadvcTBioait of Warro,” publitihod in 1G3Q, 

Tho awonl of Count Pappenhieijii has tho ^ord fonned 
with crosB-pioce, fingor-loop, broncheg and pieroad shell. 
The sword-hilts of this contmy underwent now modi- 
fications as tho age wom on, but in the first half of it 
most of the forms commoti in tbo preceding period are atm 
found side by side with the more reoent feiahians. The 
eomplix ffuardSf of which so many real spccimena have 
come down to our times, ato among the most Btriking of 
the noTdtiea; and of these o rich series of cotemporaiy 
csjnnplee will be found among Vandyko^s Portraits—the 
Pn-Hc^KB,. Hilts of pierced »tid mt steel were 
mnoh in foToor in the second quarter of the mntury, and 
tho ornamentation of these is sometimes of great bounty, 
A rapier in tho Tower Armory fHo. A), formerly in tho 
Ihiko of York s coilcction, is a etrikiug ejtumple of this 
decoration: tho hilt is Milan work, the blade of Toledo; 
the guard is of cup form, end not only are that and the grip 
richly chased and pieroed, but tho iWifi of the cup is also 
elaborately deootatod w ith ent-at«cl In concentric bonds of 
foliage. Another form characteristic of tlio time is that 
of the Cromwell sword engraved in the Archieolocical 
Jonmal, toI, ii. p. 30fi, and again exemplified in tho 
Tower epeeimea, Xo, it. -laioth^ir variety has two bmnetes, 
one in front of the hand, the other at the side, both sweep¬ 
ing from blade to pommel. Beskct-hilts arc also in favour- 
see the Tower e^mples, .ft sey. The thumb-ring sword 
IS found from the early port of the century, the hilts 
embracing the nsual imrieties of the shell, the complei 
guard and the plain finger-guard. In the Tower is a good 
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fleriefl — firom Ifo* A to A. A Bingukr combmation ia 
found in 50100 SpaniBL swords of about IfiSO; tho guard 
being fortuod of a shelly aula-rmgs md double cToss-bar. 
See Tower numbere, A to itt. The loop-and-ahell guards 
in wiueJi the objeot was that the finger^ when thrust 
through the loop, to hold naoro eecuroly the sword, might 
be defended ftom a cut by the shell beyond, in its lut^t 
modiheation became a mere meaningless adjunct; for the 
loop was made so small that tbo finger could not be placed 
within it. Wo may add that tho Bapiena of the time par¬ 
took of the diversity in the form of the guards already 
deecribod; and in the contrivance of the patterns of inter- 
lacoment and the combinadons of chased medalHons with 
twinitig arabesques, the “ weaponers’* of the day shewed a 
wonderful fertility of invention. Without numoroui draw- 
iugs, it is quite impossible to follow out the various de¬ 
vices of these inventive sword-smiths, and we merely offer 
this rough outUne of the euhject for the student to fill up 
ftt his leiauro.

MuBQOSEisa and Pilcainaii, from Colonel Elton'a '‘Com<‘ 
plete Body of tlio Art MUitaiyi*’ 1668. The miieqactier 
baa still his matehlook arm, which coDtimied in uhc to the 
end of the centiu^, though, m wo wball see, the flintdoclc 
wna also occaaioiially j^Ten to the musquet ITi* hnw the 
“ Collar of bandoliera,** the musquot-rest with its ** string,^* 
the matoh-cord lighted at both ends, and a sword. His 
defooaivo equipment is a buff-coat and iron headpiece. 
The frill with its laced edge is choracteiistio of tiie time. 
The pikemao still carries tho steel corslet with its tussets, 
the headpiece with ample rim, and for offeosiro anna has 
the pike and sword. The manner in which the back- 
piece ia attached to the breastplato by a ahoaldor-band, 
secured by staple imd hook, ts rery dearly shewn. 

Prota the Btatnta of 13 and 14 Car, II. (1662), cap, S, 
we cbtdn the particulars of the arming of both these 
Boldiera. “A Muaqneteer is to haifo a Musquet, the Barrel 
whereof ia not to be nnder throe Foot in Length, and the 
Gauge of the Boro to bo for twelre Bnllets in the Pound, 
a Collar of BandfilirerB, with a BwonJ. ProTided that aU 
Muate^Mastors ahall for the present admit and aUow of 
any Mnsqueta already made, which wiU bear a Bullet of 
fourteen to tho Pound; but no Musquets which henceforth 
shall be made are to be aUowed o^ but such as aro of the 
Gauge of twelve BuUets in the Pound. .. At every Muster 
and Excroiae, every Moaqueteer ahaU bring with him half 
a Pound of Powder', at the Charge of such Person or 
PerwaB as provide the said Foot-aoldier with Anns.”. 
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skvuitbenth cestuht. 

A Pikemim ia to be ann^d with a Pits madfi of Aah, 
not undejT sbtteen Foot in Length (the H€sad sud Foot in- 
eluded)^ with n Bfiot j Broastj Head-piece, end Sword * 
Prorided that all MuBter-Maatera ahell for the prosent 
admit and allow of any Pikea already made that are not 
under fifteen Foot in Lengthbnt no Pikea which almll 
be hereafter niaAa to be lillowed of, that aro under sixteen 
Foot in Length-” 

Much cniioiiB information relating to onr unbject 
contained in tho of Sir Jamefl Turner, 

** Military Essayea written in the Years ISTD and 1671.” 
in his fifth chapter he traata of tho mnfiket and ita appen- 
dagoa. “Now, room for the Musket, and room it hath 
largely gotten, for it hath banishM ftom tho ligh^armed 
Foot, Darte, Slings, Long-bowa, Croas-bows, and the Har- 
q^neh uRRg a too I OuT present Militia Bcknowlcdging no other 
Weapon for the Ught-armed Infimtij, but the Musket and 
the Sword; and this last I have soon Bometimefl laid aside 
for a time, that it might not impede the managing the 
Muflket by its Emhams* And indeed when Musketeers 
have spent their Powder, and oome to blows, the Butt-ond 
of their Musket may do an enemy more hurt than these 
despicable Bwoids, which meet Muaketeers wear at their 
sides. In such Medleys, Enives whose hladea are one foot 
long, made both for cutting and thrusting, (the haft being 
made tofiU ihi b&re of the Musket) will do more execution 
thfln either Sword or Butt of Musket ■ * « The longer ft 
Musket ifl (so it bo manageable) the better, for she ahoots 
the fiirther and the frtronger, her Chaiuber being able to 
contain tho more Powder; and experieoco daily teacheth 
what advantage a long Muaket hath of a short one.” 
(p. 176.) In the same work, wo find tho flintelock recom- 
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mciidfid foi* the mnsqu^t. ** Xt la itnpoBiaihle to Itido bum* 
mg Matches bo well in the night-timej eepeciaUy if there 
is aQj wind, (though there bo covers made of white Irotij 
like extiugmjihers^ parpoadr for that ond) hnt that some 
of them will be seen by a yigilant enemy j and thereby 
many seeret enterpriEea are loat.” It is therefore pro¬ 
posed that for sach oceasiona the '^Captain of Arms of 
each Company" ahonld keep a store of “ Bint-locke^” to bo 
“ olapt on by the Gnn-amith of the Company." The Earl 
of Orrery, in hia “ Treati&o of the Art of War,” 167T, also 
givea the preferenoe to the flintJock, for “fire reasons*' 
assigned in detail, one of which is that, in rain, the pan 
being open for awhile, the rain often deads the powder^ 
and the match too;" and in wind, the powder is blown 
away before the match csm tonoli the pmi, or else sparks 
are blown into the pan^ firing the piece before the soldier 
is ready, who either thereby loses hifl Shot, or wounds 
or kiUfl some one before him; whereas in the Firelock the 
motion ^ so sudden, that what makes the Cock fall on thi 
strikes the Fire and opun ths at onco.'* 
Though called fire-lock, this is clearly the ftmt-loek; and 
it ahonld be remarked that this same name of firelock, 
formerly applied to the wheel meohaniam, has now been 
transferred to tho flint look, which was before called snap- 
hance * The flint-lock gun hers uamed ia oalled by 
Sk-Bsmy tho jW/ erd™£rd, and he describes the par- 
tioular service for which the arm was employed, thus e:. 
plaming why we find the matchlock musquet and tho 
fusil in nse at the same period. “Los fusils ordmaires 
sont de memos longneur ot calibre, Ik sfcrvent pour lea 
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Boldatfi qm TOnt en parti, et bs mctt^^nt a la tSte du 
Batailloii on d« la Compagnie. A fimila on met^ 
tor^qn’on le Tout^ dea l^yomett^ dkpos^ da )a manlera 
qtiB le repraaante la figure'.” It k a socket bayonet 
formed of a aleel rod surmounted by a $pear-liead. (Plate 
80 .) Daniel statea tb^t it -vraa in ld 09 and 1700 that, in 
the French armiuSj Uio ftwil subititated for the match 
mnaquet, if, € 94 ^) In the EngUah Manuals 

for the troops publliihad by royal command, ttp find exact 
details of the Bcldier'a armament. That of lfiS 2 aaaigna to 
the mnisqucteer a matchlock musquot, bandolierSj primer 
and ftword* The pikeman has piko and sword \ In the 
manual of lf! 90 | the musqueteer is annod as abovn: In¬ 
struction 21 :—“Take with yonr right hand some of the 
Wad that sticks between yonr Hatband and your Hat, teU 
slowly Ijp 3 , and bring the same, as yeu did the Bullet, to 
the Mnassel," &c. The piketmm ie furnished os in 1082 *'. 
The match miiaquet of 1697 is given in plate 79 of the 
work of St.-Semy, with details of the lock, both inside and 
out. And compare the real oxampica iu the Tower oolleo- 
tion, of the time of King William TTT-j Ifos, 4 Ixird 
Orrery, in 1677 ^ teUa us there wore two sizos of mnsqueta, 
“tho bigger for tho stronger, the leaser for the weaker 
Bodies.” (p. 29 .) Turner asyflj ^*all the Muskets of one 
Army, yea, under one Prince or State, should be of one 
Calibre,” And Orrery complains that, not being so, some^

item in the mimua]^ The opemtion was eallod “Club 
Muaquet,” and is named with enoomium by Orrety i — 
*' I would also propound. That in all Field Engngemoutfl, 
especially in those where wn mtend not to cheapen an 
^*^t to fall on merrily, the Mnsheteers would load 
their Muskets only with five or six Pistol Bullets^ which 
will do great ExecutioUp especially fired near, and then to 
fall in at Club Musket i I have experimetitod this, and 
found it attended with great Suoe^aa.” (p. aO*) Harford, 
in hii “Treatise of Arms,” 1680, haaz^^^The (English) 
Foot Euoke but little nse of their Swords i for, when they 
have discharged, they Ml on with the Buta of their 
Muskets*” (p. 134,) And in the manual published by 
royal command in 1690, tho 42iid CTolution ia ’•^Club your 
Muskets-” 

The use of Cortridgea for musquets, instead of bandoliers, 
scams to have been first adopted in Germany; for Turner 
(FoBoi Arnm^) telfa ns in 1671“It is thirty years ago 
since I saw the«c (bandoUem) laid aside m somo German 
Armies, for it is impossible for Soldiers, especially wanting 
Cloaks, (and more want Cloaks than have any) to keepe these 
daskes from snow and min, which soon spoils them and so 
makea the Powder altogothei useless. Besides^ the noiso 
of them betrays those who carry them, in all Suipraals, 
Anslaebtfl, and sudden Enterprizos. Instead of thaw, let 
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Patrons be made, nuh as Srnmm uis^ whereof eaeb. 
Musketeer Eboald be provided of a dozen t the^ should be 
Icdpt in a bag of strong leatberp or the sHn of sotne he&$t 
well eow’d^ that it be? proof against ruin- This bag he may 
ouny about his neck in a Paodalier^ or if the weather he 
extremely rainy, in one of his Pockets, and in the other a 
ham with Priming Powderj and his Cloaeser tjed to 
Thus “ he hath no more to do but to bito of a Uttle of the 
Paper of his Patron, and put his ehargo of Powder and Ball 
in at once, and thou rum both homo* *» - If this weno try^d 
at homo with ua, aa it is by aome abroad, our Powder 
flflHlffl would be sold cheap.” (p-176 j Lord Orreiyi 1677j 
writes;—I am also, on long exporicueej, an Enemy to 
the use of Bandeleers, but a great Approver of Boxes of 
Oartridgoa; for then, bnt bybiLuig off tho bottom of the 
Cartridgos, you oharge your Musket for sorviee with one 
Bamming, I would have these Cartridge Boxes of Tin, 
as tho Carabiuoa use them, because they are not so apt to 
break as the Wooden ones are, and do not in wet Weatbor, 
or lying in the Tents, roLix-^* (p. SL) It shonld always 
bo njmorabcred that, a$ the ohemist^a art advanced, the 
strength of the powder became augmented. Thus, the 
author of the Fallas Armata contrasts the powder of his day 
with that of a more remote time“ Powder haring now 
a double or a treble force more than when it was first 
found out, u Piece requires a proportionable fordfination 
of hex metal, to resist the violence of the Powder.” . . - for 
uigtanoeia Cnlverine that shot 16 pound of Iron had 
but a 100 pound of metal allowM for every pound of her 
shot, and so she weighed then but IGOO pound; but now 
and long before this, she weighs 4300 pound, and oottse- 
quentiy hath the allowance of near 370 pound of metal for 
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every pound of her shot.** (p- ISfl*) However BciHndflo 
our author may ho in the matter of powder, ho U ocaroely 
so philoeophio on the subject of shot BuUets, fao tells, no, 
“ may be of any metal you please, yea, of Gtold or Silver: 
the first is too costly; the second, some fancy to bo able 
to pierce such be are (by some black art or other) hard, or 
BuUot-pTOot^^ (p. 192.) 

The Muaquot-rest appears to bo dying away in 1671 1 
thne, Turner:-—'^Muskot-Bests were used a long tune, 
and in mnc pktees to ease the Muakoteers in db- 

clmrgiiig their Guns, and when they stood GcutinoL But 
in the late Expeditions in most places of Christendom, 
they have been found more trouhlescme than helpful, a 
Musketeer in any sudden occasion not being well able to 
do bis duty with Musket, Swnrd a^d Best, especially if 
you give him a Swedish Feather to manage with thenu” 
(p. 176,) Of the Swedish feather (or hand p flliwa do) the 
same wnter givoa jis a good account:—I think I may in 
this place reckon tho Swedish Feather afurmg the defoiuivo 
Anna, tho' it doth participate of both defence and offence: 
It is a Stake fave or six foot long, And about four finger 
thjcki with a piece of sharp Iron nail’d to e v er y end of it 
By the one (end) it Is made fiist in tho gTaund in such u 
maim or that the other end lyeth out, lo that it may meet 
with the breast of a Hotso, whereby a body of Musketeeru 
is defended as with a Pallisado. I have eeen them made 
use of in Germany, and before 1 left that War, saw them 
likewise w&m cut ojf ujtc. When the Inihiitry by several 
Begimonta or Brigades ore drawn up in Battel, and the 
Pikea and those Stakes fixed m tho ground, they make a 
delightful ahow, representiug a Wood, the Pikes resem¬ 
bling the tall trees, and tho Stakes the shrubs.” (p. 169.) 
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In the Tower Bnrrey of 16T5 ^ppeftr—

The Swedish feather was eomctimeQ oombined with the 
mnsqiuet-rest: see PaUa^Arm^ia^ page 175. The mnequet 
was aUo rjiade defenaiTo by being tiiut^ with a half- 
pike.^* This contrivance is recoiomended by Captain Venn 
in his “Military OhservatLons," 1672 (f. 39); and com¬ 
pare GrosCj voL ii p. 339, ed. 180L 
But the chief improTement, that which gave to the moH- 
qnct not only a defenaiYe character] but whioh inYested it 
with a second oSctLSiYC power,—perhaps more effectiTe than 
the finstj-—-was the mviention of the Bayonet. The earliest 
notioe of this arm is to be found in the Initrueiion* 
Militairex of the Bsigacur dc Pnyaegur. In hia eighth 
Chapter, on the “ Ordre qne doit tenir une Aote^o pour 
passer une riTiere,^^ ho writes:—'“Qaand jo comtuandois 
dans BergueS] dans Ypres, Bixmiido ot Laquenoe, tom lea 
partis qua j^cnvcycisp paseolcnt les cananx de cette la^orL 
n eat Ttai quo les soldata no portoient point d^epSea, mais 
iLs ayoient dee bayonettes qoi avoient des manchea d^nn 
pied de long, et lea lames dm bayonettcfi ^fcoient ausai 
longues que les manches, dont lea bouts ^toient propres I 
mettre les cunous des fimb pour se defendre, qnand 
quelqu^on vouloit venir a eui apr^ quails aToient tiro.” 
(p. 306.) The periewi to which the writer rofora was the 
years 1646 and 1647: b€« his toL ii. pp* 16 

and 24, In a prerious ostract from Tamorj 1071, we 
haTC r^ of the “ knives whose bladiB wore a foot long, 
with hafu to fill the bore of the masqnet” In tbo came 
year we find the ftench “Begimcnt of Furilieri” armed 
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with a simile weapon^. In the English m^nnal of 1682| 
both Dragoon and Grenadier have fiiaila with ping bayonets. 
In 1684, Mallet in the Travam d& Mar^ tella oa of the 
“bnyonnettes donned anx monsqnetaires, pour inettre 
^fw lonrs canons, qnand ila aeront attaquez de b cavalerie, 
et fain d^M dont pent-fitre Fusage aind 

They wore in fact abandoned at the cIobo of the 
century. In the English inanunl of IfiOO the fuail of the 
grenadier* has the ping bayonet aa before. Dnt about this 
time on ImproTod arm appears. In Mackay ^e Memoire” 
it b ate^ted that the defeat of the Englmh troops at £ilU* 
enmkiQ having been cansed by the delay consequent upon 
nnJbdng the plug bayonet, the geneml ordered that all 
bis bayonets should be so formed that they might he fixed 
the barrel without stopping it up j that thus hia men 
might be able to receive a charge the very instant after 
firing \ Grose haa a similar aocoimt ftom Flanders, but 
gives no particular date. (ToL ii. p. 341.) This arm may 
have been either the ^ng bayonet or the Booket hayouei. 
The first ia very clearly deecribod in the Art di la Guerra 
of Marshal Puysegur^ He writes Avant la paix de 
Tiimegue^, j^ai vd uti regiment qui portoit dea 6p6m 
qui n^avoient quo la poignSe, et, au lien de garde, il 
y ftvoit un anneau de cuivre et na autre aupr^ du pom- 
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meflu^ leaquelfl m pasaoit le bout: da oanou dn foaiJ; 
ce qiii teuoit fenae et fokoit le m^nae effet qce font 
sujotml’hui nos bajonnettoi h douille.** (VoL L pn, 220^) 
Groae gires m aooonnt of "two Horse grenadiers riding 
before Quoon Anao's coRcb with fixed bayonets; these 
bayonets were of the dagger kind, haying bandies origin* 
ally intended for eorewing into the muizles of the pieces; 
which hAndlfjfl then had two rings fixed to them for the 
admiasion of the barrel of the piacflK” (VoL iL p. 342. J 
The Bocket bayonet a ihuille) is also mentioned 

by Marshal Puysegur:—"Durant la gnerro de X68S on 
aToit propose an fea Boi (Louis XIY.) do eoppriroer ]os 
piques et lee mousqnets i il fit mSme faire nn e eprouTO do 
haffonneiU^ d dmiUe^ k pen pr^ comioe celled d'aujonrd’fau]^ 
aar les monsqnets do flon regiment. Msls conune les 
bayonnettea n^aToient pas faites fot lea canons, qui 
etoient de differentes grossetira, elles na tenoient pas bien 
forme; de sorte qne dans eette epreuvej qui fiit faite en 
preeonco de S-M., ploideiLTS bayonnettes ou tiisnt tom* 
boient; a d^antrea, la balle, ea sortont, cassoit lo bout 
Ccla fit qu^ellofl fiimit rejett^. Mnis pen de terns api^ 
des Nations contre leequolles aoiia ayous £te on guerre, 
quitterent les piqued ponr lea fh^ilfl aveo des bayonnettes 
a donilte, ausquoUos nans ayons etS obbgffl do roTonir,*^ 
(VoL L p. 14S.) This pofisago k euriona, not slone as 
describizig the first days of the Socket bayonet^ but in its 
showing us that even sn the hinges regiment tho arms 
were not of uniform pattern. The form of the Plug 
bayonet may bo seen in our woodcut, ITo. 149, from an 
oxamplo in the Tower* Both that and tho Booket bayonet 
arc figured in the Jdcfuoinsi d^jrlr/i£fa"uf of Bt.'Eemy in 
1604. (Plates 80, 88 and 92.)

Thus, ID tlie P^dka Armatm : —Many bare thought it fit 
to giTo Muftketeeia some defenfliye Arms^ as ^ Haad^ Back 
and BTuaat-pIeeef asd trnlj I wish that ouatom woro oon^ 
tintiei” (p. 169.) Good piotorial oxaoxplaa of the mos- 
quetiera of thU period are fnmiahed hj the paiuting at 
Hampton Coort^ of King Charles IL embarkiug firom 
KoUandp at the BeetoratioiL They hare headpieoa of 
iron^ their under-coate axe yeUoWj the remainder of ^o 
dress ie red. 

The pioportian of mnsquets and pikes most fit for eflteo- 
tiTo oo-operation wm a anbjeet on which great i^ptaimi 
were by no means unnnunona. I/Ord Orrery m 1677 
*ay» t —“ Our Foot Soldion g^oaoiBlly are two thirds Shot 
and one third Pikea, Tfaich I haTe often lamented; for 
methinka the PUtea ehould be at leaet half. ‘Without dia- 
putc, the Pike u the uaefulJest Weapon for the Foot: and 
a good Stand of them, aasiated by Shot, if lie Angl^ be 
well guarded, ure not easily broken by Horse and Shot 
united. The SwiBssra, generally and justly esteemed Mc- 
cellent Foot, have more Pikes tl^ Shot; which, poesibly, 
as much as their Talar, Discipline, and the strength of 
their Bodies, has coQtribnted to their Gleiy/' (p. 24.) 

The various ftre-anns in use at the close of this century 
are emuneruted and flgroed by St-Remy. Thera were 
wall-pieces (motttqutU de rempari\ both match and flint 
lock: (Bemy, pL 82;) the match-lock mus^uet 
ordi»aift—jA.

The Pike, EB We have already seenp was during the 
second half of the century falliTig rapidly into dia&Tour. 
Already in 1671 Turner lamcote the pikemau having 
lafoed into the degradation of a nudus miks: —*^Thia is a 
great defect of onr Modem Hilitui, of which most Nations 
now guil^ I for the* in sU their Constitutiona of War 
there Is an appointment for heavy armed Horse and Foot^ 
yet when we see Batallions of Pikes, we see them eyery* 
where naked, imlesa it be in the Netherlands, whore some, 
and but some Companies represent the ancient Militia.’^ 
(p. 169.) Lord Omeiy in 1677 dIbo lifts Ms voice in 
favour of the coralet;—wonld Eheriously recommend 
the arming of our Pikemcn with Back, Breast, Pott and 
Taaea^^^.—they being the soUd strength of the In&ntry 

*fan Army in aday Battd,” (p, 28,) The English royal 
uiannals of 1682 and 1690 atiH give the exercise of the 
pike, bat the “ Gentteman's Bictionaiy,^^ published in 
1706, describes it aa a weapon form^lg in use. It was in 
ITOS that this arm was snppre&aed la France: the king in 
that year, by the adrico of Marshal Yauban, ‘^fit une
